Chamber roasts 
Donald McLean

For Dr. Donald McLean, May 
24 was a night to receive thanks 
from many grateful friends and 
patients — and, as he said, to be 
roasted “medium rare.” 

McLean was chosen as 
Winchester’s 10th annual Out¬ 
standing Citizen, and was hon¬ 
ored that evening by friends and 
colleagues at an award dinner, 

“I want to thank each and 
every one of you for making this a 
memorable evening for me,’’ 
said McLean when finally given 
his chance to speak. “I also want 
to express my affection and 
appreciation to the Winchester 
Chamber of Commerce. I am 
deeply moved and touched by this 
single honor,’’ he added. 

McLean said the announce¬ 
ment of his selection came “as a 
complete and staggering sur¬ 
prise” and that the method by 
which the chamber chose to 
inform him at their annual meet¬ 
ing “is effective enough to estab¬ 
lish a new stress test.” 

“Winchester has amply 
rewarded me many times over 
for what I have given. Winchester 
is unique in character — she 
gives more than she ever asks 
for,” said McLean. 

But for friends, former employ¬ 


ees, colleagues and patients, it 
was an evening to pay tribute to a 
doctor and a friend. As dinner 
began, a group of approximately 
25 of McLean’s current patients 
appeared to greet the doctor. 

Also present were eight former 
secretaries. “I’m not sure we all 
heard the same stories,” kidded 
former secretary Linda Foote. 
“But I’m sure we all searched up 
and down Church Street for him 
while he stopped to visit all his 
friends (between patients).” 

Dr. Richard Kingsbury said, 
“He practiced medicine with 
such grace, he seemed to have 
born with the talent rather than 
to have learned it.” 

Vincent Berger of the Council 
on Aging recalled stories of when 
McLean sent postcards to the 
homebound when on vacation, 
and of his contributions to the 
Jenks Senior Center. 

“He is a physician and friend to 
the young, an advocate and 
friend for the seniors,” said 
Berger. 

COA Administrator Barbara 
Ciampa and Senior Aftercare 
Nurse June Hall provided a musi¬ 
cal tribute to McLean and his 
wife of 45 years, Jeanne. Jeanne 
has served as a volunteer driver 
at the Jenks Center for the past 10 
years.

WHS air studied 

Headaches, nausea trigger testing

Complaints of headaches and 
nausea from students and teachers 
have triggered investigations into 
air qualify at the high .school. 

Problei.is with the school’s heat¬ 
ing and cooling system this spring 
have forced some classrooms to be 
vacated and classes to be held out¬ 
doors 'll recent weeks. (A letter to 
the editor on this subject appears in 
this week’s Star.) 

Howe' er, a preliminary report 
from the Massachusetts Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health (MDPH) has 
shown the air quality at the high 
.school is at an acceptable level, 
according to Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Charles Mitsakos. 

Despite the report. Mit.sakos said 
he Hid other school officials plan 
“not to leave any proverbial stone 
unturned.” Spot checks of the 


mechanics of the system are ongo¬ 
ing to make sure vents and belts are 
working properly. 

To further investigate the issue, 
Mitsakos said he recently con¬ 
tracted the services of Environmen¬ 
tal Health and Engineering. Inc., of 
Newton, in order to get to the bottom 
of an air quality problem that has 
been an ongoing headache for school 
officials, students and teachers at 
the high school. 

Research will begin next week and 
Mitsakos expects preliminary 
results to be given at the June 13 
School Committee meeting. A full 
report will be presented by the firm 
at the committee’s June 27 meeting. 

According to Mitsakos, the closed 
heating and cooling system experi¬ 
ences mechanical breakdowns from 
time to time that lower the air 
exchange capacity, and the carbon 
dioxide level rises conversely. This 
problem escalates during the 


changeover period when heating is 
switched over to cooling or vice 
vensa. When the cooling system is on 
however, the air is cooler and there¬ 
by perceived as more comfortable, 
said Mitsakos. 

Mitsakos said he called a meeting 
Tuesday morning (May 30) to dis¬ 
cuss the report from the MDPH and 
to review readings of the air 
exchange and carbon dioxide levels 
from the head custodian at the high 
school. 

From the information available. 
Dr. John McCarthy, a certified 
industrial hygenist and principal at 
the Enviromental Health and Engi¬ 
neering, gave the school a clean bill 
of health. 

Mitsakos told the Star in a tele¬ 
phone interview shortly after the 
meeting that according to McCar¬ 
thy, the standards set by the Ameri-

Build or not build? 

Charles Ferrari may soon know for sure

The resolution of a decade of con¬ 
troversy surrounding Charles Fer- 
rari’s landfill site on Rock Avenue 
could be in the works, providing two 
consulting scientists can agree on 
additional tests needed to determine 
if the property is safe for 
development. 

Dr. Sami Fam, an independent 
consultant hired by the town, and 
chemist John Hobell of Hidell- 
Eyster Technical Services — a firm 


hired by Ferrari — are expected to 
present such a written agreement to 
the Board of Health next Monday. 
Ferrari has agreed to pay for any 
additional tests called for in the 
document. The agreement would 
pave the way for setting an exact 
date for closure proceedings on the 
land, giving Ferrari either a green 
or a red light on his plans to build on 
the site. 

Neighbors, who oppose develop¬ 
ment of the landfill site, contend that 
the property contains hazardous 


materials. More than three years 
ago the developer hired Hidell- 
Eyster Technical Services to investi¬ 
gate these allegations. Robert Hidell 
of that firm has since submitted 
numerous testing reports showing 
no hazardous materials on the site to 
the Board of Health. 

Neighbors, not satisfied with the 
reports, organized the North End 
Task Force, which finally secured 
town funds to hire Fam as an inde¬ 
pendent consultant. 

Fam presented his findings to a 
May 30 meeting of the Board of 
Health attended by Hidell, Ferrari 
and neighbors of the Rock Avenue 
site. Both consultants agreed that 
their findings were somewhat simi¬ 
lar, and that a mutual agreement 
could be hammered out to specify 
the exact nature and location of 
testing to be conducted on the site.

State funding cuts hit home 

•Early Intervention •Council for Children

Cutbacks on state spending have 
Early Intervention Program staff 
and supporters concerned — and 
they’re bringing these concerns to 
state legislators. 

The Parents Advisory Council for 
the Waltham-Weston Hospital and 
Medical Center’s Early Intervention 
program based on High Street in 
Winchester held a legislative break¬ 
fast May 25. The purpose was to 
discuss proposed cutbacks in state 
spending on special needs 
programs. 

Parents of children enrolled in the 
Early Intervention program in 
Winchester attended because, 
according to one mother, “the prog¬ 
ram has worked miracles for our 
children.” 

Hlarly Intervention consists of a 
three-year pre-school learning 
experience for children who are 
born prematurely, have cerebral 
palsy, Downes syndrome, a physical 
handicap or simply suffer from a 
delay in their development. Insur¬ 
ance companies, Medicaid and other 
slate funds finance E a i* I y 
Intervention. 

The essence of the program is to 
identify and deal with these prob¬ 


lems early a„d effectively so that 
the child will have a head start later 
on. 

The staff consists of a physical 
therapist, occupational therapist, 
social worker, speech pathologist, 
two developmental educators and a 
registered nurse. These trained pro¬ 
fessionals provide both in-school and 
in-home services for every child 
enrolled in the program. 

The program does not exist solely 
for the sake of the children, howev¬ 
er, but for the parents as well. 
Parents meet with the Early 
Intervention staff twice per week for 
a parent support group, in which 
they discuss family issues, and prob¬ 
lems and obstacles encountered in 
raising a child with a disability. 

Patty Shingai, a worker at the 
Early Intervention Center, 
describes the program as “the kind 
of support for special needs children 
and their parents that hospitals 
can’t afford.” 

Early Intervention currently ser¬ 
vices 84 families from Winchester 
and surrounding communities and 
has a waiting list of more than 24. 
State budgetary cutbacks would 
result in larger waiting lists, and 
because children are only eligible

The possible relocation of the 
Winchester office of the Mystic Val¬ 
ley Council for Children to Belmont 
has parents and service providers 
worried about accessibility and par¬ 
ticipation in the program. 

Connie Mahedy of Arlington is 
both a consumer and a service pro¬ 
vider for the program. A parent, 
Mahedy also has a counseling prac¬ 
tice in Arlington. She said she regu¬ 
larly encounters the resources of the 
Council through her practice. 

According to Mahedy, parents 
worry about the state Office for 
Children’s plan to combine the 
Winchester office with one in Bel¬ 
mont. Because of these concerns, 
the council has requested a meeting 
with Office for Children Regional 
Director Joy Camp. The group will 
meet June 2 at 7 p.m. at the First 
Congregational Church. The meet¬ 
ing is open to the public. 

Mahedy said she hopes the meet¬ 
ing will address unanswered ques¬ 
tions. The move to Belmont, she 
fears, could mean the loss of the 
services of Jean Voss, an advocate 
for the council, or reduced access to 
programs. 

Mahedy said the Mystic Valley 


Parent Advisory Council (PAC) is 
concerned about accessibility as 
well as their participation in Bel¬ 
mont. That office is not handicap 
accessible, she noted. While some of 
the motivation for the move seems 
to be financial, Mahedy said she

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MDC commissioner Bhatti

Eight weeks as chief executive of 
the Metropolitan District Commis¬ 
sion (MDC) haven’t dampened Ilyas 
Bhatti’s enthusiasm for the agency, 
the job or his committment to pre¬ 
servation and enhancement of water 
resources in Greater Boston. 

“We may be running out of money, 
but not enthusiasm,’’ Bhatti recently 
told the Star. “It make the job excit¬ 
ing, interesting and challenging.’’ 

The commissioner spoke with loc 
al legislators Representative Paul 
Casey and Senator Salvatore Albano 
last week in an effort to identify 
issues of importance in the Winches¬ 
ter area. The design stage of Mystic 
Valley Parkway, for example, is 
now completed, ensuring that the 
character of the roadway will fit into 
the natural beauty of the terrain, 
Bhatti says. 

Bhatti said citizen input has been 
“extremely crucial’’ in such a 
design phase. “(Input) is sought and 
becomes part of the overall plan,’’ 
said Bhatti. 

The recently-appointed commis¬ 
sioner is no stranger to the MDC or 
to state service. He has, in his own 
words, “moved his way up the pipe¬ 
line,’’ from his position as director of 
Watershed Management for the 
MDC. Bhatti has worked for the

Commonwealth since 1976 as Direc¬ 
tor of the Division of Water Supply 
for the DEQE, Assistant Superinten¬ 
dent of Deer Island Wastewater 
Treatment Facility and as Environ¬ 
mental Planner for the Metropolitan 
Area Planning Council. 

The new commissioner puts a 
huge emphasis on conservation. The 
search for water sources for exam¬ 
ple, has continued to move westward 
over the years, as sources have been 
exhausted. Bhatti says Massa¬ 


chusetts has an “adequate water 
supply, but the emphasis should be 
on water conservation.’’ 

One of Bhatti’s goals is to protect 
and perserve the shorelines. He said 
the state is “passing through diffi¬ 
cult times,’’ but with new technolo¬ 
gies and conservation functions the 
state can effect savings and “make 
more efficient use of existing 
resources.’’ 

Bhatti calls the MDC an “exciting 
agency’’ that is “user-friendly.” He 
says that many citizens call up the 
commission with the question 
‘“What can we do?”’ 

Bhatti also plans to pick up where 
former commissioner William 
Geary left off by way of beautifica¬ 
tion of roadways and parkland with 
flowers and trees. Bhatti said he also 
intends to expand the grafitti remov¬ 
al and prevention program, and to 
continue to pursue the acquisition of 
open space. 

As far as people dumping rubbish 
on MDC land, Bhatti says he plans to 
“send a strong signal” to such offen¬ 
ders by prosecuting. Such destruc¬ 
tion under his command, “won’t be 
tolerated.” 

Bhatti is pleased with the network 
of resources he has within the com¬ 
mission, with conservation special¬ 
ists and a police force to back him up 
and his ability “to mobilize 
resources.” 


Selectmen still cool to plan 
for JFK birthday holiday

Selectmen still aren’t con¬ 
vinced John F. Kennedy deserves 
a separate holiday. 

Despite an at times impas¬ 
sioned plea by James Couglin, 
chairman of Citizens for JFK 
day, selectmen took no action on 
his request at their May 22 
meeting. 

Couglin championed his cause 
before selectmen last year, only 
to hear board members voice 
concern about the fiscal impact 
of one more state holiday. This 
time he noted that the holiday as 
proposed would be celebrated 
every other year, giving it half 
the financial impact of an annual 
holiday. 

He told selectmen he is looking 
for support from cities and towns 
to re-introduce legislation to the 
State House. Last year, he said, 
his bill was defeated by six votes 


in the House of Representatives. 

Although Kennedy’s birthday 
falls on May 29, Coughlin prop¬ 
oses that the holiday be cele¬ 
brated on Election Day. A May 
holiday would, at times, create a 
four-day holiday weekend, 
because of the proximity of 
JFK’s birthday to Memorial Day. 

“I feel it captures the energy 
John Kennedy stood for,” said 
Coughlin of an Election Day. He 
said he believes that by making a 
holiday on Election Day, more 
voters would be inclined to make 
their way to the polls. 

“He was a great leader of the 
Commonwealth of Mass.,” said 
Coughlin. “I believe he deserves 
a holiday ... John Kennedy was a 
leader of the world. 

“He is a Bay State cousin who 
gave the supreme sacrifice,” 
said Coughlin. 

When asked what the cost to the 
town would be. Town Manager W. 


Chadwick Maurer said direct 
costs would be those for the fire 
and police departments, totalling 
approximately $10,000. He also 
noted that the estimated cost in 
lost productivity would reach 
close to $20,000. 

While selectmen said they sup¬ 
ported the spirit of the effort, 
they remained concerned about 
the financial impact. 

Selectman Judith Muggia 
asked if Coughlin considered 
remembering Kennedy on Presi¬ 
dent’s Day, which honors all 
presidents. However, Coughlin 
said, “I think if John Kennedy 
was put in there, he would be 
lost.” 

Selectman Robert Deering 
said; “the way we handle our 
celebration of past presidents 
should be continued.” He added 
that with 41 past presidents, there 
would “probably be people who 
could find a reason” to celebrate 
each of their lives.

THE FOLLOWING ARE RESPONSES TO THE MOST FREOUENT- 
LY ASKED QUESTIONS CONCERNING THE WATER BAN. 

Q: What types of outdoor water uses are being banned by D.E.Q.E.? 
A: None. But the agency is restricting most outdoor water uses to 
between the hours of 8 p.m. to 8 a.m. 

Q: Will I be allowed to fill my swimming pool or fish pond? 

A: Yes. Even if your pool or pond has to be drained for repairs, you 
will be able to fill it. 

Q; What about washing my car or my driveway? 

A: You may wash your car, either at home between 8 p.m. and 8 
a.m. or at a commercial car wash anytime during the day. At home, 
D.E.Q.E. recommends that you use a bucket and garden hose 
with a shut-off nozzle, turning the hose off when it’s not in use. 
You may not, at any time, hose off your driveway. D.E.Q.E. sug¬ 
gest you sweep it instead. 

Q: When may I water my lawn, shrubs and trees? 

A; Outdoor watering will be allowed only between the hours of 8 p.m. 
and 8 a.m. D.E.Q.E. recommends that you use a hand held hose 
for no more than one hour at a time. If you use a sprinkler, place 
a coffee can in the area being watered and shut off the sprinkler 
when there’s one inch of water in the can. That’s all most lawns 
and gardens need every week to remain healthy. 

Q: May I water newly-planted shrubs, trees or sod during restricted 
hours? 

A: Yes. But only on the day you plant them. After that, restricted hours 
apply.

Most of the Massachusetts politi¬ 
cal establishment, i.e., Governer 
Dukakis, various state legislators, 
municipal officials, and powerful 
special interest groups, who bear the 
responsibility for the Commonwe- 
lath’s present sorry state of fiscal 
affairs are now demanding that the 
taxpayer bail them out once again. 

It was not secret last summer 
during the presidential campaign 
that the governor’s glib projection of 
another balanced budget was just so 
much political rhetoric. However, 
views to the contrary from taxpayer 
advocates like Barbara Anderson of 
Citizens for Limited Taxation were 
angrily dismissed as partisan 
attacks calculated to injure the gov¬ 
ernor’s presidential quest. At the 
same time the legislative leadership 
which knew better, enthralled by the 
prospect of electing a friendly 
Democrat president, loyally sup¬ 
ported the Dukakis mythology. 

However, years of state spending 
increases at two and three times the 
rate of inflation which were sustain¬ 
able only during booming economic 
times have finally taken their toll 
now that the economy has cooled 
down. If the governor and legisla¬ 
ture had listened to those counsell¬ 
ing spending restraint like Barbara 
Anderson or Taxation Committee 


Chairman Jack Flood, the Common¬ 
wealth would not be facing the pros¬ 
pect of a billion dollar plus deficit. 

Instead the political establishment 
denied the existance of a deficit 
caused by their own overspending 
and then relied on the fear of mas¬ 
sive program cutbacks to force publ¬ 
ic acceptance of gargantuan tax 
increases in a non-election year. It is 
this sort of outrageous behavior 
which breeds in the public justifiable 
distrust of politicians and cynicism 
towards government in general. 

Of course, the governor and legi¬ 
slators are not solely responsible for 
the effort to foist a huge new tax 
burden upon the people of Massa¬ 
chusetts. Local municipal officials 
like Boston Mayor Ray "Find Me a 
Photographer” Flynn, the liberal 
media — especially Boston Globe 
columnists, and a variety of special 
interest groups are all part of a 
campaign to impose an unwanted 
tax increase. 

A principle focus of this effort has 
been to use the local aid issue to 
leverage local official support for 
tax increases. However, while there 
may be some justification for a mini¬ 
mum amount of local aid to even out 
certain hardships, this point has 
long since been reached for most 
cities, and increasing the level of 
state assistance will only encourage 
overspending by local politicians. 


The explanation for this unconven¬ 
tional view is quite simple. 

Local taxpayers should ideally 
bear the burden for the level of 
spending they deem necessary for 
their own communities since they 
are presumedly beneficiaries of 
such spending. If a community 
desires a high level of services or 
elects pols who freely dispense pat¬ 
ronage, there is no legitimate reason 
why taxpayers statewide should 
have to pay for such largess. The 
City of Boston with is bloated 
bureaucracy is a prime example of 
what happens when huge amounts of 
local aid allow local pols to reap the 
political benefit of providing high 
local spending without having to pay 
the price of levying high taxes on 
local citizens. Local pols like Mayor 
Flynn get to the play hero to the 
spending interests while blaming the 
state for failure to fund even more 
extravagence. 

Of course, local officials would 
answer that they cannot raise taxes 
to pay for more spending because of 
the strictures of Proposition 
However, Prop 2«/2 allows local poli¬ 
ticians to obtain additional revenues 
by means of an override if they 
convince their own constituents of 
the merits of granting them added 
revenues to spend. 

The genius of Prop 2 V 2 is that it

Air quality 
at high school 
concerns students 

TO THE EIHTOH; 

The time has come for some seri¬ 
ous revisions in Winchester High 
School’s ventilation system. As a 
senior at the school, I can attest that 
all of the four spring semesters at 
the school have been suffered 
through as a result of poor 
ventilation. 

Students frequently complain of 
leaving the school with headaches 
which vanish within an hour of being 
in fresh air. While in school, my 
fellow students and I have a constant 
feeling of drowsiness as a result of 
the thick stagnant air being recircu¬ 
lated throughout the school. In the 
spring it gets worse as the tempera¬ 
ture rises because the school reheats 
the air like a brick oven. Luckily I 
am leaving the school, but the stu¬ 


dents who remain and the teachers 
who return year after year must 
continue to suffer. 

Last year the problem was excep¬ 
tionally bad with the extremely hot 
weather. Fortunately it has not been 
as hot this year. The cooling system 
was not turned on in time last year, 
resulting in the poor air quality and 
the closing of school for two days. 
The air recirculated and festered in 
the school and continued to get 
worse every day. 

Two people fainted at my feet last 
year and many others fainted as 
well. Teachers and students went 
home with many difficulties in brea¬ 
thing, with nau.sea, headaches, and 
an inability to truly wake up and be 
alert. 

As a result of the above problems 
that spring, my friend and I wrote up 
a petition explaining why we thought 
the system was intolerable and how 
we expected that a closed window 
system "requires the proper clean¬ 
ing, cooling, and distribution of air.” 
We as well asked for answers to the 
questions of "What is being done? 
Why has the problem been allowed 
to reach this point of severity? How 
are we expected to function and 
work properly under these 
conditions?” 

(Jver two hundred students and 
teachers signed this petition and a 
sit-in (in the courtyard) was 
threatened if we did not receive 
answers. We feel we received an 
inadetjuate answer from both Dr. 
Mitsakos and Mr. Larocco as the 
problem was not spoken on in depth 
and we do continue to suffer. Dr. 
Mil.sakos then told us of the monitor¬ 
ing that is done in the classrooms on 
a once-a-monlh-per-area basis. 
According to the article on May 24 in 
the Daily Times Chronicle, Mitsakos 


said the system will be tested on a 
daily basis for both the air exchange 
and the carbon dioxide level. 

‘If the reading is too high (in a 
particular room), or there is not 
enough air exchange, we will pull 
the unit down and fix it mechanical¬ 
ly,’ said Mitsakos. 

We were promised this last year 
as well and the problem still con¬ 
tinues. Monitoring is one of the first 
steps that must be taken but serious 
changes need to be made in accor¬ 
dance with the results of the 
monitoring. 

I understand the fiscal difficulties 
of the town lead to a problem paying 
for such an amelioration but I fail to 
understand why this problem which 
has been in existence since the 
establishment of the school con¬ 
tinues to remain on such a low 
priority to the town. The town’s 
children and teachers are suffering 
continually. In light of the problems 
faced by Cambridge Rindge & Latin, 
it has come time for this to become a 
high priority.

This week 
in history 

30 years ago: 1959 

The precinct members at a special 
session of the Limited Town Meeting 
at the high school auditorium voted 
once again for the Well Field 
between the Woburn line and Wild¬ 
wood Cemetery as the site for a 
junior high school, later to be named 
Lynch Junior High School. 

The first layer of the town dump. 
was filled and all refuse was being 
placed on what w'ould be a thin layer 
covering about half the dump site. 
Since the Board of Selectmen has 
ceased the burning of trash at the 
dump site late last fall because of 
complaints, the dump had rapidly 
filled up and it would only be a short 
time until the area would be com-. 
pletely filled. 

25 years ago: 1964 

Former Governor John A. Volpe of 
Everett Avenue, an announced 
gubernatorial candidate for re- 
election, issued a statement defend¬ 
ing the Massachusetts Crime Com¬ 
mission that was established with 
his support during his administra¬ 
tion. He stated his belief that it is 
"fulfilling a necessary and valuable 
function.” ’^olpe was responding to 
criticism by Cardinal Cushing who • 
said he was "sorry the Crime Com- ’ 
mission had ever been created.” 

Five Winchester firefighters were 
overcome by smoke and a police 
officer injured while battling a two- 
alarm house fire at 59 Highland 
Avenue late in the evening of May 
28, 1964. Mutual aid was received 
from Woburn, Arlington and Stone- 
ham Fire Departments. Fire and 
water damage in the home was esti¬ 
mated at $15,000. 

Featured at the E.M. Loew’s 
Winchester Theatre that week was 
William Holden and Audrey Hep¬ 
burn in "Paris When It Sizzles,”- 
Merle Oberon, Laurence Olivier,. 
David Niven and Geraldine Fitzger¬ 
ald in "Wuthering Heights,” and 
Peter Sellers and George C. Scott in 
"Dr. Strangelove; or: How I 
Learned to Stop Worrying and Love' 
the Bomb.” 

10 years ago: 1979 

Winchester was folding under the 
racial tension that had burdened the 
town for the last two weeks. After a 
black teacher’s car had been vandal¬ 
ized and a one of the student perpet¬ 
rators was punished, the Concerned 
Black Citizens’ Group was prompted 
to speak at the high school 
graduation. 

Spring Town Meeting wrapped up 
after nine session with the town well 
under the four percent tax and 
spending caps passed by the state. 
But according to early estimates the 
tax rate would increase in 1980 by 
$2.25.

After your child has framed his 
first tentative questions about the 
origin of these armies of invading 
babies that keep coming into the 
world, and you have duly bought and 
read to him the age-appropriate sex 
books, you think the worst is over. 

At first they look at you as if 
you’ve just explained that aliens fly 
in the windows each night the tap- 
dance on all the table tops. Then 
they seem to shrug and take it for 
one of the miracles of modern life: 
like Velcro, say, or microwave 
brownies. 

But then later, just when you’re 
starting to relax and feel that 
bridge at least has been sucessfully 
crossed, you get inklings that this 
new-found understanding of theirs 
might in fact be a bit flawed. 

I was in a public bathroom the 
other day with my same pre-school 
boy. He’s too little to go in to a Men’s 


Room alone, so there we were, 
together in a stall of the Ladies’. I 
make a remark about what a big boy 
he is now, and how long ago it seems 
since he wore diapers and was not 
yet trained. 

“Hmmmmm,” he said, busy at his 
task. Then, with fresh enthusiasm, 
“Hey. Mum! Guess what?! I know 
why men can’t have babies!” 

“Why?”, I asked weakly, think¬ 
ing, well, here we go. 

“Because men are all trained!,” 
he crowed. 

I thought this over. What did he 
think, then, that we big girls are 
untrained, all hopping about like 
rabbits dropping babies and I- 
don’t-know-what-all at regular inter¬ 
vals around the house? 

I pressed him for the logic behind 
this conclusion. But he only smiled 
like the Mona Lisa and shook his 
head. 

Either I explained it all wrong, or 
he really knows something I haven’t 
heard about.

Home preservation

Owners of older homes often have 
their work cut out for them. Despite 
their charm, old houses have their 
problems and often require special 
handling. Well aware of the chal¬ 
lenges and problems of older and 
historic properties, the Historical 
Commission and Society presented a 
panel discussion on the challenges 
and benefits of renovation on Tues¬ 
day, May If), as part of Preservation 
Month. 

The panel members represented 
three approaches to home renova¬ 
tion, those of the architect, the real¬ 
tor, and the homeownerA'estorcr. 
The panelists were Alan SchcKMieg- 
ge. Trudy Kirkendall and Michael 
lovine. 

Schoenegge, the architect in 
charge of the recent work on the 
Lyceum Huilding and 38 Church 
Street, addressed some of the chal¬ 
lenges and problems for an architect 
taking on a renovation project. Most 
houses over 50 years old contain 
asbestos, which .should be removed, 
but lack insulation, which should be 
added. Noting that the main prob¬ 
lem of adding insulation is running 
the risk of trapping vapor in the 
wall. Schoenegge recommended 
injected filH'rglass as the least prob¬ 
lematic solution. He also spoke on 


using insulating glass to replace 
original single panel glass. 

On the subject of siding, all panel 
members deprecated aluminum sid¬ 
ing, in Schoenegge's words, *‘a 
scourge on our .society.’’ It can 
retain moisture and conceals 
architectural detail. Schoenegge 
recommended staining clapboards 
or .shingles, as did lovine. 

lovine spoke on the lessons he 
himself learned, over about It) 
years, renovating an 1871 Victorian 
home. Doing the work yourself, 
lovine asserted, is best done by one 
who does background study and has 
the time and the tools to do the job. 
lovine’s major jobs were insulating, 
rewiring, and stripping, which 
require versatile skills. 

The question on whether to restore 
a hou.se to the style of the time in 
which it was built or to modernize 
was addressed by all panel mem¬ 
bers. All agreed that it was essen¬ 
tially a personal choice of the hoiiie 
owner. lovine and Schoenegge noted 
that, particularly with the use of 
reproductions, modern conveni¬ 
ences may be blended into an older 
home, if only by suggesting the fla¬ 
vor of another age in details. 

Kirkendall observed, from her 
experience as a realtor, that diffe¬ 
rent buyers look for different things 
in a home. Some buyers want an 
unrenovaied home in order to do 


discussed 

their owrj work or to modernize to 
suit their own comfort and taste 
Others may be captivated by the 
look of a house restored to its ol igj. 
nal period. She noted that one 
restored house recently sold for the 
highest price possible for a house ol 
its size because of the restoration. 

Home preservation and renova 
tion present particular problems to 
each individual home owner. Many 
common problems were discussed 
by the panel, but, since many indivi 
dual (juestions need attention, sever 
al sources of help were offered to the 
audience. 

Whether renovating or restoring 
one source of help for home owner.s 
is the Historical Society itself. There 
are resources available for consulta¬ 
tion at the Archives at 15 High 
Street. AKso, a subgroup of the Socle 
ty, the Old Hou.se Study Group, open 
to all Society members, holds meet¬ 
ings on renovation issues. It also has 
a listing of vendors and contractors, 
with recommendations to hire or 
not. The group is chaired by lovilie 
and Andy Eisenmann, co-president 
of the Society. 

Although only one week is desig¬ 
nated nationally to recognize and 
celebrate preservation, it is a year¬ 
long concern of the Historical Socie¬ 
ty. Anyone interested in the activi 
ties of the .Society is encouraged to 
visit their table on Town Day.

.Social Workers (H 3800) — House 
80-65. approved and then 78-70 
rejected, a bill authorizing qualified 
independent social workers to per¬ 
form certain competency and crimi¬ 
nal responsibility evaluations of peo¬ 
ple charged with crimes. Supporters 
said these are highly trained and 
qualified social workers who are 
capable of performing this work and 
noted the judge in the case still 
makes the final decision. Opponents 
said the bill goes too far and argued 


only psychiatrists should be allowed 
to perform this important job. 

A Yea vote is for the bill. A “Nay” 
vote is against it. Both roll calls are 
listed. The first is on 80-65 approval. 
The second is on 78-70 defeat). 
Casey voted yes both times. 

The Senate. “Beacon Hill Roll Call” 
records local senators’ votes on five 
roll calls from the week of May 22 to 
26. 

Mandatory Sentences (S 174) — 
Senate 32-1 gave initial approval to a 
bill prohibiting good conduct deduc¬ 


tions until the mandatory minimum 
sentences for certain drug offenses 
is served. Supporters said this will 
stop the release of drug dealers 
before they have served their man¬ 
datory sentences. Opponents said 
these prisoners should be given the 
opportunity to have a few days taken 
off their sentences for things like 
donating blood and claimed the bill 
will lead to more prison 
overcrowding. 

A Yea vote is for the bill. A Nay 
vote is against it. 


Senator Sal .Albano voted yes but 
was not present. 

Nurses (S 502) — Senate 31-5, 
refused to reconsider its earlier 
approval of a bill allowing nurses 
practicing in the expanded role to 
issue prescriptions and dispense 
drugs to patients. Bill supporters 
said the measure includes strict 
guidelines and sufficient safeguards 
for this advanced group of nurses 
and argued the bill will increase 
access to medical care. Bill suppor¬ 
ters said the bill reduces the quality

Lieberherr 
exhibits work 

Ruth Lieberherr will exhibit her 
watercolor and acrylic paintings in a 
solo show at the Winchester Art 
Association Gallery, from June 2 to 
June 29, 1989. The public is cordially 
invited to the opening reception on 
Friday, June 2, from 6 to 9 p.m. 

Born and educated in Switzerland, 
Lieberherr has lived in Winchester 
since 1983. She remembers her 
explorations in painting and draw¬ 
ing since early childhood, but her 
love of literature led her to earn a 
PhD in German Literature. Only 
after moving to Florida in 1977 did 
she begin to paint seriously, writing 
and illustrating a picture book. The 
Caterpillar and the Butterfly. 


Since then she has shown her work 
in numerous solo and group shows in 
the Boston area and in New Jersey, 
where she lived prior to moving to 
Winchester. 

Says Lieberherr, “In my paintings 
I have gone through ‘stages’ or ‘per¬ 
iods’ — like most artists. I have 
painted many watercolor land¬ 
scapes, done completely outdoors, 
over a period of years. After that I 
have painted a whole series of flower 
paintings in oil and later in acrylic. 
This was followed by a series of shell 
paintings (in acrylic), and later I 
devoted myself to doing acrylic por¬ 
traits (half and full size, one or 
several persons). 

“I also started to paint a few 
landscapes again, now in acrylic in 
my studio. In my portraits I had 
begun to use photos as a reference 
for the first time, and I realized that 
I was moving toward photo realism. 
I did not want to go on in this 
direction and so I made a complete 
break, about a year ago,” she says. 

“For several years I had already 
painted very fluid watercolor paint¬ 
ings of fairy tales, influenced by the 
little I knew of the anthroposophic 
way of painting, based on the teach¬ 
ings of Rudolf Steiner. Now I tried to 
study Rudolf Steiner’s Lectures on 
Colour and I read Wassily Kandins¬ 
ky’s Concerning the Spiritual in Art, as 
well as discussing some of these 
concepts and doing related color 
studies with friends.” She adds, “At 
the same time I experimented with 
applying my approach to fairy tale 
paintings in watercolor to my work 
with acrylic paint: Without a ‘mod¬ 
el’ or even a preconceived idea I 
started out with very fluid paint on 
my canvas, moving the paint around 
and letting images emerge out of the 
colours,” says Lieberherr. 

“Leaving the painting abstract did 
not seem satisfactory, but images 
developed out of a deeper level of 
consciousness. Thus I have created 
paintings with vibrant colors and 
often dreamlike images, which are 
open to the viewer’s imagination,” 
she says.

Weld referred to the “barnacles 
and cobwebs ” that have formed dur¬ 
ing the one-party dominance. Me 
said he suspects voters can be con

vinced that a Republican can clean 
out the system. 

Weld said that the 10.000 new jobs 
created within the state government 


since 1983 must be reviewed for their 
effectiveness. “Every position 
(Within the state government) must 
justify itself,” said Weld. 

“There’s no such thing as govern¬ 
ment money, it’s taxpayers’ 
money,” said Weld. 

.Addressing the issue of drug abuse 
and the crimes it spawns, Weld 
spoke of “the mindless violence that 
is fed by the narcotic problem.” 
Government, he said, must “send a 
sterner signal” to those offenders. 

Weld noted that perhaps Governor 
Michael Dukakis is “not comfort¬ 
able with the idea of punishment and 
prisons ... that’s baloney,” charged 
Weld. 

Weld said legislators must “bite 
the bullet on prison space.” He 
pointed out that in 1986 and 1987, 
white he held the position of head of 
the United States Attorney Gener¬ 
al’s Criminal Division, the federal 
government was asking states to 
convert surplus military barracks 
into prison space. Massachusetts did 
not grasp that opportunity, said 
Weld.

can Society of Heating. Refrigera¬ 
tion and Air Conditioning Engineers 
estimate the acceptable level of car- 
iHin dioxide in an enclosed area is 
I.IKK) parts per million.

But Mitsakos has stuck by his 
earlier vow to uncover as much 
information as possible in order to 
determine that students and teach¬ 
ers are in no danger. 

Mitsakos said that calling in 
“more sophisticated equipment” 
could facilitate a “more comprehen¬ 
sive check.”

for the program from birth to age 
three, many children placed on the 
waiting list would be ineligible by 
the time they reach the top of the 
list, said Shingai. 

Due to the what they see as the 
gravity of this potential situation, 
parents invited legislators to visit 
the program and discuss its future 
last week. 

Susan Mcdyn. a social worker 
employed by Early Intervention, 
argued that cutting funding from the 
program was counter-productive to 
the goal of reducing the state’s edu¬ 
cation budget. The program is actu¬ 
ally cost effective in the long-run, 
.she said. 

“When developmental problems 
are dealt w-ith before a child’s 
entrance into the school system, all 
sorts of potential costs and services 


are eliminated,” said Medyn. 

Representative Paul Casey (D- 
Win.) addressed the concerns of 
parents. “Many don’t consider this 
program a priority; it is a priority 
for me. The frustration of the 
parents that I’ve encountered today 
is well-founded,” said Casey. 

Senator Salvatore Albano 
(D.-Som.) said the “whole economy 
is based on education; if educational 
programs are cut, the whole eco¬ 
nomy will suffer.” 

Albano said he is endorsing sever¬ 
al proposals to raise taxes and “give 
that money back to the cities and 
towns for programs such as this 
one.” 

Both legislators raised the issue of 
the role government should play in 
the lives of American citizens. 

“If government doesn’t provide 
services such as the ones provided 


by the Early Detection Center, no 
one will. Parents can’t carry the 
burden themselves,” said Casey. 

Casey said he doesn’t believe tax¬ 
es should be raised, but Albano dis¬ 
agrees. “The ‘no new tax’ mentality 
makes it difficult for educational 
programs, such as Early Detection, 
to survive. If every resident of 
Winchester could see the Center and 
the impact it has on the lives of the 
families it services, I have no.doubt 
that it would have their support,” 
said Albano. 

Parents voiced support for the 
session, and said they would anxi¬ 
ously await upcoming budget deci¬ 
sions in the legislature which could 
affect the program. As one parent 
said, “This program has made an 
enormous difference in the life of my 
daughter and others like her. We 
cannot afford to lose the financial 
support of the state.”

After this agreement is reached, 
Hidell said the actual testing of the 
water, soil and vapor at the site to be 
performed by his firm could be 
wrapped up sometime in August. 

Both sides have brought forth 


“technical difficulties” to be worked 
out by the consultants in the short 
time-frame. 

Fam noted that key issues found in 
his report and not in the Hidell 
report were; a thorough analysis of 
a single sample from the site, a full 
vapor and air analysis and ground- 
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water testing. 

“On the whole, we don’t have a lot 
of problems with what (Fam) is 
proposing,” said Hidell. He said 
Fam’s report was essentially the 
same as previous reports submitted 
by his firm, but with a few recom¬ 
mendations “over and above” what 
was called for in his reports. 

Hidell for example, said he will not 
conduct boring tests on a portion of 
the landfill site owned by neighbor 
Angela MacConkey as proposed by 
the Fam report. He also stressed 
that air monitoring must take place 
after the soil data has been 
analyzed. 

“Charlie (Ferrari) is willing to do 
this research,” said Hidell, “But we 
want to have as much information 
on hand ... to produce the greatest 
depth of information.” 

“What we’ve been through in the 
last year we don’t want to repeat,” 
said Hidell. 

Hidell said that within a week of 
an agreement, drills could be on the 
site to begin the additional borings. 
The wells could be installed by the 
end of July and with lab turnover 
time, the results of the testing could 
be available by August.

runaway before trouble does and 
offer fo^, clothing and emergency 
shelter. 

Counseling services are available 
to help teens deal with issues such as 
family, sexuality, drug and alcohol 
abuse, school and street survival. 
Young mothers and pregnant teena¬ 
gers receive informal counseling 
and support to help them in raising 
their children, and both short and 


long-term housing are provided for 
youths with no other alternatives. 
They they learn the “basics” of 
daily living in an informal, family¬ 
like setting. 

To address the educational needs 
of these young people. Bridge pro¬ 
vides them with oppKirtunity to earn 
their high school equivalency diplo¬ 
mas (G.E.D.). Thirty to forty stu¬ 
dents graduate in a typical year, and 
then are assisted in applying to col¬ 


leges or vocational schools, or 
obtaining full-time jobs. 

Bridge also oilers medical and 
dental services to young people who 
otherwise would not receive them. 

Bridge is a non-profit, privately 
funded organization dedicated to 
meeting the needs of runaways and 
homeless street youths.

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Managing the money 
squeeze in marriage

One morning recently a man 
stormed out of his bathroom com¬ 
plaining about the taste of the 
toothpaste. 

“Why don’t we have the kind I 
like?’’ he asked his wife. 

“This brand is 30 cents cheaper,’’ 
she said, “and I’m trying to save 
money these days.’’ 

“Great! ’’ he replied sarcastically. 
“For a miserable 30 cents I have to 
suffer twice a day!’’ 

Another man resented getting hot 
dogs twice a week for dinner; “I 
deserve better food,’’ he said, “but I 
know it’s not Janie’s fault. She 
doesn’t want to eat franks all the 
time any more than I do. But since I 
lost my job in the company merger, 
we have to cut back on costs.’’ 

In these times of incipient infla¬ 
tion, forced early retirement and 
mergers that do away with thou¬ 
sands of jobs, a growing money 
squeeze is putting new strains on 
family relationships. 

Of course money conflicts in mar¬ 
riage are not new. In the past, how¬ 
ever, they grew out of internal pres¬ 
sures generated by the different 
emotional meanings money has for 
different people Today the external 
pressures fueled by economic prob¬ 
lems are creating family frictions of 
their own. 

Thus a woman whose household 
budget doesn’t quite cover family 
needs may criticize her husband for 
spending money on beer or bowling 
or a Sunday round of golf; he may 
resent her spending a few dollars on 
a small luxury she wants. Parents 


may argue over whether to cut out a 
youngster’s music or dance lessons 
in order to save money for college 
later. 

In any event, the typical middle- 
income family with growing child¬ 
ren is facing a money squeeze. The 
result: counseling agencies report a 
growing number of families seeking 
help for the tensions and conflicts 
that arise. 

Fortunately, says counselor Tho¬ 
mas Lasswell, “most couples can 
and do overcome these conflicts if 
they have the goodwill take new 
approaches to the crunch on family 
finances.’’ What approaches can you 
take? Here are some suggestions 
from experts: 

• Be realistic. It’s important to 
resist the impulse to hark back to 
better times when prices were lower 
and income higher. 

• Separate needs from wants. 
Analyze bills and check stubs to see 
how much you spend on things you 
don’t actually need. One man went 
through a stack of hardware store 
invoices and was shocked to find 
he’d spent $267 in one year on tools 
and supplies — most of which he 
rarely used! 

But remember that sometimes a 
seeming luxury turns out to fill a 
real need. A husband who traveled a 
lot on business decided to economize 
by cutting out the nightly long¬ 
distance calls he made to his wife 
and children. But the family missed 
the warmth and security of their 
regular conversations and voted to 
continue them despite the cost. 

• Don’t get trapped in traditional 
thinking about family “roles.’’ 

Even though more than 50 percent 
of all wives work outside the home. 


most men still see themselves as the 
family’s main breadwinner. So when 
living standards must be tightened, 
a man’s self-esteem often drops 
even though it is no fault of his own. 

Too many men still believe the 
cliche that their masculinity is mea¬ 
sured by their ability to provide 
worldly goods. Some get so depress¬ 
ed by a financial setback that they 
lose interest in sex or even become 
impotent. The symbolism is obvi¬ 
ous: They unconsciously think they 
are not longer a “real man.’’ 

• Don’t over-control some aspects 
of family life just because you seem 
to be losing control over finances. 
Many couples are frustrated by the 
fact that there seems little they can 
do to spend less and earn more. In an 
effort to compensate for these feel¬ 
ings of powerlessness, some men 
and women try to reassert them¬ 
selves by “controlling’’ other areas 
of family life. Typically, control 
takes the form of an elaborate 
budgeting system. Since budgets are 
usually unrealistic and fail to be 
effective, they only increase the 
sense of frustration. 

• Be tolerant of each other’s small 
pleasures, such as an occasional 
inexpensive lunch with friends, a 
bottle of wine, a favorite cologne. At 
small cost they provide a great deal 
of emotional satisfaction. Everyone 
in the family should be entitled to a 
small personal pleasure without 
guilt on one side or resentment on 
the other. 

• Remember the importance of 
good communication. To make sen¬ 
sible family money decisions both 
partners need to know exactly where 
the family finances stand. Studies 
show that wives often have inac- 


A look at matters of Wine

There are people who are very 
knowledgeable on a particular sub¬ 
ject. They are called experts, and we 
seek their advice on specialized 
matters. 

But when you are a better expert 
than all the experts, you are simply 
the best in the world. These are rare 
beings, but some have been undispu- 
tably so crowned. 

One such phenomenon is a modest 
young American, Lawrence Stone. 
What is remarkable about Lawrence 
Stone is that his subject was French 
wines and he went to France to walk 
away with the title. The chauvinistic 
French still haven’t gotten over it. 

A few months ago, when Stone was 
the sommelier (wine steward) of the 
Four Seasons Olympic Hotel in Seat¬ 
tle, he flew to Paris for the interna¬ 
tional competition. Then followed 
several days of intense competition, 
and at the end he was crowned 
master Sommelier, simply the top 
expert in the world. A Frenchman 
came in second. 

Obviously, when it comes to mat¬ 
ters of the wine, and their eventual 
bottlings, one listens to Stone. Here 
are some of his nononsense thoughts 
on matters oenological. 

For those planning dinner parties 
he cautions, ’’Don’t make too much 
of a fuss about serving great wines. 
First decide on the food, then bring 
out, at the most, one gem of a bottle. 
Don’t show off with too many excep¬ 
tional wines. Most people will just be 
confused.’’ 

And, please, don’t overchill the 
white wines and champagnes. Fri¬ 
gid temperatures will mask the sub¬ 
tleties of the wine. A good rule is that 
the better the wine, the warmer the 
serving temperature. Champagnes 
are especially susceptible to over¬ 
chilling. Tartaric crystals could 
develop, ruining the balance of the 
carefully produced sparkling wine. 
Happily, he reports, the demand for 
super-cold wine is diminishing. 

His advice on glasses is simple. No 
complicated or gimmicky shapes. 
Select a tulip-shaped glass that 
curves in slightly at the top. The 
bottom should be a little bulbous so 
that when the wine is swirled there is 
space for the aroma to develop. The 
purpose of the curved-in top is to 


funnel the odor of the nose. It should 
be kept in mind that enjoying wine is 
as much smell as taste. 

When pouring into those glasses, 
don’t be overly generous. If you are 
pouring for an interested crowd that 
will want to sip and judge the wine, 
fill the glass no more than one-third. 
If, on the other hand, it’s a simpler 
wine and will be drunk and not 
sipped, you can go up to one-half. 
That’s all. Overfilling the glass does 
not allow any room for what bouquet 
there is to come up and meet you. 

Decanting wines is a delicate mat¬ 
ter. Fine old Burgundys should nev¬ 
er be decanted, but served in a 
slightly tilted cradle. Bourdeaux 
wines with sediment should be 
tasted before decanting. If the deci¬ 
sion is to go ahead, do it very care¬ 
fully, stopping just before the tiny 
visible bits begin to flow from the 
bottle. 

The older the wine the closer to 
serving time it should be opened and 
decanted, if at all. Often, Stone feels, 
it is better to leave the wine in the 
bottle, don’t jostle it too much and 
stop pouring before reaching the 
sediment. 

Speaking of decanters, there is one 
problem that eventually arises, no 
matter how fine the specimen — film 
that clings to the inside, giving the 
vessel a cloudy look. There are 
strong methods of removing it that 
some professionals employ, but they 
can leave a toxic residue if one is not 
terribly careful. 


Instead, Stone offers two solu¬ 
tions. Dissolve about 10 denture¬ 
cleaning tablets in the decanter and 
let stand overnight, then shake vig¬ 
orously and rinse well. Another 
method is to make a strong vinegar- 
and-salt solution and pour it over 
tiny glass beads or BB shot. Shake 
occasionally so that the hard beads 
will rub off the softened buildup. 

A gentler method is to let the 
decanter stand with the salt-vinegar 
solution, add rice and shake well. If 
the rice stands for any length of 
time, it will soften and lose its abra¬ 
sive quality. 

Stone is now the sommelier for the 
various Four Seasons Hotels work¬ 
ing out of Chicago. And, as a wine 
expert basically involved with 
restaurant service, he has some 
advice for when dining out. It is his 
policy, shared with others, to 
encourage guests to try more expen¬ 
sive wines by taking lesser markups 
on the bottles. If you know your 
wines and vintages, you will find the 
bargains at the upper end of the 
scale. 

When Stone is asked to suggest a 
wine for a dish, how does he go about 
it? By putting through his mental 
wine computer the chemistry of fla¬ 
vors of the food. Then he tries to 
complement or balance those fla¬ 
vors and aromas with the wine. 
Sounds simple, but it takes an ency¬ 
clopedic flavor memory. When he 
describes the procedure, one is 
immediately aware of the years of

cuarte ideas of their husbands’ 
income, and men severely underes¬ 
timate household expenses. Such 
skewed data only can aggravate 
arguments over money. Moreover, 
studies show that families who talk 
money matters over in advance of 
an emergency can handle a financial 
crisis better. 

-on’t candy-coat financial realities 
for your children. As a rule, young¬ 
sters are better able to accept a 
small deprivation when their 
parents are frank about money 
problems. 

• Don’t blame each other. The 
money squeeze is especially infur¬ 
iating because it is no one’s fault. As 
one woman said: “Try yelling at‘the 
economy’ and see how far it gets 
you!’’ Not surprisingly, then, 
spouses under pressure may give in 
to blaming each other. 

Most experts agree, however, that 
financial stress, like any mutually 
experienced adversity, can actually 
draw a family closer together. It’s 
like pulling the wagon train into a 
tight circle when the Indians are 
about to attack.

Chilren can learn to share responsi¬ 
bility in these ways, then the money 
squeeze on families may prove to be 
a small price to pay.’’

For the Asparagus with Sauce 
Mousseline he would have liked to 
serve a Sanceree with its hint of 
lemon. Alas, he recalled, there was 
not a good Sancerre on the wine list. 
A light went on. Why not a red 
Chinon? It was light enough to pre¬ 
cede the big white wine that would 
follow. It is a local wine of limited 
reputation. But once he explained 
his flavor-pairing to the judges, he 
had them. 

His was a brash selection, and its 
very inventiveness stunned the 
panel. So if the world’s Master Som¬ 
melier can break the rules, what 
does that tell you?

Rojas Vogt 
designs Boston 
war memorials 


Rojas Vogt Associates, Inc. of 
Harvard Square, Cambridge, Mass, 
won a highly competitive City of 
Boston sponsored design competi¬ 
tion for a trio of War Memorials in 
The Fens — part of Olmstead’s his¬ 
toric Emerald Necklace. The pro¬ 
ject includes the rehabilitation 
design of an existing World War II 
Memorial dedicated in 1949 and the 
design of new Memorials, on the 
same site, to the veterans of the 
Korean and Vietnam conflicts. 

Art Vogt of Rojas Vogt & Associ¬ 
ates is a Winchester resident and 
project manager for the Vietnam 
Memorial Project. 

The new Korea and Vietnam 
Memorials are sited on the perime¬ 
ter of the WWII Memorial’s ring of 
flaptone paving. Each was 
designed similarly to the other with 
distinctions made by the granite 
type and detailing and the bronze 


country maps. The layout of each 
memorial begins with a fan-shaped 
paving plan with a granite bench to 
either side leading to a ten foot wide 
by eleven foot high granite 
monument. 

The paving is a combination of 
almost white rustic terrazzo and 
coarsely finished granite banding. 
Within the terrazzo paving is an 
inlaid bronze country map (either 
Korea or Vietnam) which depicts 
the major cities and battle sites of 
each conflict as well as the physical 
topography of the land. 

Made of solid granite, each 
memorial consists of a base which 
supports piers with name panels, 
and at the top a connecting lintel 
with the country name and its con¬ 
flict dates sandblasted and litho- 
cromed into the granite. The names 
of the veterans who died in the 
particular conflict are sandblasted 
and lithocromed into the polished 
front surfaces of the panels. Sand¬ 
blasted onto the back of the piers are 
the 5 service insignias of the mili¬ 
tary and the City of Boston seal. 

The Korea and Vietnam Memor¬ 
ials are distinguished primarily by 
their granite. The granite used on 
the Korea Memorial is a light gray 
color (gray barre granite), while the 
Vietnam Memorial Granite is black 
(ebony tweed granite). The color of 
the granite benches and paving is 
consistent with its respective monu¬ 
ment. The monuments also differ in 
their detailing and panel 
composition. 

The Koreal Memorial has pointed 
coping and polished columns and 
balls adjacent to the piers, while the 
Vietnam Memorial has an arched 
coping matte finish pilasters and 


polished balls. Aside from the pol¬ 
ished name panels, columns, and 
balls, the granite monuments have a 
matte finish. 

Due to the unstable soil conditions, 
each memorial sits on a foundation 
supported by four 60-foot deep con¬ 
crete piles. The site is being reland¬ 
scaped with new trees and shrubs 
consistent with Olmstead’s planting 
selections for this historic Muddy 
River site in Boston’s Emerald 
Necklace. 

In the design of this high profile 
project, Rojas Vogt Associates, Inc. 
worked constructively with a vast 
network of interested consilituen- 
cies including the Boston Land¬ 
marks Commission, Boston Arts 
Commission, Veterans Services 
Department, White Trust Fund, 
Parks and Recreation Department, 
Office of Neighborhoods, Public 
Facilities Department as well as the 
Olmstead Foundation. 

Funding for this project was pro¬ 
vided by the George Robert White 
Fund — the owner of the land and 
the original World War II Memorial. 
The managing agency for design 
and construction was the City’s 
Public F'acilities Department. 

The project was divided into two 
phases: The World War II Rehabili¬ 
tation; and the new Korea & 
Vietnam Veterans Memorial. Total 
construction costs for the project 
were estimated to be $650,000; phase 
one construction was completed in 
1988, the entire project will be dedi¬ 
cated by Mayor Raymond Flynn 
over the summer of 1989.

Muraco students 
study handicaps 

The sixth grade class at Muraco 
School learned more than reading, 
writing and arithmetic; they 
learned understanding about 
handicaps. 

The children were recently visited 
by a team of physical, occupational 
and communication disorders ther¬ 
apists from New England Rehabili¬ 
tation Hospital (NERH) for "Pro¬ 
ject Aware," which simulates 
disabilities for children to try. 

The NERH therapists set up vari¬ 
ous "stations" in the sixth grade 
classroom and in the hall where the 
children tried to maneuver wheel¬ 
chairs, communicate without speak¬ 
ing, put on clothing using one hand, 
experience blindness or impaired 
vision, deafness, and disorientation. 
The therapists also supplied special 
gloves for the children to wear to 
stimulate loss of sensation. 

"This is harder than I thought,” 
and "It’s not easy” were phrases 
heard throughout the Project Aware 
session. 

"Try to make a peanut butter 
sandwich with one hand,” said one 
NERH therapist to a group of stu¬ 
dents. “I can do that, no sweat,” 
said one boy. The right handed stu¬ 
dent was told to use his left hand, 
and he began to have trouble spread¬ 
ing the peanut butter on the bread. 
He managed to get one third of the 
bread slice covered for a very small 
sandwich. 

Janice Monteith, Muraco School 
sixth grade teacher, said the stu¬ 
dents learned important lessons. "I 
thought it was the most fantastic 
program,” she said. "It was wonder¬ 
ful. When the students talked about 
it afterward, a lot of them related 
what they experienced to how their 
grandparents feel.”

Take time to see 
the town’s beauty

Town Day is (lie annual event 
wherein we all come together, citi¬ 
zen and merchant alike, in unab¬ 
ashed celebration of dear old 
Winchester and all it offers. 

.Stopping for a moment last Sun¬ 
day. to consider just what it is about 
our community gathering place that 
makes it so special. I was immedi¬ 
ately struck by how well Winchester 
Center has preserved and amplified 
its rare pedestrian character. 

Winchester Center is really made 
up of inviting clusters of pedestrian 
areas — all leading in. out. and 
around the mercantile and civic 
establishments. 

These clusters are linked together 
by contiguous green spaces, paths, 
visual connectors, our most visible 
trademark, water — or some combi¬ 
nation of those elements. 

Up behind Town Hall there are 
many invitations — to stroll with 
leisure along the banks of the pond 
— to sit in the cool shade of the 
pergola, laden with Wisteria, a 1916 
relic of the now vanished Joy Estate, 
or to feed the ducks and geese on a 
warm summer day. 

Here, too, one can visually link up 
with the tow'n center — or take a 
walk up-river along Skillings Path to 
enjoy the remnant of Black Ball 
Pond, the lovely grounds of the 
Jenks Center - and circle to the little 


park bordering the pond and Shore 
Road. 

And on Main Street, the choices 
are endless in the vicinity of the 
waterfall at Converse Bridge. 

There is the intimate walk along 
the river to the post office — broken 
along its length only by the inviting 
courtyard passing through the 
Locatelli property — and back into 
the interest of the business area in 
Thompson Street. 

Crossing Waterfield Road between 
the beautifully planted traffic 
islands, the small quiet park we 
enter was formerly a part of Man¬ 
chester Field before a 1946 project 
moved the river west. 

Back on Main Street, the formal 
steps up the hill to the War Memorial 
beckon one to stroll up from the 
public way to meditate — or to enjoy 
the fine prospect of town center and 
Mill Pond. 

If one can’t resist the many 
delights found in Brigham’s (I am 
visibly guilty) the random scatter¬ 
ing of public benches at “Jake” 
Horn Square, at the head of Thomp¬ 
son Street, is ideal for enjoying your 
treat, chatting with friends, and just 
being a part of the downtown scene. 

It is unfortunate that the Common 
has become a separate element 
from the overall connection of down¬ 
town pedestrian spaces. 

As originally laid out in 1884, it 
w'as to be the centerpiece of the 
downtown area. 


Some of nature’s beauties dot the banks of the Mill Pond on a summer day. 


In the late 1890’s, the pedestrian 
focus shifted east to the Mill Pond 
after Town Hall was built and the 
pond dredged and improved. 

From some angles east of the 
railroad overpass, however, the 
prominent spire of the Congrega¬ 
tional Church beckons one under the 
bridge to the spaces beyond. 

A second incongruity is the lack of 
linkage between the outlet at Wedge 
Pond and the park at Black Ball 
Pond. One can only hope that the 
little stream passing between Main 
Street and Shore Road will someday 
become the important link it should 


be. 

Very little of all this is the work of 
nature. Yes, it is fortunate that 
Winchester grew up along the Aber- 
jona River — but we could have just 
as easily turned our back on the 
river, as Medford did — or looked at 
it as the commercial asset it was and 
line its banks with rumbling mills. 

The last of the mills in the center 
was removed in 1911 to improve the 
area near the present post office. 

Over a long period, those who 
loved this town planned wisely for its 
future and took its one natural asset 
— the river — and added to, or 


subtracted from this with great sen¬ 
sitivity. Co-operation of the local 
merchants and mill owners was 
overwhelming, as was the generosi 
ly of many of our well-heeled 
citizens. 

Take a few moments away from 
the excitement of Town Day this 
year and really look at the magnifi¬ 
cent layout — and the beauty 
found at every hand in Winchester 
Center. 

On Town Day 1989, it is this we 
celebrate, too!

From the East and North 
Washington St. Branch 
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Waterfield’s pioneers 
shape history of town 


It was the land of the Pawtuckets, 
a place of dense forests, rolling hills 
and, most of all, fresh water lakes. 
The while settlers called it 
Waterfield. 

In the early 17th century, plague 
and civil war wiped out most of the 
Pawtuckets, including the great 
chief, Nanepashemet. His widow, 
Squaw Sachem, took control of much 
of the Pawtucket territory. Known 
as the friendly Indian Queen of Mys¬ 
tic, she sold a good deal of land to the 
early colonists for, as the deed says, 
“twenty-and one coats, nineteen 
fathoms of wampum and three 
bushels of com.” 

She kept a large plot of land on the 
west bank of the Mystic Lakes for 
herself and, on the area now occup¬ 
ied by the Winchester Country Club, 
built her wigwam. According to one 
account, she died by drowning in a 
running spring in 1650. 

The settlers set out to clear all of 
the former Pawtucket territory and 
soon turned the shaggy forests into 
farms. Waterfield’s first courageous 
pioneers were Edward Converse, 
Ezekiel Richardson, Rev: Zachariah 
Symmes and Captain Edward 
Johnson. 

Converse built the first house in 
the settlement, near present-day 
Converse Place. Symmes built a 
house on land that would become 
Manchester Field. His farm was on 
the spot Rangeley would occupy two 
centuries later. 

Most notable among the early 
property owners was a Rev. John 
Harvard who, although leaving a 
substantial mark in Cambridge, 


died shortly after obtaining his land 
in Waterfield. 

Since most of the first settlers 
came from Woburn, Waterfield was 
soon called South Woburn. The little 
settlement was far from an indepen¬ 
dent, self-governing township. As 
late as 1831, a large part of what we 
know as Winchester belonged to 
Medford and West Cambridge, or 
Arlington. 

The early settlers of South Woburn 
were rigid Puritans whose two 
major occupations were working 
and praying. Fortunately, there was 
plenty of work — clearing the forests 
and rocky fields, fighting off the 
winter and occasionally the Indians. 

It is not surprising then that roads 
in the early settlement led to one of 
two places, to the church or to the 
grist mill. In 1647, much of the 
present-day Cross Street was laid 
out to facilitate the Richardson’s 
weekly jaunt to church in Woburn. 

Another road, called Richardson’s 
Row, now Washington Street, was 
the only way for the farmers at the 
northeastern end of town to get to 
Converse’s grist mill in the center. 

Orthodoxy in the early Puritan 
settlement was rigidly enforced and 
dissenters, accus^ of heresy, had to 
appear before the court at Charles¬ 
town. One man, John Russel of 
Woburn, actually served time for 
being a Baptist. 

To keep company with the heretics 
there were, of course, witches. South 
Woburn boasted of no witch trials, 
hangings or dunkings, but there was 
a witch whose unorthodox flirtations 
were taken for black magic. 


Described as a black-eyed spin¬ 
ster, Witch Balknap haunted the 
open fields around Cross Street. One 
day, according to the legend, she 
jumped on a running horse, grabbed 
the rider’s shoulders and rode with 
him for half a mile. When at last she 
dismounted, she promised the terri¬ 
fied man that she would see him 
again. He claimed that on his return, 
she landed on him in the form of a 
crow and pecked angrily at his eyes. 
It was she, he avowed, the witch. 

Somehow, most residents escaped 
the temptations of heresy and witch¬ 
craft, as well as the skirmishes of 
the Indian wars and American 
Revolution. 

There were a few exceptions. 

In 1676, during King Philip’s War, 
a small band of Indians massacred 
the Samuel Richardson family, liv¬ 
ing in the present area of Washing¬ 
ton Street, near Irving Corner. The 
Indians broke into the house, toma¬ 
hawked Richardson’s wife, child and 
newborn baby. 

Richardson and several of his 
friends chased the Indians into the 
Fells, where they succeeded in kill¬ 
ing one of them. 

No Revolutionary War battles 
were fought in South Woburn, but 
there is a Revolutionary War legend 
in the town. Hezekiah Wyman, a 
couragious patriot of 55, earned him¬ 
self and name of ‘‘Death on a Pale 
Horse” on the morning of April 19, 
1775. 

Ignoring his wife’s pleas to stay 
home, Wyman mounted his strong 
white mare and rode off to meet the 
red-coated enemy at Lexington and 
Concord. He found the British near 
Concord and, white hair floating in 
the wind, attacked furiously, 
retreated to reload, and attacked 
again. 

The Redcoats did what they could, 
but failed to wound the persistent 
revolutionary, who killed several of 
their comrades, including an officer. 
Wyman chased them all the way to 
Charlestown and returned home — 
unscathed. 

Not quite so ghostly as Wyman; 
although no less a legend, was South 
Woburn’s old Black Horse Tavern. 
Built in 1728, on the east side of Main 
Street at the corner of Black Horse 
Terrace, the tavern was a favorite 
for meetings, dances and neighbor¬ 
hood gatherings. The tavern was one 
of the only places in South Woburn 
for farmers to meet and discuss 
current events. For a time, it gave 
its name to the settlement around it. 
Black Horse Village. 

During the Revolutionary War, 
the patriots of the Committee of 
Safety and Supplies supposedly 
scheduled a meeting at the tavern 
for April 19, 1775, but found them¬ 
selves occupied elsewhere on that 
day. 

Military companies used to 
assemble and disband at the famil¬ 
iar two story structure. Since stages 
made regular stops at the Black 
Horse, it became the favorite spot 
for travelers and farmers on their 
way to market. 

The Black Horse Tavern closed its 
doors as a commercial esta- 
blishemnt in 1835 and was a resi¬ 
dence until, falling into shambles, it 
was destroyed 57 years later. 




Colonel Winchester 


Town chooses name 
to flatter a colonel 


Perhaps the most remaikable 
thing about the man who gave his 
name to Winchester is that he was 
not from Winchester at all. In fact, 
he at no time played a part in the 
history of the town. 

Colonel William P. Winchester 
was a wealthy Boston merchant and 
an officer of the elite volunteer regi¬ 
ment, the Independent Company of 
Cadets who dedicated, in his honor, 
a short musical piece called 
‘‘Winchester’s Quick Step.” 

He lived in Watertown, in a man¬ 
sion overlooking the Charles River, 
where, known for his great hospitali¬ 
ty, he often entertained. He had a 
yacht, “The Northern Light.” 

Col. Winchester was flattered by 
the town’s naming itself after him 
and sent selectmen a generous con¬ 
tribution of $3000 as a token of his 
appreciation. “No compliment could 
be more flattering,” he wrote the 
town, “and I beg leave, through you, 
to return my cordial thanks there¬ 
fore.” Winchester’s money was used 
to build Wildwood Cemetery. 

Selectmen invited Col. Winchester 
to a town meeting to hear his letter 
of thanks being read, but he was 
detained by a violent rainstorm. 
Before he could accept another invi¬ 
tation, he died of typhoid fever at 
only 49 years old. 

Thomas B. Winchester, the col¬ 
onel’s son, gave the library a por¬ 
trait of his father and a silver bowl, 
presented to Col. Winchester by Bos¬ 
ton friends in memory of good times 
on “The Norther Star.” 

During the state’s tercentenary 


celebration in 1930, Winchester play¬ 
ed host to the Lord Mayor and May¬ 
oress of Winchester, England, Mr. 
and Mrs. Harry Collis. The English 
couple were apparently under the 
impression that the town was named 
for Winchester, England, and it is 
said, were kept away from the 
. library during the three day celebra¬ 
tion so they wouldn’t see the portrait 
or silver bowl. 

Colonel Winchester’s Independent 
Company of Cadets, still in existence 
as the First Corps of Cadets, is one of 
the oldest military organizations in 
the United States. 

According to the Veteran Associa¬ 
tion of the First Corps, cadets have 
served in every war in U.S. history. 
In 1774 John Hancock was colonel of 
the cadets, who temporarily dis¬ 
banded when he was dismissed by 
Governor Thomas Gage. 

In 1777, they reorganized to fight 
in the Revolution and were the last 
regiment in the Continental Army to 
be mustered out of service. The 
Cadets served again the Shay’s 
Rebellion and in the War of 1812. 

They fought with distinction in 
France during World War I and 
furnished officers and enlisted cad¬ 
res for the campaigns of World War 
II. Individual Cadets from the First 
fought in both Korea and Viet Nam. 

The Veteran Association of the 
First Corps of Cadets, organized in 
1876 to preserve the history and 
customs of the corps, maintains a 
First Corps of Cadets Museum in 
Boston.

For the last 34 years and running, 
Winchester grade-schoolers have 
lined up along Wedge Pond on Town 
Day, with rod and reel in hand, 
hoping to see a tug on their line that 
could be that record-breaking bass 
or sunfish. 

The result of such a catch could be 
a place in history. 

Sponsored by the Kiwanis Club, 
the Fish Derby is an annual event, 
held rain or shine, which draws 
youngsters from across town to try 
their hand at angling. 

Coordinator of the event, Kiwani 
John Mercurio says the derby is a 
staple ingredient of Town Day celeb¬ 
rations — except for one memorable 
year in the 1950s when Wedge Pond 
had been drained and the derby was 
cancelled. 

The Fish Derby is just one of the 
public services the Kiwanis under¬ 
take each year. A town-service orga¬ 
nization with membership from the 
Winchester business community, 
the Kiwanis also sponsor Christmas¬ 
time visits from Santa Claus at the 
Pediatric Ward of Winchester Hospi¬ 
tal. In addition, the Kiwanis provide 
toys and games for the waiting room 
of the pediatric ward.

Nature is theme 
of town ’s seal 

Since Winchester really has no 
representative industry, it went 
back to nature to find themes for a 
town seal. 

Fields and waters were the two 
outstanding elements of the 
Winchester environment, and so, 
appropriately, the town seal is a 
wreath of field daisies and water 
lilies. 

The water lily not only suggests 
water, but stands for the new world. 
The field daisy, a native of England, 
suggests the settling of the new 
world by the English Puritans. 

Although reprinted here in news¬ 
paper black and white, the seal has 
very specific official colors. The 
wreath and border are white out¬ 
lined in dark red. To represent the 
town’s waters, ponds and rivers, the 
area within the wreath is blue, and 
to suggest land, the outer section is 
green. 

Letters signifying the town’s first 
name, Waterfield, and its incorpor- 
aiton as Winchester are in gold. 


Wilmington’s 
apple or ours? 

It was not Winchester’s greatest 
controversy, but it was certainly the 
longest, pre-dating even the movie 
dilemma and continuing until the 
present day. 

’I’he question of whether or not the 
Baldwin Apple was discovered in 
Winchester has consumed a great 
deal of ink since the late 18th 
century. 

According to Charled Brooks in his 
“History of Medford,’’ the first Bald¬ 
win Apple tree was located some¬ 
where near the old Black Horse 
Tavern. 

As the story goes. Colonel Loammi 
Baldwin and Benjamin Thompson 
(afterward Count Rumford), two 
natural history students at a college 
named Harvard, were walking to 
class one day when they decided to 
snack on a wild apple tree near 
Black Horse Tavern. 

Since the taste of the apples was 
especially delicious, Baldwin took 
scions from the tree to grow else¬ 
where. The new type of apple pro¬ 
duced by these cuttings came to be 
called Baldwin, after its young 
discoverer. 

There are, however, other towns 
vying to be the recognized birth¬ 
place of the tasty fruit. Tewksbury, 
Billerica, Burlington, Wilmington, 
Somerville, Medford and Baldwin, 
Maine, all lay a claim to the original 
Baldwin Apple tree. 


The Rev. Leander Thompson, a 
descendant of Benjamin Thompson, 
discusses all seven claims in a 24 
page article for The Winchester 
Record. His conclusion is that the 
first Baldwin apple tree came from 
Butters Row in Wilmington, not 
Winchester. 

“No member of the Thompson or 
Baldwin families — which families 
have done more than all others to 
make known and to spread the fruit 
— has ever been known to speak of 
any other place than Wilmington in 
this connection,’’ he said to prove his 
Wilmington theory. 

Richardson is insistent upon the 
point; however, he could be wrong. 



The passing of 
Church Street elm 

Trees, silent as they are, have a 
way of seeming almost human 
sometimes. 

It was like that with the Church 


Street elm, an old tree located on 
Church street just south of the cor¬ 
ner of Common Street. 

Tall, full and conveniently placed 
near the center of town, the tree in 
one way or another became a pre¬ 
cious part of life for most Winches¬ 
ter residents. So much so, in fact, 
that when authorities tried to widen 
Church Street where the elm stood, 
no one would hear of cutting it down. 
For once nature triumphed over 
pavement, and the street was built 
around, not over the old tree. 

Nonetheless, with the unfortunate 
advent of the car, the elm became 
more and more of a danger to motor¬ 
ists. Selectmen tried to cut it down in 
1915, 1918 and 1923. All three times, 
Winchester rose to defend the tree, 
and citizens wrote angry letters of 
protest in The Star. 

For a time. Selectmen backed 
down. Gradually, however, public 
opinion changed against the elm 
which, although immobile, was 
blamed for several car accidents. It 
was at least considered a menace 
and in May 1928, the ax lit into its 
side. 

Needless to say, for a long time 
after. Church Street was a very 
empty place. 

First Telegraph 

From the files of the Wincester 
Archives 

According to handwritten notes by 
George Brown, the original mana¬ 
ger of the telegraph office in 
Winchester, the Vermont and Boston 
Telegraph Company established an 
office in the town in 1866. 

In February 1866, George P. 


Brown, the postmaster at the time 
(and Town Clerk, and town apothec¬ 
ary) was chosen as the office mana¬ 
ger. The office was, logically, 
located in the post office in the north 
side of the Lyceum Building (in 
Brown’s Drug Store). 

The first paid message sent over 
the wire from Winchester was dated 
2 p.m., Feb. 13, 1866. James Buel of 
Woburn sent it to the Agaw'am Paper 
Company in Mittineague, Mass. 

The message had only three words 
in the body, and it cost 88 cents to 
send. 

The first paid message sent to 
Winchester was received on Feb. 20, 
1866, at 10 a.m. It was addressed to 
Mrs. Edward Shattuck from her hus¬ 
band, who was doing business in 
Boston. 

No record remains of what the 
message was — indeed, no honor¬ 
able telegraph operator kept such 
records — but it contained nine 
words in the body of the telegram, 
and cost 40 cents to send. 

Mr. Brown wrote that business for 
the first three months after its estab¬ 
lishment in 1866 amounted to $24.81. 
Business for the three months 
ending in December 1884, was 
$158.45. 

In January 1867, the company 
changed to the Western Union Tele¬ 
graph Company, and changed loca¬ 
tion in 1880, when it was moved to 
the Brown and Stanton Block, along 
with the Post office. 

George Brown resigned as mana¬ 
ger of the office Sept. 1, 1884, and 
E.L. Garcelon, the station agent of 
the Boston and Lowell Railroad, was 
appointed manager. The office 
moved with him to the railway sta¬ 
tion in September, 1884.

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Winchester and Belgian town form friendship 


World War II and sheets lead to lasting bond between two towns 


If there was anything good that 
came out of World War II besides the 
end of Hitler, it was the very special 
friendship that developed between 
Winchester, and Hemroulle, 
Belgium. 

It all began in December 1944 
when Generael Karl von Rundstedt 
made a sudden drive against the thin 
American lines in Belgium and Lux¬ 
emburg to disrupt Allied prepara¬ 
tions for the invasion of Germany. 
The 101st Airborn Division near Bas- 
togne found itself called into action 
without any winter camouflage and 
in desperation asked Belgian civi¬ 
lians for their white linens. 

Lt. Col. John D. Hanlon of 
Winchester, then assigned to the 
502nd Regiment, asked Mayor Vic¬ 
tor Gaspard for help. On a snowy 


Christmas Eve, 1944, the people of 
Hemroulle were summoned by the 
ringing of their chapel bells and 
ordered to lend their sheets to the 
502nd Ariborn Battalion. 

Lt. Col. Hanlon thanked the villa¬ 
gers and promised to return the 
sheets which protected Allied para¬ 
troopers during the Battle of the 
Bulge. Before he could get back to 
Hemroulle, however, Lt. Col. Hanlon 
was ordered on and so never 
returned the village’s linen. 

The war ended, and Lt. Col. Han¬ 
lon became a free-lance journalist. 
In 1947, Hanlon found himself in 
Belgium, where he visited Gaspard 
and learned that many of the villa¬ 
gers were still without sheets. 

Hanlon returned to the U.S. deter¬ 
mined to pay off his debt. He told his 


story to the press and contacted 
Mrs. Kenneth B. Troye of Winches¬ 
ter to form a town sheet committee. 
This she did, and in the fall of 1947 
church bells summoned Winchester 
residents to the high school with 
their sheets. 

People elsewhere in the country 
also participated in the effort by 
sending their sheets to Mrs. Troye. 
As a result, the high school auditor¬ 
ium was full of sheets, subsequently 
packed by Filene’s and, with Han¬ 
lon, sent to Mayor Gaspard. 

On Feb. 21, 1948, the Winchester 
veteran presented the sheets to the 
people of Hemroulle. There were so 
many that the villagers, touched by 
the gesture, gave them out to people 
in the area who had given sheets to 
other American units. 


The villagers of Hemroulle 
decided to return the kindness in 
1951 by giving Winchester 10 paint¬ 
ings depicting the stations of the 
cross. The artwork was to be pre¬ 
sented to the churches, since it was 
they in both Hemroulle and Winches¬ 
ter that called people together for 
mutual aid. 

When the paintings arrived in 
town, there were special ceremonies 
attended by clergy, town officials 
and Dr. Albert Navez, Belgian Con¬ 
sul for New England. WRUL of the 
World Wide Broadcasting Founda¬ 
tion taped the event which was later 
aired to the people of Hemroulle and 
some 58 foreign countries. 

“A deep friendship has been 
cemented between our two countries 


w'hich will never die!” said Dr. 
Navez, adding that his people would 
gladly greet the announcement that 
10 clergymen of all creeds in 
Winchester shared a single platform 
to receive the village’s gifts. 

Dr. Navez w'as right — the friend¬ 
ship did not stop there. When the 
etcher and greeting card artist, 
Ernest Dudley Chase, did a series of 
drawings of the town’s 10 churches 
for a local bank, Mrs. Whitelaw 
Wright, a friend of the Hanlon fami¬ 
ly, suggested that he make a second 
set for the people of Hemroulle. 
Chase followed the suggestion, the 
churches paid the cost of framing 
them, and in the fall of 1955 they 
were sent off to Gaspard, still mayor 
of Hemroulle. 


Symmes Farm was one of first 


One of the first families of 
Winchester, in terms of arrival in 
the town, is the Symmes family. 
Rev. Zachariah Symmes was given 
half of what now is Winchester in 
1634. 

His descendent, Marshall Sym¬ 
mes, in recounting the family his¬ 
tory for the Winchester Library oral 
history program, says that his fore¬ 
bear was encouraged to leave Eng¬ 
land where he and the high Church 
of England were not getting along. 

The Symmes Farm, where Mar¬ 
shall was born, was in the area of 
Marshall Road and Main Streets to 
the river, on the west side of Main. 

The produce was sold almost 
exclusively to the Boston market. 
Among the hotels which the Symmes 
Farm supplied was the Parker 
House. 

The farm was studded with glacial 
boulders and rocks. These were 
pried out with crowbars and loaded 
on rock sledges and sold. The big¬ 
gest ones were split with 16-pound 
sledge hammers. 

These rocks found their way into 
buildings being constructed, many 
in new Winchester cellars and the 
West Medford fire station. The rock 
market ended when cement was 
invented. 


An important improvement to 
Winchester residents was the use of 
the crushed stone as macadam. A 
portable crusher was set up at High¬ 
land avenue and Main street and 
here crushed the Symmes stone that 
was used to macadam Highland 
avenue. 

Marshall Symmes inherited one- 
twelfth of the family farm. His 
father died when he as a child of 13. 
The father fell into a stream in below 
zero weather and before reaching 
shelter his clothing had frozen to his 
body. Being a prohibitionist, he 
refused whiskey, and within a week 
was dead. 

When taxes on the family farm 
went up to $50 a week, making is 
necessary to sell off parcels, the 
family instituted private zoning 
since the town had no zoning. The 
size of lots and expense of house to 
be built was set forth in the private 
zoning which was good for 20 years. 
While Marshall Symmes feels the 
town zoning was better, at least the 
family zoning prevented construc¬ 
tion of a gas station at Symmes 
corner where the blacksmith shop 
had been.

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Closed bridge 
hurts station

As motorists lollow the dotours 
that wind around the reconstruction 
work on the Main Street hridKc, 
downtown merchants are busy 
assessing the damage the traffic 
re-route has inflicted on their 
husine.sses in the first weeks of the 
three-month project. 

Scott Harrington, owner of the 
Sunoco (las Station says the drop-off 
in his business already has berm 
“worse than I e.xpected.” 

Harrington’s station is almost 
completely blocked off by the con¬ 
struction and he says an early esti¬ 
mate of loss of business has been 
about T.l percent. 

In addition to the sharp drop in 
custoirers. Harrington says in the 
li.st week, fru.strated drivers have 
u.-.ed his driveway to (urn around 
and bead back down Main Street. 

President of the C’hamber of (’om- 
merce, Anthony Albiani says now is 
the time “for the town to really pull 
together.” Albiani voiced a plea to 
Winchester residents to frequent 
downtown shops when possible — 
even If it means going a little out of 
the way. 

Albiani says that word has been 
trickling in that the downtown 
businesses are feeling a little 
crunch, but he. too. realizes Har¬ 
rington will suffer the most. “We’re 
asking people in town to stop in and 
buy a tank of gas,” said Albiani in 
reference to Harrington’s station. 

Scott Henderson, spokesman for 
the merchants in their negotiations 


w'ith the town, says the other 
businesses are faring well so far. He 
added that contact between the mer¬ 
chants and the town has been good, 
and as of June 2, the merchants were 
informed that the construction was 
moving on schedule. 

“So far, we haven’t run into any 
problems and w'e expect to hold to 
our original projection time (end of 
August,)” .said Anthony Celli. Direc¬ 
tor of the Department of Public 
Works. 

(’elli said on Tuesday that the 
demolition phase of the construction 
is complete. Pedestrians have posed 
a bit of a traffic problem themselves 
however, and Celli advises that until 
the pedestrian bridge is erected by 
(he first of July, pedestrians should 
try to steer clear of the construction 
site. 

The bridge extends over the Aber- 
jona across from Purity Supreme 
and has been the subject of much 
debate over the last year. After the 
state ruled the bridge unsafe, the 
town garnered a $240,000 state grant 
to complete the needed w'ork — but 
contractors estimated a six-month 
closing time on the bridge in order to 
stay within budget. 

Merchants feared this plan would 
put them out of business. 

After many meetings and much 
debate, three options were deve¬ 
loped. one of which included dona¬ 
tions from the local merchants to 
subsidize a temporary bridge. In the 
end. the three-month closing plan 
was adopted by a Town Meeting 
vote, which called for no additional 
funds from merchants or the town.

Girl dies in 
pool mishap 

A six-year-old Winchester girl 
died June 5 at Ma.s.sachu.setts Gener¬ 
al Hospital following a swimming 
pool accident. 

Patricia Swartz of Manchester 
Road was rushed to the Winchester 
Hospital Emergency Room follow¬ 
ing the June 4 accident. According to 
police reports, Swartz was later 
transported to Massachusetts Gen¬ 
eral Hospital where she died Mon¬ 
day afternoon. 

Police said Tanya Wasserman of 
If) McCall Road arranged for Swartz 
to play with her daughter on Sunday. 
According to reports, Swartz 
arrived at the Wasserman home 
around 2 p.m. that afternoon. 

Peter Wasserman. Tanya’s hus¬ 
band, told police that he had been in 
the process of opening his pool while 
Swartz and his daughter were play¬ 
ing outside. Wasserman said he 
went into the house to tend to his 
three-year-old son and instructed 
the girls not to go in the pool, said 
police reports. Tanya Wasserman 
was al.so watching the girls from the 
porch but went inside the house to 
answer the phone, according to 
police. 

The Wasserman girl ran into the 
house soon thereafter to tell her 
parents that her friend was in the 
pool and had not surfaced. 

Peter Was.serman dove in and 
administered cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation and mouth-to-mouth 
resuscitation w'hile his wife called 
for an ambulance. He was not cer¬ 
tain how' long the girl had been under 
water, said police reports. 

Police reports indicated Swartz 
remained in a coma at Winchester 
Hospital and Massachusetts General 
Hospital and never regained the 
ability to breathe on her own.

A somber mood enveloped 
Ambrose School as the new-s 
spread of Principal George 
Flynn’s death. Flynn died unex¬ 
pectedly June 5 at his home in 
Stoneham of an apparent heart 
attack. He was 51. 

Flynn began his teaching 
career in 1960 in the Marblehead 
school system. In 1964, he 
became a fifth grade teacher at 
the Washington School, and has 
been serving the Winchester 
school system ever since. 

Appointed as a teacher at Mur- 
aco School in 1967, Flynn 
returned to the Washington 
School in 1972 to serve as princi¬ 
pal. Four years later, the post 
was combined with the principal- 
ship of Noonan School. 

In 1980, Flynn moved to Vinson 
Owen School where he taught 
until 1983. He served as principal 
of Ambrose School from 1984 until 
the time of his death. 

Flynn leaves his wife, Jacque¬ 
line; six daughters, Cindy, 
Kathy, Karen, Jenny, Elizabeth 
and Kelley: and a grandson, 
Daniel. 

A funeral w'as held from the 
Finnegan Funeral Home, 322 
Main St., Stoneham this morning 
at 10 a.m. followed by a service at 
the Stoneham Congregational 
Church, located next door to the 
funeral home. 

Contributions in his memory 
may be made to the George H. 
Flynn Memorial Fund, 12 Fitch 
Ct., Wakefield, Ma. 01880. A ten¬ 
tative memorial ceremony at the 
school is scheduled for June 19. 

For those who knew and work¬ 
ed with George Flynn, he w'as a 
man whose priority was children. 
The impact he left on his school 
and the children will not soon be 
forgotten. 

Some students expressed their 
grief through art work, w'hile 
others participated in discussions 
with teachers or the school 
counselor, as well as two local 
ministers, the Rev. Susan Kart- 


mell and the Rev. William 
Huegel, who offered their 
services. 

“For some reason, Mr. Flynn 
always made kids laugh,” wrote 
one studemt. “Mr. Flynn loved 
kids,” wrote another. 

“He made every child feel as if 
their opinion was the most impor¬ 
tant one he had to hear.

and parent of Ambrose students. 

“Probably the thing that char¬ 
acterized George the most is how 
much he cared for the kids, the 
teachers, the parents,” she said. 
“Every kid felt that George 
Flynn was his or her very best 
friend.” 

“We really loved him,” said 
Ambrose Secretary Marie Izzo. 
“Everything that happened in the 
school, he was right in it with 
both feet. Even if he was tired, he 
would pick himself up and do it. 
He gave everything he had to 
everyone,” added Izzo. 

Izzo noted that Flynn had been 
working toward improving the 
school’s playground, and was 
concerned about the safety of 
students crossing in the High 
Street area. 

Joanna Pitocchelli, a first 
grade teacher w ho has served as 
acting principal since Monday, 
said Flynn “was all heart. He 
W'as like a sensitive teddy bear.” 
Pitocchelli said one of her favo¬ 
rite memories of Flynn is of see¬ 
ing him kiss his lunch bag every 
day. “He’d give it a big smooch,” 
she said. 

“You could really be yourself 
W'ith him, because he accepted 
you as a human being, ” she said. 
“He just took people as they 
were.” 

Staff members agreed that 
Flynn was ahvays supportive of 
their efforts, and gave them 
somew'hat of a “free reign” in 
implementing ideas. “He trusted 
us,” said Pitocchelli. 

“He really loved each one of us. 
whether it was the kids or the 
staff.” said Kindergarten teacher 
Linda Preston, who has known 
Flynn for 17 of the 18 years she 
has taught at Ambrose. 

“George w'as such a loving, 
caring person, we’ve got to just 
carry on for his sake because he 
would want us to,” said Preston. 
“As far as the staff and parents 
- we are a strong school com¬ 
munity, and George helped us 
become that way.

Then you 
page through an infinity of wallpap¬ 
er books, get your colors done, get 
your house’s colors done, hire an 
exorcist and an old guy with a divin¬ 
ing rod to cast out poltergeists and 
check for leaks and springs deep in 
those storied old walls. 

I learned all this because just 
recently we went through the whole 
redecorating ordeal. We knew it was 
time to do it, when we approached 
our ten-year anniversary in this 
house and the little darling who back 
then sat in a humid diaper squeezing 
handfuls of tummy-flesh and extrud¬ 
ing squished banana through her 
tiny gums, floated through the 
downstairs two months ago, a long- 
legged vision in double-pierced ears 


and said, “Who chose all this old 
paper, anyway? It’s like, so beige." 

Like, beige it certainly was, I 
realized looking around. 

On Easter Sunday, we began. We 
fed the whole extended family. Then 
the spouse excused himself, rose 
from the table and tore down the 
ceilings (“I love a man with upper- 
body strength,’’ I chirped, as the 
frightened guests clung to their 
after-dinner drinks and made for the 
door.) 

Soon the place was a shambles.

A tank of acids slung on my back 
Ghostbuster-style, I removed the old 
paper with the help of kind friends 
(the spouse, his energy for the pro¬ 
ject spent, made himself scarce). 

Then we began again. We did the 
whole downstairs. We did halfway to 
the roof: the walls, the ceilings, the 
floors. We stopped just short of the 


third floor. 

We made ourselves crazy with it 
all. 1 made the floor man crazy, 
stepping in the stain and leaving all 
up the lovely birch stairs, the faint; 
but permanent imprint of my bare 
left foot. “She’s all over the place,’’’, 
he said to his brother in exaspera-; 
tion. 

But at last it was done. It even;- 
seems like it was fun doing it.

a difference 

TO THE EDITOK 

Last weekend I became a gradu¬ 
ate of Bowdoin College in Bruns¬ 
wick, Maine. Strangely, it did not 
feel like a graduation experience, in 
spite of my accomplishment. As I 
looked around, the scene was too 
much like a movie; “The Great 
Gatsby’’ and “The Graduate’’ were 
among the first to spring to mind. 
However, shortly afterward, some¬ 
thing happened which made gradua¬ 
tion a much more significant experi¬ 
ence than I had expected. 

On Tuesday, May 30, a friend of 
mine (also a Bowdoin grad) called 
me from New Jersey and informed 
me that his best friend had been 
stabbed by a man who had been a 
summa cum laude graduate of Yale 
University and who was the brother 
of a fellow classmate from Bow'doin. 
This man also stabbed and killed his 
mother and another brother, also in 
college, as well as a neighbor across 
the street. 

The New York Times headline 
read: “Motive Sought in New Jersey 
Stabbing’’, but to me the motive 
seemed as clear as the message on 
Career Office Bulletins: the result of 
pressure, the lure of money, and the 
expectations of a career. How many 
times has the Graduate been warned 
that unless she/he uses that $64,000 
education, the whole four years is 
merely a waste? Get a job. Make 
money. Our generation has been 
given the opportunity much greatei' 
than ever before 

The man who committed the mur¬ 
ders was a former employee of Citi¬ 
bank corporation, determined to 
become an investment hanker. He 
contracted the disease known as 
“Yuppie mono,’’ a strange form of 
mononucleosis which strikes the 
younger set with bouts of fatigue, 
depression, fevers, and ultimately 
results in an inability to work. I had 
heard of the disease through friends 
who discouraged friends from 
becoming a part of the corporate 
world; since I had never planned on 
a corporate career, I didn’t worry 
about it. 

But the corporate world is a part 


of the world made up of college; 
graduates, and the killing which! 
occured last Tuesday was from the; 
same world of which Winchester -- 
and all of suburbia — is also a part; 
of. It is possible to argue that this 
particular man may have been suf-. 
fering from phychological problems; 
unrelated to college or career. To 
that I reply that psychological or 
not, we can no longer detach 
ourselves from the phenomenon of 
violence in America. It reaches all 
realms of society, not just ghettos 
and crack dens. 

Now there are college graduates, 
from the supposedly safe and “edu¬ 
cated” world of academia, partici¬ 
pating in and becoming a statistic in 
the growing problems of violence in 
this society. L.A. traffic shooting; 
and GlenEllen winery murders are!» 
in the same category as D.C. drugjl 
wars, and now suburbia is caught up^ 
in it as well. How can those who are? 
supposedly the thinkers and formers', 
of the future, the educated youth,r 
have fallen info the same traps of-* 
violence? ^ 

I can’t pretend to have answers for? 
the problem. I can say that the," 
growing pressures on higher educa-^' 
tion to produce cogs in the corporate; 
wheel, and the promises of many*' 
fruits for that labor, is the result oC 
the belief in the American dreamj 
turned American myth. Get a job.5 
Make money. Of course everyone*" 
must work; hut not everyone has to5 
become a suburban millionaire. 

The expectations of a college edu-S 
cation have become synonymous Z 
with money, rather than thought.? 
Getting ahead, instead of looking at/ 
the present. We have the priviledge*! 
of electing presidenls and of diverse^ 
polities; isn’t it time now that we" 
stopped trying to heat the rat race- 
(which apparently is full of rats) and” 
slow down long enough to realize’ 
that what is important in life is not! 
what we are supposed to do, hut;.’ 
what we are doing. I* 

As a graduate, I am thankful for? 
my education: now I believe the best^ 
use for it would he to make a differ-^

Ban restricts daytime water use

Kesidents who wash the car or 
sprinkle the lawn during the day¬ 
time could be surprised with a police 
citation and possible fine. 

Winchester is one of 60 communi¬ 
ties receiving water or sewer ser¬ 
vice from Boston-based Massa¬ 
chusetts Water Resources Authority 
(MWRA) and is complying with 
MWItA’s recent ban on outdoor 
watering from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. 

In response to a declaration by 
environmental officials in March of 
a “water emergency,” MWRA and 
the Metropolitan District Commis¬ 
sion (MDC) called for the restric¬ 
tion, which applies during the time 
of day when most water evaporates. 

The Department of Environmen¬ 


tal Quality Engineering (DEQE) 
approved the MWRA and MDC 
“drought management plan” and 
asked municipalities to reduce daily 
water consumption by 5 percent as 
of May. The plan includes a public 
information campaign with frequent 
media updates. 

Winchester Director of Public 
Works (DPW) Anthony Celli said the 
public is being notified "by the polic¬ 
ing of the 8 (a.m.) to 8 (p.m.) 
restriction of outdoor water usage. 
Most violators are unaware of the 
MWRA ban.” 

However, Celli said the DPW 
ordered that signs be erected and 
merchants to display posts. In addi¬ 
tion, the DPW has “gained six spots 
for videos on cable (television) dis¬ 
playing rules and regulations of the 
program,” Celli said. 


Despite an exceptionally dry 
spring this year, rainfall in May has 
replenished water supplies, said Cel¬ 
li. “Winchester’s water supply is in 
decent shape,” he added. 

The low level of the Quabbin 
Reservoir in March due to drought, 
wasteful consumption, pollution and 
aging pipelines caused the “water 
emergency” declaration. But only 
one third of Winchester’s water is 
supplied by the Quabbin. Winches¬ 
ter’s North, Middle and South Reser¬ 
voirs, which supply the other two 
thirds of the town’s water, are at 
average levels for this time of the 
year, according to Celli. 

The problems of wasteful water 
consumption, pollution and aging 
infrastructure in the Boston area 
still exist, however. Winchester and 


43 communities in the Boston area 
will realize the price of the.se prob¬ 
lems when the MWRA's proposed 
rate increase for water and sewer 
charges comes into effect July 1. 
Some of the MWRA’s more than $.‘j() 
million increase in revenue in 1990 
will be used for the cleanup of Bos¬ 
ton Harbor and the repair of water 
and sewer systems. 

Winchester Town Manager W. 
Chadwick Maurer cited the MWRA’s 
efficiency. “The fact is that MWRA 
was formed by a court order needed 
because of the state’s mismanage¬ 
ment of the system,” Maurer said. 

Although MWRA appears to be the 
instigator of high water bills, Maur¬ 
er notes that “what people don’t 
realize is that improvement costs 
money. On a national scale, 
MWRA’s prices are relatively low.”

“Chief McHugh is one of those 
people for whom ordinary prose is 
insufficient,” said Selectman Chair¬ 
man Thomas Schmitt. Schmitt then 
proceeded to list the “Ten Com¬ 
mandments — McHugh style,” 
including, “Thou shall not take the 
name of thy chief in vain.” 

Schmitt presented McHugh with a 
citation from the Board of Select¬ 
men. “One thing about Chief 
McHugh that strikes me is how well 
he serves as a leader ... I don’t think 
there is a finer police force in the 
Commonwealth,” said Schmitt. 

Also on hand to pay tribute to 
McHugh was Woburn District Court 
Judge F’rancis Cullen. Cullen, a 
longtime resident of Winchester, 
said McHugh and his wife, Kay, 
“have been (my) friends as long as I 
can remember. I’ve loved you and 
your family as long as I can remem¬ 
ber ... God bless you.” 


McHugh had been a “big part” of 
the community for many years. 
“He’s probably the guy more people 
listened to than any other chief,” 
said Ryder. To McHugh he said, 
“Your leadership and character 
have been an example for all chiefs 
to follow. You’re still a chief to us 
and you always will be.” 

“Jack and I go back about 26 
years,” said newly appointed Chief 
Joseph Perritano. 

“I still feel uncomfortable about 
calling him Jack,” said Perritano, 
laughing. “I guess he’ll always be 
‘boss’ to me.” 

Perritano said in honoring 
McHugh, his wife Kay should also be 
honored. On behalf of Kay, Perrita¬ 
no quoted a well-known verse: 

“Don’t walk behind me, I may not 
follow; don’t walk in front of me, I 
may not lead; Just walk beside me

and be my friend.’” 

“I think that says it all for Kay and 
Jack McHugh and I wish them the 
best,” said Perritano. 

“I really don’t know where to 
begin,” said McHugh when finally 
given a chance to speak. He opened 
his remarks by thanking his wife for 
her support. 

“Everything I’ve ever been 
involved in, every endeavor I’ve 
ever attempted and become success¬ 
ful — who was my supporter, my 
confidante? Who said, ‘You can do 
it.’ ... Thank God I had my wife 
Catherine.” 

McHugh also thanked his eight 
children, “after all, they are rep¬ 


resentative of my wife and me — a 
warm, close-knit group.” 

In addition, McHugh thanked the 
committee that planned his party, in 
particular Patty and Officer Kevin 
Mawn. 

“You can’t be successful, espe¬ 
cially in the law enforcement busi¬ 
ness, without having good people 
who work with you, for you.” 

“I’ve touched a lot of people. I’ve 
helped a lot of people,” said 
McHugh. “I’m very proud to be a 
person who has devoted my life to 
public service.” 

“Ladies and gentlemen, let the 
party begin,” said Town Moderator 
John Sullivan. And so it did.

“He knew every kid’s name. He 
even knew facts about the kids. 
He focused on knowing some¬ 
thing important to the child about 
that child,” said Sandberg. 

As for how Sandberg thinks 
Flynn would want to be remem¬ 
bered, she said, “I know the best 
tribute we could give to him is to 
take the best he offered and bet¬ 
ter ourselves by it and to go 
on ... to sometimes have a little 
subtle smile.”

‘it’s going to he difficult,” said 
Sperber in a recent interview. “The 
library won’t be open the hours that 
(residents) are used to.” 

Sperber said money from library 
trust funds will be used to compen¬ 
sate the lack of money allocated to 
the library by the town. 

This funding will help keep the 
library in line with state mandates 
that require certain percentages of 
libraries’ budgets to be spent on 
books and library hours. 

“The people who gave us the 
(trust fund) money didn’t give it to 
us to substitute for our operational 
budget,” said Sperber. But Sperber 
added the “bottom line” is that regu¬ 
lar operations must be kept up. 

Specifically, cuts will be made to 
the library’s ability to substitue staff 
when someone is sick or on vacation. 
Sperber said that no permanent pos¬ 
itions however, will be eliminated. 

Library hours too, will be reduced 
to 40 hours a week during the sum¬ 
mer beginning June 19 and 50.5 
hours in the fall, just a half an hour 
above the minimum hours the 
library must be open to be eligible 
for state support. 

To cover for the reduced number 
of available personnel during the 
summer, some personnel shuffling 
will take place beginning June 26. 
During this period adult and child¬ 
ren’s will be checked out at the main 
circulation desk near the main 
entrance. Library staff at this desk 
will also take care of card registra¬ 
tion and other circulation matters.

Local foster 
care team formed 

Seven foster care agencies serving 
Greater Boston have combined for¬ 
ces to find homes for children and 
adolescents in need. 

Representatives from these agen¬ 
cies have formed “New Living 
Resources for Youth.” which pro¬ 
vides centralized information about 
the wide variety of foster care and 
independent living options which 
exist for children who need homes, 
as well as resources for families who 
might provide shelter. 

For potential foster families, the 
group affirms that “without chang¬ 
ing your lifestyle, you can help youth 
and their families by providing new 
living resources.” This is possible 
because each agenc\ offers different 
services to different populations of 
children. Whatever your needs or 
desires are in doing foster care, 
there is an agency which can match 
your needs. 

Some of the agencies involved in 
New Living Resources for A’outh 
offer only short-term or emergency 
care, while others need families to 
take in kids long-term. Some are 
stipended. part-time positions while 
others are salaried and require a 
full-time committment. 

You can choose to work with youn¬ 
ger children or older teens — infants 
to 22 years old. And wheter you’re 
working or retired, which ever town 
you live in in Greater Boston, New 
Living Resources can match your 
needs. Each agency differs in its 
licensing and training process but 
all offer on-going support, often with 
24-hour beeper service. 

New Living Resources for Youth is 
a private grassroots group focusing 
on local communities such as 
Winchester where more foster 
homes are needed. 

Agencies involved in this effort 
include: Alternative Homes, which 
offers foster care for 0-22 year-olds 
for an average stay of 3 months; 
Evergreen Community Services, 
which has specialized homes for 
children of all ages in Northwest, 
suburban Boston; Home Base, 
which needs full-time parents for 
therapeutic foster care in the 
Newton/MetroWest area; JRI Advo¬ 


cacy Center which covers Urban and 
Greater Boston; Mass Mentor, with 
five offices statewide offering shel¬ 
ter for about one year for 5-18 year- 
olds; Neighbor Network which 
places teens in short-term foster 
care throughout the Mystic Valley; 
and New Pathways of Brookline 
which houses 13-18 year-olds for 30 
days.

Hospital screens 
blood cholesterol 

High blood cholesterol is a grow¬ 


ing concern for many who want to 
know how to control their cholesterol 
intake, and keep it controlled. 

Recently, the Jenks Senior Center 
had an individualized cholesterol 
screening that was opened to the 
public. Winchester Hospital person¬ 
nel were available to test the choles¬ 
terol level of each individual. 

According to Susan Powers, RN, 
community health educator at 
Winchester Hospital, the screening 
was excellent overall. 

“Among the 164 people tested, 
seven had a cholesterol level over 
300, and three had levels in the 290’s. 
The average level was in the 240 
range,’’ stated Powers. 

“Cholesterol levels 200 or below 
are considered to be at the desirable 
level,’’ explains Karen Ewer-Gray, 
RN, community health educator. “If 
the cholesterol level is between 200 
to 239 it is considered borderline 
high. Levels over 240 are considered 
high and a physician should be con¬ 
sulted immediately.’’ 

Two of the most important steps 
lyou can take to lower blood choles¬ 
terol involve reducing the intake of 
foods high in saturated fat and shed¬ 
ding excess pounds if you are over¬ 
weight, explains Gray. 

Along with the cholesterol-level 
readings, a free diabetic screening 
was also available. 

Fifty people took advantage of the 
free diabetic screening, and among 
those individuals, seven had ele¬ 
vated blood sugar.

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Sachems 
squeeze by 
Woburn

VVinclicslcM’ Ians had thought 
about their team’s rematch with 
Woburn. The Tanners, to this point, 
had won only one game and the 
question surrounding any team with 
only one win is, “Who did they 
beat?” Winchester, that’s who. 

Two weeks back, the Sachems had 
to view the Woburn game as a 
chance to get some revenge. Tlien on 
Tuesday night. Woburn High .School 
baseball coach Harry Marderosian 
collapsed and died Irom a heart 
attack shortly alter the start of his 
team’s game with Lowell. It makes 
everyone step back lor a moment 
and remember that baseball, like 
any sport, first and foremost is a 
game. 

Winchester had offered to cancel 
the game. To Woburn’s credit they 
decided to play the game, as before 
anything else high school athletics 
are for the kids. As .Sachem coach 
Bill Chase later said, this game was 
a “no-win situation” for Winchester. 

Winchester played the first five 
innings like they had nothing to gain. 
It was a totally lackluster perfor¬ 
mance by the Sachems, who were 
al.so playing without their leading 
hitter, V^andy French (broken jaw). 

Through five innings, the Tanners 
owned a 5-1 lead and showed every 
intention of doing to Winchester, for 
the .second time this season, what 
they had been unable to do to any 
other Middlesex League opponent. 

The 'I'anners were powered on the 
strength of their starting pitcher 
Stephen Miele, who went three 
innings only surrendering one run, 
and was deadly at the plate with two 
crushing home runs and three HBIs 
off of Sachem starter Neil Harring¬ 
ton. 

Woburn interim coach John Mor- 
andy inadvertently gave the Sac¬ 
hems the resuscitative lift they 
needed when he began shuttling in 
his pitchers — one has to wonder if it 
was in an effort to have a eloser look 
at who. if he get’s Woburn's head 
coaching job, he’ll have to work with 
next year. 

Winchester took advantage with a 
four-run rally in the bottom of the 


fifth, keyed in part by a two-run 
single by Scott Garvey for his third 
RBI of the afternoon. Garvey had 
earlier cracked a home run to left. 
Then Tom DiChappari evened the 
game up with a two-out, two-run 
double to right field. 

After five innings of explosive 
action, both Harrington and Woburn 
reliever Randy McQuilkin began to 
pul on a pitching show. F’or four 
innings both held their respective 
opponents scoreless. 

It was to Harrington’s credit he 
threw for 11 innings, a long stretch 
even for a big-league pitcher. As the 
Sachems came to bat in the bottom 
of the nth. Coach Chase certainly 
had to realize he couldn’t expect to 
get much more than what Harring¬ 
ton had already given. 

With one out in the bottom of the 
11th, Jim O’Hallaran reached base 
and Tom Kelly singled to move him 
to third. After a stolen base, 
Winchester had runners on second 
and third, with one out, and Alan 
MacDonald up. In a suprising move, 
MacDonald laid down a perfect 
squeeze bunt to win the game. 

After the game. MacDonald said 
that he would have rather hit the 
ball off the school to win the game, 
but he was satisfied with the results. 

This play was a bit of redemption 
for MacDonald. Earlier this season 
in Burlington, Winchester had tried 
the exact same play with MacDo¬ 
nald at bat and he had fouled tipped 
the third strike into the catcher’s 
mit for an easy double play. Coach 
Chase later said MacDonald gave 
him “six looks when I gave him the 
squeeze sign.” Chase added that the 
squeeze play could have easily back¬ 
fired “which would have been the 
end of the inning and we’d be left 
looking stupid.” 

Following the game. Coach Chase 
was all praise for the way the 
Tanners played. He called former 
Tanner coach Harry Marderosian 
both a “class guy” and a “gentle¬ 
man”, who was the “type of coach 
that high school ba.seball is all 
about.”

The other half of the battery, the 
catchers, became much more con¬ 
sistent than thay had been. Sopho¬ 
more starter Darryl Nash was 
switched to the lead-off spot in early 
May to provide punch and speed at 
the top of the order. He. along with 
back-up Mike Puma, also provided 
ample sup[)orl for their pitchers. 


After a long stretch of continuous 
innings, Nash was given a rest and 
Puma came in to do a fine job behind 
the plate.

This was an easy victory for 
Winchester that capped a suc¬ 
cessful season which will hopeful¬ 
ly end somewhere deep in the 
tournament. 


French 
heaeding 
for Bro’wn

Vandy French would be an a.sset to 
any team he plays for. If he played 
hockey he’d probably be an excel¬ 
lent hockey player, if he played 
tennis he’d probably be an quality 
tennis player, and if he was on the 
debate team he’d probably be a 
world-class debater. Toss F’rench a 
bat. or a ball, or a stick, or a racket; 
explain the rules of the game to him; 
and chances are. before long, he’ll 
be one the best players on his team. 

Vandy French is a pure athlete 
and this season he performed equal¬ 
ly well at soccer, basketball, and 
baseball; and was named to the 
Middlesex league all-star team in all 
three. 

Vandy French certainly has athle¬ 
tic prow'ess in his bloodline. He has 
been raised in an environment that 
was inundated with athletic achieve¬ 
ment. His father, al.so Evander 
French, was a member of a 1955 
Winchester Little League team that 
went to Williamsport, Pa., for the 
Little League World Series — one of 
only eight from around the country. 

At Tufts. French’s father was cap¬ 
tain of both his baseball and basket¬ 
ball teams, and is a former high 
school basketball coach. 

Now at 18, V^andy French the son 
has achieved everything a high 
school athlete could hope for. and 
will take his multiple talents to 
Brown University. 

French has had his greatest suc¬ 
cess at soccer. For the second sea¬ 
son in a row, French was nominated 
to the league all-star team. He fin¬ 
ished second in the state in scoring. 
This season his honors also included 
the Boston Globe’s All-Scholastic 
team, the Boston Herald’s, and the 
All-New England team. 

In a sport known for low scoring. 
French set a single-season Winches¬ 
ter High School scoring record with 
44 goals and 11 assists. He had 102 
points throughout his high school 
career with 84 goals and 18 assists. 

French’s high school career is not 
only a running list of individual 
achievement but also includes parti¬ 
cipation two state championship soc¬ 
cer teams and another that lost in 
the state semi-finals to eventual 
state champion Duxbury. 

In basketball, he averaged a little 
over 15 points a game, and his out¬ 
side shooting was extremely instru¬ 
mental in earning an under-rated 
Saehem team a birth in the 
tournament. 

In baseball, French hit .519 and led 
the Middlesex league in batting, as 
well as being by far the team’s most 
steady defensive performer, charac¬ 
teristically going for fly balls with 
long loping strides and making one- 
handed catches (a la Willie Mays). 
For the last two seasons he has been 
a league all-star, and on Tuesday he 
was named to the Boston Globe’s 
All-Scholastic team. 

French was highly recruited by 
Northeastern, Holy Cross. Brandeis, 
Boston College, and many other 
schools. A principle factor in weed¬ 
ing out his options was his wish not 
to leave New England. A second 
factor was trying to decide whether 
he should attend a school that played 
Division 1 competition or a good 
small college. 

Eventually, after weighing the 
options, French decided on Brown. 
Lured, according to French, as 
much by the education as by the 
challenge of playing Division 1 
sports. While at Brown, French 
plans on playing soccei', which he 
says is his number-one sport; and he 
also plans on playing baseball, that 
is as long as he can keep up with his 
academics. 

Soccer coach Eugene Bouley said 
French certainly showed in high 
school he has the “skills to (play 
Division 1 soccer)”. Bouley added, 
he has both size and speed, and says 
F'rench has shown a “great ability to 
put the ball in the net.” 

Baseball coach Bill Chase called 
French “the best athlete in terms of 
all-around ability I’ve ever had.” 
Chase added French “certainly has 
the ability” to compete on the col¬ 
lege level; but was quick to point out 
he was not choosing an easy school, 
and that “he’s going to have to 
study.” 

Basketball coach Mike Boyages 
called French one of the “most phe 
nomenal athletes I’ve ever seen. ” 
Boyages said he felt French 
“suprised himself” and this Boy¬ 
ages attributed to his “work ethic.” 
French was the basketball team’s 
“most valuable player, ” according 
to Boyages, who is a “first class kid” 
and “could do whatever he wanted 
to do if he put his mind to it.” 

French’s high school achieve¬ 
ments are fact. He now prepares for 
Brown and the difficult challenges 
ahead of him. Division 1 college 
athletics is certainly more intense 
than high school athletics, but one 
thing any Sachem fan can attest to. 
is that once French sets his mind on 
a goal, it is difficult to deny him of it. 


Freshmen lose first game to Wakefield 


The Winchester High freshman 
baseball team managed to push 
their record to 13-0 before they 
finally lost to Wakefield, 9-6, on the 
last game of the season. The loss left 
the Sachems and Warriors in a tie 
for first place among Middlesex 
League teams. 

Winchester had built their winning 
streak to 13 games with a 17-1 
thrashing of Stoneham. E.J. Grant 
went four innings to get his sixth 
win; allowing only one hit and one 
run while striking out five batters. 

'The hitting stars were third base- 
man Javier Ovalles, who had three 
hits; first baseman Dan McGrath, 
who knocked in three runs with a 
bases-loaded triple; Hugh Turcotte, 
who went 2-for-2, scoring two runs;

Grant went the first four innings in 
the Wakefield game and left with the 
score tied, 6-6. He was relieved by 
Phil Vultaggio who picked up his 
first loss of the year (6-1) by allow¬ 
ing the go-ahead run to score in the 
fifth inning. Adam Piandes came on 
to finish the game for the Sachems. 

Mark Donnellan and Javier Oval¬ 
les led the Sachems with two hits 
while Piandes, Dan McGrath. Rob¬ 
bie Bouique and Jeremy 'I’eahan 
had one hit. McGrath (first base- 
man) and Teahan (shortstop) made 
several outstanding plays in the 
field. 

Wakefield came back Irom a 6-0 


deficit to score nine unanswered 
runs. Both teams have excellent 
overall talent and balance. It would 
seem Wakefield and Winchester will 
be battling for top honors in the 
Middlesex League for years to 
come. 

Now that the season has ended, 
coach Rich Trotta assesses his 
team: “This is an outstanding group 
of athletes who have been well 
coached as youngsters. Much of the 
credit for their success goes to their 
parents and the people who have 
coached them in town-sponsored 
leagues. The members of this team 


are very knowledgeable of the game 
and well-skilled in the fundamen¬ 
tals.” 

The team was able to compile 
their impressive record in spite of 
the loss of one of its leading hitters 
(.474) and pitchers. Brian Gaudet, 
who broke his ankle at mid-season. 
Also, Coach Trotta was not able to 
use one of the team’s best pitchers. 
Mark Donnellan, due to a sore arm. 
He was limited to pitching one 
inning per week. With a healthy 
Donnellan and Gaudet, the next 
three years should be good ones for 
Sachem baseball.

Unbearable heat and cold in school; 
conditions change as seniors depart

Now that summer temperatures 
have begun again, the conditions 
inside Winchester High School have, 
as expected, been very uncomfort¬ 
able for the students and staff. The 
terrible ventilation system has 
taken it’s toll on those inside the 
building. 

For a number of years the situa¬ 
tion has been the same. When the 
warm days come, the school does 
not adjust, making the classrooms 
just as hot, if not hotter, than out¬ 
doors. Because of the poor circula¬ 
tion of air, classes have often been 
held outside in the shade, where a 
nice breeze could be felt.

On these hot days, the 
nurse’s office is usually crowded 
with students complaining of sto¬ 
mach aches and pounding 
headaches.

These are 
problems that many parents and 
pupils have complained about, as 
well as problems that should be 
further probed, over an extended 
period, by the Board of Health and 
administration.

The week of May. 29 marked the 
first week of freedom for the WHS 
seniors. They had just completed 
classes and had to return only for 
finals during the week. However, 
before their departure, they were 
sure to keep up the tradition of 
senior fun over the final week of 
their WHS stay. 

Before their final week, though, 
they enjoyed “Senior Skip Day,” an 
un-official senior holiday, this year 
to be held at the beach under a hot 
sun. Most teachers allow this to 
happen, sparing their students of cut 


cards. However, head faculty mem¬ 
bers attempted to keep students 
from leaving. Judging by the fine 
tans that many students had the next 
day, the head faculty members were 
rather unsuccessful. 

Tuesday morning of the seniors’ 
final week, the class let loose 
bunches of crickets over the school, 
including the cafeteria. This caused 
the Board of Health to come to the 
school and make sure that lunches 
could be served, otherwise the stu¬ 
dents would most likely have to be 
dismissed.

This is a time when drivers and 
receptionists meet together, some¬ 
times for the first lime, even though 
they have been in contact over the 
telephone to arrange transportation 
for seniors in the town who are 
without transport. 

Not only is this a lime to say

that is, Kim Archibald and Eleanor 
Farrell of the Transportation Com¬ 
mittee and Ruth Ayres of the Infor¬ 
mation and Referral Committee, to 
review the procedures followed by 
each group in providing transporta¬ 
tion for Winchester seniors.

seniors receive transportation 
through volunteer drivers.

Students learn 
with pleasure, 
pride at Muraco 

When it comes to learning their 
lessons, the students at Muraco 
School do so with pleasure and pride. 
Perhaps that is because they are 
actively involved in the learning 
process. The teachers at Muraco 
School challenge and motivate their 
students by presenting lessons that 
encourage student participation. As 
a result, the basic skills are often 
acquired in some very creative 
ways. 

Mr. Worthen and Miss Barbeau’s 
kindergarten classes were wel¬ 
comed and instructed by their sixth 
grade buddies. Each week the two 
classes worked in pairs to complete 
writing assignments and to manipu¬ 
late computer activities. Students at 
both grade levels acquired new 
skills and new friends. 

Miss DiMassa and Mrs. Slater’s 
students traveled back in time to 
study what every first grader is 
curious — dinosaurs. They read 
about, wrote about, sang about and 
created poems about dinosaurs. In 
class they built a six-foot model of a 
Tyrannosaurus Rex. At home, 
parents worked with their first grad¬ 
ers to make posters and models. 
Filmstrips, tapes and computer 
activities were incorporated into the 
unit. The use of the Children’s 
Museum Fossil Kit and a visit to the 
Peabody Museum completed the 
first grade adventure. 

“We All Have Roots’’ was the 
theme of a year long research pro¬ 
ject in Mrs. Bokil’s second grade. At 
the beginning of the school year, 
each child gathered information 
about his or her ethnic origins. Each 
week a student was chosen to share 
information about himself and the 
country his ancestors came from. 
Artifacts, clothing, food and com¬ 
mon exports from each country 
were displayed in class. A photo of 
each child was placed on a world 
map and a map of Winchester send¬ 
ing a visual message that although 
we all come from different roots, we 
all exist together in a common area. 

The third graders in both Mrs. 
Conley and Mrs. Martel’s classes 
studied Winchester as part of their 
Social Studies curriculum. As a 
result of their interest in the town, 
the students researched and pro¬ 
duced a video about Winchester. 
Members of the community and 
especially Continental Cable 
assisted with the more technical 
aspects of production. A copy will be 
sent to their sister school in Wirral, 
England and will be shown on Chan¬ 
nel 19. The video will also be avail¬ 
able to all third grade teachers in 
Winchester to aid in their teaching 
about our town. 

When the invitation to involve 
their students in a nationwide 
survey was presented, Mrs. Quine 
and Mrs. Seibert recognized it as a 
valuable learning experience. 
Hence, the fourth graders at Muraco 
School and fourth graders in about 
one hundred different locations 
across the country became particip¬ 
ants in a National Geographic prog¬ 
ram aimed at fostering telecommu¬ 
nication skills. The participants 
were asked to take a poll about 
favorite pets. The results were then

Special discs were 
provided to help the students locate 
other participating schools using 
precise longitude and latitude mea¬ 
surements. Besides confirming that 
a dog is still man’s best friend, the 
National Geographic survey 
expanded the students’ knowledge of 
math, geography and computer 
technology. 

Studying the physical problems 
and frustrations of the elderly 
through science and literature was 
the beginning of a rewarding experi¬ 
ence for some young and old neigh¬ 
bors. Using their after school hours 
starting back in October, the fifth 
graders in Mrs. Sereika’s class have 
been reading to the elderly at the 
Aberjona Nursing Home. The resi¬ 
dents of the nursing home have 
enjoyed the company and the 
exchange of information. The stu¬ 
dents have not only benefitted edu¬ 
cationally but have also learned the 
value of giving of oneself and have 
become more sensitive to the situa¬ 
tion of others. Although the weekly 
visits are still going on, photos have 
been taken as keepsakes and plans 
have been made to keep in touch 
with friends made. 

In Miss Marshall’s fifth grade, 
plans to find gold are in the making. 
Using primary sources, the students 
are accumulating information per¬ 
taining to the California Gold Rush 
and what they will need for their 
journeys. The class has been divided 
into three groups in order to explore 
three possible routes; across coun¬ 
try, around Cape Horn or through 
the Isthmus of Panama. Folk songs 
of the era will provide information 
about the conditions at that time. 
Upon arrival, the groups will com¬ 
pare adventures. 

Mrs. Gill and Mrs. Monteith have 
experimented with a new Cultural 
Literacy curriculum this year in the 
sixth grade. The first area of study 
was United States history from the 
Revolutionary War to the present 
with the presidential election provid¬ 
ing a wealth of information. Stu¬ 
dents wrote their own newspapers 
highlighting different periods of his¬ 
tory such as the Depression, the 
Roaring 20’s, and the hippie era of 
the ’60s. Greek mythology was the 
area of focus. Dr. Charles Mitsakos 
and Mr. Peter Arnott shared their 
knowledge, artifacts and experi¬ 
ences with the sixth graders who 
then were inspired to write their own 
Greek myths.

Fur flies over 
Sullivan plan 

Selectmen, legislators clash

Selectmen blasted Stale Senator 
Sal Albano and Rep. Paul Casey for 
apparently ignoring the board’s 
request to move forward on Town 
Moderator John Sullivan’s motion to 
limit the growth of state spending. 
But the two legislators find the 
board’s reaction unjustified. 

During discussions on the legisla¬ 
ture with Massachusetts Municipal 
Association (MMA) Executive 
Director Sheila Cheimets at the 
board’s June 12 meeting, selectmen 
criticized both Albano and Casey for 
failing to bring the resolution passed 
by Town Meeting to Beacon Hill and 
for avoiding the issue back home in 
Winchester. 

Sullivan’s motion calls for a 2 
percent cap on state spending with 
the exception of water and sewer 
charges and local aid. Town Meeting 
passed the motion asking Casey and 
Albano to file similar legislation on 
Beacon Hill. However, selectmen 
say that neither has expressed inter¬ 
est in doing so yet. 

“I think the message that has to be 
carried to the senate and the house 
(is that the) solution (to the state’s 
financial problems) isn’t additional 
revenue or to tell towns to cut back 
when the state doesn’t,” said Select¬ 
man Robert Deering. 

‘‘Our state senator and state rep¬ 
resentative are reluctant to come 
before us to talk about (Sullivan’s 
proposal). I think it’s kind of appall¬ 
ing,” said Deering. 

‘‘I think it is incredible our own 
legislators are having trouble com¬ 


ing before this board to talk about 
it,” agreed Selectman Chairman 
Thomas Schmitt. 

Casey, contacted by telephone on 
Tuesday, said the town’s resolution 
has been filed, and that he is willing 
to meet with selectmen to discuss 
the legislation. He said he was sur¬ 
prised to hear selectmen had a prob¬ 
lem with the meeting date, which 
has been set for June 19. 

‘‘As I told (selectmen) before. I’m 
at their disposal,” said Casey. He 
noted that his office received a 
request on June 9 to meet with 
selectmen to discuss Sullivan’s 
motion. The meeting was set for 
June 19, said Casey. 

As for Sullivan’s motion, Casey 
said, ‘‘I think it’s innovative. It has 
many wrinkles that have to be 
ironed out, but I think John’s doing 
the right thing.” 

Casey said the resolution was orig¬ 
inally filed incorrectly as a Home 
Rule bill. Home Rule bills are only 
those which affect a particular town. 
Because the resolution would have 
state-wide impact, Casey said it 
must go before the Joint Rules Com¬ 
mittee and receive two-thirds 
approval in that committee to be 
debated on the House floor. 

‘‘I don’t know why I’ve been 
scorned,” said Casey. “This 
instance just doesn’t seem justi¬ 
fied.” Casey noted that he holds 
office hours in Town Hall every 
other Friday. Albano also holds 
hours one Friday per month. “Why 
didn’t they just come down and ask 
us?” asked Casey.

Teachers, administrators disagree on WHS air quality 


First floor officials say its fine, but third floor teachers believe it causes headaches, nausea and health problems

Winchester High School’s third 
floor teachers and first floor officials 
have conflicting views about the 
building’s air quality problem. 

‘‘If we had a problem, it is resol¬ 
ved,” said school nurse Kay Sulli¬ 
van, who works in the main office on 
the first floor. “I can usually tell 
when kids have real headaches or 
convenient headaches, and I see no 
real problems.” 

Math department teachers on the 
third floor, however, said they feel 
the poor quality of the air on their 
floor has been a problem since the 
opening of the school. The teachers, 
who asked not to be identified, 
agreed that they have been ‘‘tre-

The Reverend David Purdy has 
raised a family and nurtured a 
congregation during his 11 years 
of service at the Crawford 
Memorial United Methodist 
Church. 

But at the end of the month, 
Purdy will leave his home and 
head toward his new congrega¬ 
tion in Sudbury — with a heavy 
heart and a few real concerns 
about the future of Winchester. 

Foremost in Purdy’s mind are 
the problems that plague the 
town — the lack of affordable 
housing, the lessening resources 
for youths — and what Purdy 
calls ‘‘the privatization of 
Winchester.” 

‘‘Some people are sensitive to 
the issues of affordable housing, 
but some aren’t,” said Purdy in a 
recent interview. And Purdy says 
the people who are fighting 
affordable housing, however sub¬ 
tly, are creating problems for the 
town. 

Purdy also says the town’s 
youth resources have begun to 
dry up. ‘‘People just don’t want to 
pay,” and don’t consider ‘‘the 
cost of not taking care of kids 
right now,” he said. 

Purdy says the town must pro¬ 
vide help for kids in the form of 
counselors, support groups and 
adult interaction. The closing of 
swimming facilities in Winches¬ 
ter is just another cut to youth 
recreation options, says Purdy. 

‘‘What are kids going to do?” 
asks Purdy, “... cutting corners 
on kids ... what is the price?” 

Recent programs such as the 
Rock for Aids concert, communi¬ 
ty youth groups and social and 
emotional support systems give 
Purdy hope. But he adds, ‘‘We 
need more support for those prog¬ 
rams and it takes money.” 

Adding funds to save the Youth 
Center in recent budget negotia¬ 
tions at Spring Town Meeting was 
a show of “the strength of the 


began to realize there was a 
problem. 

‘‘The air in the small third floor 
classrooms is such that my students 
get headaches and have trouble con¬ 
centrating.

Tennis, swimming, even child¬ 
ren’s theatre, although excellent 
programs, said Purdy, are along 
the lines of the “pay to play” 
philosophy. 

“Ultimately this is going to 
hurt this town,” says Purdy. 

Purdy says he has spoken to 
several young families who are 
“worried” about their decision to 
move to Winchester because of 
its privatization aspect. 

But Purdy looks back on his 
experience with a smile and 
many fond memories. “On the 
whole, it’s been a wonderful 
experience,” said Purdy. 

He’s been active in the Inter¬ 
faith Council, was vice president 
of A Belter Chance (ABC) house, 
a member of Parent-to-Parent, 
the social-emotional needs task 
force at the high school, the Inter¬ 
faith Housing Council, which has 
helped expand housing opportuni¬ 
ties in town. 

Purdy stresses that although

Purdy will now be moving on to 
a congregation in Sudbury, as 
dictated by the bishop of the area 
as part of the system of placing 
ministers. 

When asked by tiie new 
Winchester minister Jeiome Del 
Pino, who is black, v'hat the 
response to his race wculd be in 
Winchester, Purdy says he had 
mixed emotions. 

“My immediate reaction was a 
positive one, but with further 
thought... there are problems,” 
said Purdy.

Winchester salutes Larocco 
as the principal steps down

As Vincent Larocco leaves the 
harried world of detentions, budget¬ 
ary problems and a whirlwind of 
student activities, he is looking for¬ 
ward to retirement. 

Friends, students, teachers and 
administrators gathered June 11 to 
honor retiring principal Vincent 
Larocco at a reception at the Town 
Hall. 

Larocco, who has served the 
Winchester school system for 23 
years, retires this year as principal 
' of Winchester High School (WHS). 

In September of 1966, Larocco 
came to the high school as a history 
teacher. In the years that followed, 
he served in several capacities, 
including guidance counselor and 
assistant principal. In December, 
1971, Larocco was appointed princi¬ 
pal of Winchester High School, a job 
he’s held ever since. 

Larocco chose education as a 
career because, he said, "Originally 
1 wanted to coach athletics, and 
teaching seemed like the way to go 
about it. Also, I really enjoyed kids.’’ 

When asked what he considers the 
difference between kids 20 years 
ago, and kids today, Larocco said 
with a smile, “That’s a question 
everyone asks, but I don’t see kids as 
having changed that much really. I 
guess they think more for them¬ 
selves today, but as far as their 
goals, what they want out of 
life ... That’s pretty much the same. 

“The school (WHS) is highly com¬ 
petitive: sometimes I think too 
much so. I wish it were a little more 
relaxed. I’ve seen too many kids get 
hurt by the competition. They’re 
under a lot of pressure to succeed,’’ 
he added, 

According to Larocco, his role as 
principal has been rewarding, but 
equally demanding. The challenges 


and problems a high school principal 
faces are not easy ones, and they are 
constantly changing, Larocco said. 

“I can remember, in the ’70s, the 
tremendous unrest at the high school 
level. A lot of ideals went totally 
awry. The 18-year-old drinking law, 
which so many people believed in, 
turned out to be a big fiasco. There 
was a tremendous drug problem,’’ 
he said. 

“And these problems carry over 
into today. Drug abuse continues to 
exist. Proposition 2>/ij, the ventila¬ 
tion system ... all issues a principal 
faces, and must ultimately 
address,’’ said Larocco. 

When asked what he considered 
the ideal principal to be like, Laroc¬ 
co was hesitant. “I think that’s real¬ 
ly a tough question to answer. I think 
the one thing essential not only to a 
principal, but to anyone in educa¬ 
tion, is that you’ve got to like kids. If 
you don’t like kids, you’re in the 
wrong field,’’ he said. 

Larocco considers the teaching 
staff at WHS “outstanding. I think 
the students are really lucky. 
They’ve got a lot of exciting, energe¬ 
tic teachers in Winchester.’’ 

Teachers are equally complimen¬ 
tary of Larocco, both as a principal 
and as a person. Physical Education 
department chair Jan Dolan, told of 
a comic strip she’d read as a child in 
which the letters “pal” in the word 
“principal” were underlined. 

“I’ve come to think of Vin as a 
‘pal,’ the guy who’s always been 
there when I’ve needed him. He’s 
been an inspiration, a support, and I 
shall always think of him as my pal, 
a true friend,” she said. 

High school students also praised 
Larocco. Graduating senior Joanna 
Alexander commented, “I’ve had a 
wonderful four years at Winchester 
High School, and I credit them to 
Mr. Larocco and the way he ran the 


school. He cared about student con¬ 
cerns, and was accessible. I think 
most people considered him not only 
the principal, but a friend.” 

Larocco said that his work as an 
educator and administrator has 
taught him a great deal. He cites the 
realization that things aren’t always 
under his exclusive control as one 
such lesson. 

“You learn that compromise is 
important. It’s not always my way, 
it’s not always your way; there is a 
middle ground. Unfortunately, I 
think we’ve become more of a socie¬ 
ty where compromise is being lost, 
where people feel they have all the 
answers,” he said. “If there’s any¬ 
thing education is supposed to do, 
it’s to teach you the things you don’t 
know. You realize early on that you 
have to work with people, not 
against them.” 

Larocco said that he hoped after 
he leaves, “Winchester will stay 
involved with the school system. I 
hope people will not only see the 
aspects of the schools that are lack¬ 
ing, but will appreciate what we 
have, for a change. We can’t afford 
to ignore the good things about 
Winchester High School, to let them 
slip through our fingers, because it 
is something special that we’ve 
got.” 

Larocco’s plans for the future are 
still undecided. “I won’t want for 
things to do. There’s going to be 
more things to do than I’m going to 
have time for,” he said. 

Whatever his future, Larocco 
looks forward to it. He said he will 
miss the high school, maybe even as 
much as the students of the high 
school will miss him. Vincent Laroc¬ 
co, however, resolves not to look 
back. Instead, he sets his sights on 
what is yet to come. “I’m excited,” 
Larocco said. “There’s still a lot of 
learning to do.”

Reading unites the generations

Kaeh Wednesday aflernoon, a 
dozen or so fifth-graders from Mur- 
aco Elementary School stream into 
the halls of the Aherjona Nursing 
Home — books, magazines and 
newspapers in tow. 

Their arrival triggers a chain 
reaction of warm greetings and anx¬ 
ious scurrying, as residents and stu¬ 
dents pair up and head off to their 
favorite reading nook. 

Developed by Aberjona Activities 
Director Lorraine Utley, the Muraco 
reading program started in fall of 
1988 when Utley asked principals of 
the local elementary schools if they 
would like to participate in activities 
with the elderly residents. 

Jan Serieka, a fifth-grade teacher 
at Muraco Elementary School, 
jumped at the chance for three rea¬ 
sons. she says. Her students not only 
get a chance to practice their oral 
reading skills, they are also learning 
more about the elderly and can con¬ 
tribute something back to the com¬ 
munity which sponsors their 
education. 


Weeks of review on the back¬ 
grounds, potential illnesses and 
characteristics of the elderly pre¬ 
faced the first outing to the nursing 
home and gave the students the 


tie.” .said resident Sally Swets about 
her good friend, fifth-grader Nicole 
Levesque.

insight to deal with what can some¬ 
times be a difficult atmosphere for a 
youngster.

out the program. Kids who enjoyed 
the expedition stuck with it. and 
Serieka says some children head 
over to the Aberjona even when it’s 
school vacation week — just to visit 
their new friends. 

Fifth-grader Julia Kimball says 
visiting the elderly gives her a good 
feeling. “It makes (the residents) 
feel less lonely,” she adds. 

Amy Lerman agrees that the feel¬ 
ing between residents and students 
is mutual. “It’s fun to make friends 
and when we come in everyone says 
‘hi’ to us,” she says. 


(Massmale Luke Corby says the 
program just “makes you feel 
good.” 

Serieka encourages the students to 
l ead materials that will interest the 
residents and are manageable for 
the students’ reading level. A bio¬ 
graphy of President George Bush for 
example, is formatted as a high- 
interest, low-reading level book — 
which is just right for resident and 
student. 

Once the pairs gel teamed up 
however, reading material can be 
anything the two decide on. Utley 
notes that many of the groups enjoy 
poems, short stories and newspaper 
articles — even letters and cards 
from residents’ families. 

Utley says the program’s benefits 
are two fold. The afterschool ses¬ 
sions often provide “an absentee 
grandparent” for the students as 
well as providing someone to talk to 
for the residents. 

Utley says residents look forward 
to the students’ arrival, often saving 
snacks for the two to share during 
reading time. 

Usually the same group of resi¬ 
dents and students take part in the 
program, although the participants 
sometimes fluctuate in number.

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Job Bank has jobs for the summer 

Merchants and employers using service will |)ay a lee stal ling on July 1

Kor Winchester young people, 
summer is the time to hit the heach. 
cruise to the Cape or relax in the 
sun. Summer can also he a lime to 
pick up some extra cash hy cleaning 
houses, taking out tnish or answer¬ 
ing phones. 

But for adolescents, finding a .sum¬ 
mer job doesn’t have to mean hitting 
the pavement — just as getting sum¬ 
mer help doesn’t have to mean a 
employers spending a small fortune. 

To help kids and local businesses 
connect, the ,Iob Bank was deve¬ 
loped six years ago by then Recrea¬ 
tion Department Director Ken Cere- 
ghino. Under the guidance of 
Winchester resident Karen Buckley, 
former Job Bank coordinator, the 
program gained momentum and 
now places almost (50 students a 
month in jobs over the summer. 


Community Services Administra 
tor Jack Monleith currently over¬ 
sees the program and says right 
now. the job openings outnumber the 
young people available to fill them. 

Babysitting, yardwork, reception¬ 
ist work, paint jobs, warehouse 
work, stocking positions, office 
work, telemarketing, restaurant 
jobs, hou.secleaning. data entry and 
many other odd jobs all wail to be 
filled. 

The process begins with a sit-down 
session between Job Bank personnel 
and the student. “The kids fill out a 
form and then we get to know and 
realize what their capabilities are.” 
said Monteith. 

Students then have a chance to 
learn about jobs that might interest 
them and are within their abilities. 

“We guide them through the pro¬ 
cess instead of just giving them the 
list of jobs. We go through it with 


them.” says Monteith. 

Businesses and residents that 
have available jobs are also 
required to fill out a form. Residents 
with small jobs are required to pro¬ 
vide references that are checked for 
legitimacy to insure the safely of the 
student. 

Monteith added however, that 
beginning July 1, the Job Bank will 
institute a small annual fee for mer¬ 
chants and residents looking for stu¬ 
dent help. Monteith says the fee was 
the most realistic way to cut the 
costs of the program and e.ssentially 
show the town that the program can 
work toward supporting itself. 

“We find that many local busines¬ 
ses come to the Job Bank when 
looking for help.” says Monteith. 

And for those students who are 
looking for employment a little off 
the beaten path, Monteith says a few 
positions have come through the Job 


Bank that are certainly not run-ot- 
the-rnill. 

One woman, Monleith said, was 
looking for two high school girls to 
leach her 10-year-old daughter and 
her friends to dance at a birthday 
party. The two high school girls who 
landed the job had so much fun, 
Monleith said, they lined up other 
children’s birthday parties to make 
u.se of their newfound talents. 

Follow-up, too, is an important 
part of the process. After the student 
has been with the job about a week, 
the Job Bank sends out an evalua¬ 
tion form to employee and employer 
to check progress. 

The Job Bank is currently open to 
Winchester students age 12 to 21 
during the summer, ages 12 to 18 
during the school year. The program 
is located at McCall Junior High 
School in the Youth Center room.

Safety Officer Kevin Mawn and 
Town Engineer Jake Ciarcia said in 
their report that, “Generally speak¬ 
ing, it doesn’t appear that the prob¬ 
lems associated with the bridge clos¬ 
ing are major safety problems, but 
are more of an inconvenience and a 
nuisance.” 

Vine Street runs from the Congre¬ 
gational Church to Main Street near 
Fells Hardware store. 

Mawn and Ciarcia said cars 
parked in restricted areas as well as 
in legal spaces were causing prob¬ 
lems during the temporary detour. 
“Vehicles traveling on Vine Street, 
because of parked cars, have a ten¬ 
dency to cut the corners sharply and 
therefore end up on the wrong side of 
the road,” said the study. 

To address the problem, they 
recommended installing additional 
“no parking” signs in the area near 
the bridge and along Vine Street. In 
addition, they suggested a dividing 
line be painted on Vine Street to keep 
traffic on the right side of the road. 

At the board’s June 12 meeting, 
O’Leary said that he would like to 
have an update on the Vine Street 
issue in two weeks. “If the signs 
don’t work, I think we should seri¬ 
ously consider making it one-way,” 
said O’Leary. Selectmen agreed the 
issue should be discussed again at 
their June 26 meeting. 

According to the report by Ciarcia 
and Mawn, a traffic count was taken 
on June 8 between 8 a.m. and 6 p.m.

It’s time to start 
pulling together 

TO THE EDITOR: 

We have just begun — the school 
budget was examined in the floor of 
Town Meeting as it never has been 
before. These are the paraphrased 
words of P. Schleicher (in a recent 
Letter to the Editor) in yet another 
round of self-congratulatory letters 
that appear in our local papers after 
particularly difficult Town 
Meetings. 

These letters from the Winchester 
Taxpayers’ Association (P. 
Schleicher, A. Matarese, L. Verrec- 
chia, M. Sara CO, B. MeSweeney, et. 
al) have appeared with impre.ssive 
regularity over the past two years; 
and in my opinion, these letters have 
persuaded We the People of 
Winchester to defeat overwhelming¬ 
ly the override. (It was really a debt 
exclusion.) 

We the People of Winchester have 
collectively spoken, forged unprece¬ 
dented budget cuts (except in war¬ 
time), and we feel proud about it. We 
have just begun — it has a ring to it 
of a presidential speech, or kinder 
times of Camelot and JFK. 

We have just begun. What a nice 
thought to begin our summer. 
Fourth of July celebrations and a 
renewed interest in democracy. But 
first let us look a little deeper at 
what really happened in the Spring 
Annual Town Meeting where a chill¬ 
ing debate took place on the floor of 
the 'I'own Meeting — especially dur¬ 
ing the school budget, but also dur¬ 
ing the fire protection and police 
portions of the fiscal year 195)0 
budgets. 

Let us look a I the “facts" as I see 
them from my seat in the represen¬ 
tative a.ssembly of 15)2 interested 
Winchester citizens w'ho come 
together for the purpose of arriving 
at (he deliberate sen.se of communi¬ 
ty or the Town Meeting as we call it; 
(he central ritual of New England 
politics. 

The Winchester Taxpayers’ Asso¬ 
ciation. a group of Winchester citi¬ 
zens and 'Pown Meeting members, 
have participated vigorously in Ihe 


debates that occur on the floor of 
Town Meeting during that period 
that 192 interested and elected rep¬ 
resentatives try to come to a sense of 
the meeting and vote in ways that 
are just and fair to the citizens of 
Winchester. 

The “facts" as I see them are the 
following. The Winchester Taxpay¬ 
ers’ Association, through elected 
Town Meeting members who also 
happen to be members of a group 
that espouses the value of limited 
taxation, were able to affect majori¬ 
ty votes or at least unexpectantly 
close votes in several key votes of 
this year’s Town Meeting. This 
group of citizens also congratulated 
itself about the debate on the school 
budget as it has never been done 
before. They are correct. This is the 
11th budget that I have voted on as a 
Town Meeting member and this 
group of concerned citizens did go to 
a lot of effort during the Town Meet¬ 
ing to present eight separate amend¬ 
ments to the education budget. So 
what is the problem? The problem is 
that the proposed amendments were 
presented to Town Meeting mem¬ 
bers without any written material, 
with misleading numbers and, with 
the exception of speaking out at 
public hearings leading up to Town 
Meeting, these elected representa¬ 
tives of We the People of Winchester 
decided to circumvent normal com¬ 
mittee and board review and go 
straight with their concerns to the 
Town Meeting itself truly in a way 
that 1 have never seen it done before. 

The Town Meeting eventually 
came to a consensus on the very 
grave questions we were pondering 
on matters of budget cuts that affect 
public safety. But the damage had 
already been done in March when 
the voters decisively in a show of 
direct democracy defeated the 
override. Without benefit of 
deDaie We the People ol Winchester 
decided in private thought, talking 
with friends or in the voting booth 
itself to deliver a bottomline figure 
to the Town Meeting. This herculean 
effort of less than three weeks of 
“thinking about" the selectmen’s 
decision to finally put a question to 
We the People on the ballot cast the 
die so to speak for Town Meeting to 
cut up the money. And we did a lot of 
fighting before we did it. The Town 
Meeting as a body suffered with the 
problem of majority factions. One 
could argue that our decisive March 
vote on the override represents a 
worrisome majority faction among 
us. certainly a large subject for 
another day. 

In light of recent tragedy of two 
untimely deaths in Winchester that 
have touched me personally through 
my kindergarten son, please allow 
me the .sentimentality of closing (he 
letter with a plea for all Winchester 
citizens to become involved and sup¬ 
port and value our decision-makers 
and our town employees who have 
served us well through the years, 
and provide for their safety. Our 
.school community is badly shaken 
by the.se deaths, but also has been 
fatigued by the ijrolracted budget 
proce.ss this year and entered this 
tragedy tired. Let us begin to heal 
ourselves after our loss. To be peo¬ 
ple first, spend time with our fami¬ 
lies and value democracy, as we 
witness the events in Beijing. Our 
finest statement of purpose for (own 
government can be found in the 
Preamble of our (’onstitulion. Read 
it lo children on the Fourth of July. 
On July 4. 177(1 Benjamin Franklin at 
Ihe signing of our Declaration of 


Independence said, “We must all 
hang together, or assuredly we shall 
all hang separately." And 2(X) years 
ago Dr. Franklin also said “Our 
constitution is in actual operation; 
everything appears to promise that 
it will last; but in this world nothing 
is certain but death and taxes."

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Air analysis due on June 27 Selectmen blast legislators 

for ‘ignoring’ TM article

(cm and overall ventilation of the 
building have been a major concern 
at the high school for the last five 
years. 

Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Charles Mitsakos Informed the corn- 
; mittee at its June 13 meeting that 
: “airborne biological samples” such 
as mold and fungi, have been taken 
and sent to the University of Michi¬ 
gan for analysis. In addition. Mitsa¬ 
kos said ventilation checks were 
performed throughout the building 
to check levels of carbon dioxide and 
formaldehyde. 

Dr. John McCarthy, a certified 


industrial hygenist and principal at 
the Environmental Health and Engi¬ 
neering, has been conducting the 
research and will personally present 
the findings at the June 27 meeting, 
added Mitsakos. 

Mitsakos noted that McCarthy has 
been given access to all former 
reports prepared by the state 
department of public health and 
reports prepared by the high school 
custodial staff. 

Mitsakos also said that since the 
chillers, or cooling devices are now 
in full swing, students and teachers 
are feeling much more comfortable 
In the building. 


Loop parcels to be sol(d

The remaining unsold parcels 
of the Woburn Loop land are now 
awaiting purchase and develop¬ 
ment by abutting landowners. 

The Woburn Loop subcommit¬ 
tee hopes to move that process 
along following a recent decision 
to section off the remaining land 
into three parts and consider 
each as a separate proposal. 

The Woburn Loop is a 10-acre 
stretch of former railbed running 
from Hill Street to Cross Street, 
80 feet in width. The land wa^f 
acquired by Winchester in 1984 
from the MBTA. Two major par¬ 
cels of the loop were sold to 
developers Richard Russo and 
the Russell Hill Group, and the 
deals closed at the last Spring 
Town Meeting. 

Woburn Loop Committee 
Chairman Robert Deering prop¬ 
osed the sectioning, which would 
slice off north Cross Street to 
Swanton Street, to Hill Street and 
Swanton Street to Skillings Road. 

Dispensing of these smaller 


portions of the loop is the last leg 
in the five-year process. 

The Planning Board, which has 
been instrumental in loop discus¬ 
sions, presented a preliminary 
plan for the rezoning of the 
remaining portions of land to util¬ 
ize the parcels to their fullest. 

“We don’t want to create a 
strip,” said Deering, “(Main 
Street) could be for multi-use, a 
mixture of commercial and 
residential.” 

“Each (lot) must be evaluated 
individually (for zoning condi 
tions,)” said Town Engineer 
John Ciarcia. 

The new zoning plan would cor- 
rect the existing non- 
conformance by some existing 
homes on Main Street. 

The Lynch family property on 
Main Street for example, is pre¬ 
sently situated in two different 
zoning districts. 

Letters will be sent to all abut¬ 
ters informing them of an infor¬ 
mational meeting to be held June 
29 with the Woburn Loop subcom¬ 
mittee. Abutters will be asked to 
inform the board of their specific 
plans after purchase. 


The school nurse, said Mitsakos. 
had reported that after a flurry of 
headaches and nausea in May, 
“things seem to be fine.” 

Also, a new schedule of changeov 
er has been established by the 
Department of Public Works (DPW) 
to be used in the future. The cooling- 
to-heating changeover will take 
place during the Columbus Day 
weekend and the heating and cooling 
changeover take place during the 
April vacation. The earlier 
changeovers will effect a more com 
fortable atmosphere within the 
building. 

Mitsakos also said custodians 
have been assigned to check the 
cooling towers on the roof, adjust 
and change belts and filters in the 
ventilation system and fix fans over 
the summer and throughout the 
year. 

School Committee members also 
opted to invite representatives from 
the Board of Health and the DPW to 
help review the data at the upcom¬ 
ing meeting. 

“We won’t relax on this even 
though the coolers are now working. 
We will resolve the problem once 
and for all,” said School Committee 
Chairman Edward O’Connell.

Albano said he received a letter 
around the third week of May asking 
him to meet with selectmen to dis¬ 
cuss the state’s financial situation. 
He said no definite time was set for 
that meeting. Albano said while he 
was preparing a letter to inform 
selectmen he would be willing to 
meet with them, another letter was 
received by Casey requesting a 
meeting to discuss strategy on Sulli¬ 
van’s proposal. 

“They never asked me to come to 
any specific meeting,” said Albano. 
He added that selectmens’ allega¬ 
tions he is avoiding the issue “is a lot 
of poppycock and I don’t understand 
where they’re coming from.” 

Albano pointed out that the Senate 
has been in session most Monday 
nights discussing the budget. 

“It’s one thing to take someone 


over the coals legitimately .. but I 
don’t think this was legitimate.” 
said Albano. 

Mass. Municipal Assoc iation 

Cheimets said the MM A is a pro¬ 
fessional organization made up of 
the state’s .3.S1 communities. The 
MMA provides cities and towns with 
both legislative and educational 
agendas. 

Cheimets said the MMA provides 
cities and towns with expertise and 
educational forums which might not 
otherwise be available. On the legi¬ 
slative side, the MMA provides the 
many cities and towns an opportuni¬ 
ty to speak with one voice. 

“What cannot be ignored is a large 
group speaking with a similar 
voice,” said Cheimets of the group’s 
efforts on Beacon Hill. 

However, selectmen voiced 


frustration about state government, 
to (’helmets. 

Selectman William O’Leary said' 
the state is not hearing the message 
from cities and towns across the 
state who want more cuts to be 
made, not an increase in taxes. 

“We as a board have been living 
with (Proposition) 2uand mana¬ 
ging ... and I think managing pretty 
well,” said Schmitt. “Proposition 
2>^ has to do with credibility ... The 
fact is it has worked. 

“If the legislature does not deal 
with this (state fiscal problem) in 
some defined cost containment 
approach ... I think some frustrated 
taxpayers’ group will do it for 
them,” said Schmitt. 

“We are totally frustrated by what 
we see going on on the (Beacon) 
Hill.” he added. 


Debate fanned by air quality

The gathering of samples and 
information for carbon dioxide 
levels, air exchange rates and 
microbiological components of the 
air conducted by EHE began June 7 
due to complaints of nausea and 
headaches from both teachers and 
students. But many teachers in the 
math department do not feel that 
these tests can address many of the 
air problems. 

One teacher explained that the 
exhaust from engines that run 
beneath the math department at the 
“loading dock” with refrigerated 
meat units makes up part of their air 
intake. “The Board of Health has 
told them to shut the engines off, but 
they want them on. At 4 (p.m.) they 
begin incinerating. The cafeteria 
still uses styrofoam for soups, salads 
and various items, which is a carci- 
nogen with cumulative 
effects.’’(Rich Conway) 


Conway said he feels the only way 
to resolve the on-going problern may 
be a new design for the building. 
Other problems that will not be 
addressed by the current testing 
which may affect air quality are the 
overcrowding of classrooms and the 
deterioration of carpets, according 
to Conway. 

After complaints of discomfort 
last year, the school’s air condition¬ 
ing chillers were repaired. Com¬ 
plaints continued, and the air was 
tested in April, 1988. Air tests from 
previous years had indicated safe 
standards, but the April tests found 
the air to be a health hazard. 

“The school was quick to send 
notes to parents telling them that the 
air did not pose a health hazard,” a 
teacher on the third floor said. “But 
when in fact consultants from the 
state said the air posed a hazard, 
parents were not informed. I feel it 
is the administration’s obligation to 


let parents know all the facts.” 

Teachers agreed that the air in the 
math department tends to be war¬ 
mer than air in other parts of the 
building, and the teachers said they 
feel that this may have diverted 
efforts away from the real problem. 
The last tests were conducted at a 
time when air conditioning problems 
are common, because the system 
was shifting from warm to cool air. 
But the math teachers are “con¬ 
cerned not with heat and cold, but 
with the quality of the air.” 

High school teachers who have 
dealt with uncomfortable working 
conditions throughout the last 
decade and who are concerned about 
the long-term effects want their 
complaints heeded by the school 
administration and state health offi¬ 
cials. They hope that at the next 
School Committee meeting the EHE 
will suggest that the town invest in 
windows for the third floor that can 
be opened.

MFA features classical bronzes 


Seventy-four Greek, Etruscan, 
and Roman bronze statuettes are on 
view through July 9 at the Museum 
of Fine Arts Boston in the special 
exhibition “The Gods Delight: The 
Human Figure in Classical Bronze.” 

John Herrmann, associate curator 
of classical art at the Boston 
Museum, notes, “Small human fig¬ 
ures cast in bronze are among the 
ancient world’s most beautiful and 
charming creations. Each figure in 
this exhibition is a fine example of 
classical imagination, design or 
craftsmanship. Together they con¬ 
vey a fresh, immediate understand¬ 
ing of the high aesthetic standards 
and original achievements of classi¬ 
cal artists.” 

Man was for the Greeks “the 
measure of all things” and a subject 
of endless fascination. As even the 
gods were believed to have human 
form and foibles, many figures in 
the exhibition can be interpreted as 
mortals or as gods in human bodies. 
They range in date from the 8th 
century BC to the 4th century AD. 
Thirty-one are Greek, 20 are Etrus¬ 
can, and 33 are Roman. The objects 
are memorable and eloquent 
images, testifying to the classical 
world’s efforts to grasp the human 
form, spirit, and experience, and 
through it to make contact with the 
divine realm. 

By far most Greek bronze statuet¬ 
tes from about 800 BC until the end 
of the 5th century BC were cast for 
use as votive gifts and placed in 
sanctuaries consecrated to particu¬ 
lar gods as enduring reminders of 
the donor’s piety. Such offerings

reflect the Greeks’ notion of their 
gods as human-like beings, who 
loved costly, beautiful gifts. The 
votive pattern persisted throughout 
classical times, but small bronze 
figures were also used as decorative 
objects on incense burners, as target 
holders for marksmen’s games at 
drinking parties, as chariot fittings, 
vessel and mirror handles, and table 
centerpieces. 

All Etruscan works in the exhibi¬ 
tion were made from the 6th to 2nd 
centuries BC. The heartland of the 
ancient civilization of Etruria is 
roughly comparable to central Italy, 
or northern Latium and Tuscany, 
which takes its name from the 
Etruscans. Like their contemporary 
Greek counterparts, freestanding 
human bronze statuettes made at 
Etruscan and Italic centers were 
largely gifts to the Etruscan gods. 
These bronze statuetts greatly 
influenced those of the Romans, who 
conquered the Etruscans and 
absorbed much of their culture, as 
well as the culture of the Greeks. 

As Rome in the 2nd century BC 
increased its political dominion over 
Greece and Greek colonies in South 
Italy, the leading Roman families 
became intensely Hellenized. 
Roman conoisseurs, perhaps the 
first true collectors of classical 
bronzes, prized such statuettes as 
valuable works of art and filled their 
homes and gardens with them. 
Because Roman patrons hired 
Greek artists, or commissioned 
Roman artists to produce art in the 
Greek style, it is often impossible to 
distinguish between Greek and

Roman art from about 200 BC to AD 
100, a period for which the term 
Greco-Roman is often used. 

All bronzes in the exhibition were 
cast by the lost-wax method. The 
artist created his original in wax, 
molded clay around it, melted out 
the wax, and then filled the hollow 
with molten bronze. 

The Greek artist challenged him¬ 
self to represent the human form, to 
represent it in space, then freely 
moving through space. Reconstruct¬ 
ing the sequence of representations, 
art historians begin with the near¬ 
abstract figures of the Geometric 
period, here represented by the 
gylph-like Seated Man (750-700 BC). 

The conquests of Alexander the 
Great in the 4th century BC spread 
Hellenic culture, language, and art, 
embracing and mixing cultures and 
influences over the vast area which 
became the Hellenistic world. Helle¬ 
nistic artists took a particular inter¬ 
est in accurately representing 
bodies in complex, active, and 
expressive poses or varied physical 
and psychological states, in the 
female figure, and in material sur¬ 
faces and textures. The famous 
“Baker Dancer” (250-175 BC) is 
composed of axes, volumes, and 
planes that make her figure interest¬ 
ing from any angle. She is the 
essence of the Hellenistic imagina¬ 
tion, a veiled woman who in her soft, 
swirling garments radiates the sen¬ 
sual mystery of the dance and the 
dancer. 

Late Hellenistic interest in psy¬ 
chological states and in individual 
portraiture is illustrated by several

masterpieces. Twin figures of the 
woodland god Pan, shaggy-legged 
and powerfully muscled, perfectly 
express Pan’s free and primitive 
spirit. In contrast, the Metropolitan 
Museum’s philosopher stands solid 
and concentrated, an image of spe¬ 
cific portraiture and intellectual 
contemplation unparalleled in the 
exhibition. 

The production of fine bronze 
figures seems to have declined in 
both quality and quantity after the 
Julio-Claudian period (AD 14-68). In 
the embattled and eventually Christ¬ 
ian world of the late Roman empire, 
the votive statuette no longer played 
a significant role. Re-dedicated ear¬ 
lier pieces might fulfill the shrinking 
demand. Inspite of emerging Christ¬ 
ian traditions of bronzeworking, the 
history of the classical bronze sta¬ 
tuette essentially ends at that point, 
to be revived many centuries later 
in the rediscovery of the classical 
world that we call the Renaissance. 

The Gods Delight: The Human 
Figure in Classical Bronze was ori¬ 
ginated by the Cleveland Museum of 
Art. The Museum is open Tuesday 
through Sunday from 10 a.m.

Speech given by Vincent E. Larocco, 
Principal 

Today is an interesting paradox as 
it is the ending of the old, the begin¬ 
nings of something new.

I wish I had listened more 
and spoken less. I would have 
learned to love life for itself; to live 
each day treating others as I 
expected to be treated. 

•While it is important at times to 
take things seriously, it is equally 
important that we not take ourselves

Bill would limit 
unsolicited ads 
to phone and fax 

Tired of unsolicited ads pouring 
out of your facsimile machine? 
Tired of automatic dialing systems 
that tie up your phone or your 
answering machine with unwanted 
recorded messages? 

Rep. Edward J. Markey (D-Ma.), 
Chairman of the House Subcommit¬ 
tee on Telecommunications and 
Finance, will hold a legislative hear¬ 
ing on Wednesday, May 24, 1989 on 
three bills affecting telemarketing 
practices. 

The subcommittee will address 
proposed restrictions on the use of 
automatic dialing recorded message 
players (ADRMPs) and telephone 
facsimile machines for unsolicited 
advertising. 


II.R. 828. introduced by Rep. Bar¬ 
ney Frank (D-Ma.), and H R. 2i:n, 
introduced by Rep. Margo Roukema 
(R-NJ), would each amend the Com¬ 
munications Act of 19.34 to place 
restrictions on the use of automatic 
dialing devices. 

Legislatures in at least 2.3 states 
have enacted or have introduced 
legislation to restrict or totally ban 
the use of ADRMPs. These states 
include California, Connecticut, Illi- 
nos, Indiana, Maine, Maryland, 
Massachusetts, Minnesota, Missis¬ 
sippi, Missouri, Nebraska, Nevada, 
New Hampshire, New Jersey, New 
Mexico, Ohio, Oregon, Pennsylva¬ 
nia, Rhode Island. South Dakota, 
Tennessee, Texas and Utah. 

H.R. 2184, introduced by Chair¬ 
man Markey, would amend the 
Communications Act to prohibit cer¬ 
tain practices involving the use of 
telephone fascimile machines. 

Connecticut recently became the 
first state to enact a law banning the 
use of Fax machines for unsolicited 
advertising. Similar bills are cur¬ 
rently pending in the legislatures of 
16 other states.

BIODEGRADABLE DIAPERS 

Disposable diapers have never been an item 
carried in health food stores; in part because 
of the environmental impact and in part 
because of the chemicals used in the 
diapers. 

All the various brands of disposable diapers 
on the market today use a water soluble 
polymer made by the chemical companies to 
absorb moisture and keep the baby dry. 
Because diapers are not regulated by the 
FDA there is no requirement to list the ingre¬ 
dients or to put any caution or warning labels 
needed on the package. 

First, these diapers take up to 500 years to 
break down in the environment and last year 
approximately 16 billion of these diapers 
were used. The water soluble polymers ab¬ 
sorb 10X their weight in moisture so they ab¬ 
sorb the moisture produced by the baby and 
continue to leach water from the ground 
table after disposal. 

Secondly, there is no information on the long 
term side effect of exposure of the baby and 
the parents to water soluble polymers. Since 
a baby will spend about 20000 hours in 
diapers and their skin will be in constant con¬ 
tact with these diapers, parents should be 
aware of what they are putting on their baby 
It is assumed that when a baby gets a rash 
or other skin problems it is due to excessive 
wetness and what is needed is even greater 
drying chemicals. Perhaps this is not so. 
consider some of the cautions listed for 
those working with water soluble polymers: 

1) this powder Imay be irritating or allergenic 
to the respiratory tract. 2) avoid breathing the 
dust, 3) avoid contact with eyes and prolong¬ 
ed or repeated contact with your skin. Does 
anyone believe that mothers would use 
these substances willingly on their babies? 
Now there is a choice. Tfiere is a new 
disposable diaper on the market that is 
chemical free and biodegradable. The outer 
layer is made up of a vegetable oil and corn 
starch base that will break down in 2-4 years 
The inner layer is made of rayon, the 
moisture will soak through this layer 
Because this product does not have any dry¬ 
ing chemicals the baby must be changed 
more often This chemical free diaper costs 
a little Imore but is much safer for both you 
and the baby. It is available at Arlington

A loose bearing does not 
always knock It may merely 
have developed enough 
clearance to splash an ex¬ 
cessive amount of oil on the 
cylinder It could cause a 
loss in oil pressure. .Bear¬ 
ings are often cracked or 
scored in such a way that 
the condition is not 
discovered until they are 
removed. If bearings 
become loose enough they 
can cause low oil 
pressure . Or, if you wish to 
look at it conversely, low oil 
pressure can be a symptom 
of loose bearings And 
since low oil pressure 
prevents proper lubrication, 
loose bearings can cause in¬ 
effective lubrication .

Sullivan bill gets 
the cold shoulder 

Albano opposes it; Casey is unsure

Monday night’s tense meeting 
between selectmen and the town’s 
Beacon Hill delegation didn’t 
improve the chances of Moderator 
John Sullivan’s proposal to limit the 
growth in state spending to two per¬ 
cent ever seeing legislative debate. 
State Senator Sal Albano (D- 
Somcrville) strongly opposed the 
plan, while Rep. Paul Casey (D- 
Winchester) would not endorse the 
bill. 

“I can’t support the initiative,” 
said Albano, “It doesn’t make sense 
at this time ... It would dismantle 
the state,” said Albano. 

Casey told the board: “upon revi¬ 
sion, I may support i{,” adding that 
he was reluctant to give a “black or 
white answer” to selectmen on the 
bill he called a “grey” issue. 

Sullivan said he wants the motion 
to get debated “as soon as possible” 
but added that he fears, the motion 
“will die” in the Joint Rules 
Committee. 


But Albano said, “there is no way 
we could live under that cap if 
imposed on us at this time. We could 
exlude local aid but (he rest of the 
budget takes the hit.” 

Albano mentioned special prog¬ 
rams that would suffer and asked of 
local cities and towns would be will¬ 
ing to pick up such tabs. Sullivan 
argued that other exclusions could 
be added to the motion, the impor¬ 
tant step to be taken however, “is to 
get it debated.” He noted too, that 
programs fall between the cracks 
when they are not properly debated. 

When pressed on the issue by 
Selectmen Robert Deering, Casey 
called the legislation “intriguing” 
and agreed that it should be “argued 
at the House” but would not say if he 
would support it. Albano stood by his 
original assertion. 

Sullivan added that “We aren’t 
asking you to support it, we’re ask¬ 
ing you to build on it ... take the 
germ of the legislation and improve 
on it ... We’re asking to be heard, to 
get the bill on the floor and not get 
tanked in committee.” 


Albano argued however, that the 
only way to “meet fiscal prob¬ 
lems .. is new taxes ... Raising tax¬ 
es is the only way to raise revenue.” 

Albano noted that many people 
“don’t draw the connection between 
services and taxes.” 

He noted that with advanced tech¬ 
nology individuals with severe hand¬ 
icaps are living longer, and must be 
provided for in state programs. 

“What you’re telling me is you 
don’t need to provide that service 
anymore. ” said Albano, “You’re 
closing your eyes and it’s right here 
in your town (special programs.)” 

“Any idiot knows we need to raise 
taxes. We have a tremendous defi¬ 
cit. How do you propose we get out of 
that deficit?” said Albano. 

Selectmen Robert Deering asked 
why Albano was “afraid of (the bill) 
being debated?” 

“It might pass for all the wrong 
reasons.” replied the senator, 
adding that legislators might act 
“politically” and pass the bill “with-

Rock Avenue report 
is due in September 

Neighbors threaten further challenges

When the Board of Health meets in 
September to review a re¬ 
assessment of the landfill on Rock 
Avenue, neighbors and landowner 
Charles Ferrari may know once and 
for all if the site — which may 
contain hazardous chemicals — is 
safe for development. 

However, area residents organ¬ 
ized as the North End Task Force 
(NETF) have already indicated 
they may continue their battle for a 
more thorough analysis of the fill 
contained on the property. 

At Tuesday night’s Board of 
Health meeting, Task Force mem¬ 
bers expressed disatisfaction with 
their apparent exclusion from the 


site to monitor testing. They also 
questioned the objectivity of the 
state agency which may certify the 
test results. 

An environmental consulting firm 
already hired by F'errari, Hidell- 
Eyster Technical Services (H-E) 
will conduct additional tests of the 
property before September 13. Some 
specific additional tests were called 
for as part of a recent agreement 
between H-E and the town’s own 
environmental consultant, EA Engi¬ 
neering Science and Technology. 
The Board of Health will hold a 
meeting in September to review 
these testing results. 

H-E’s previous testing reports to 
the Board of Health revealed no 
dangerous amounts of hazardous 
material, but members of the task 


force petitioned the town to hire its 
own consultant to review the H-E 
reports and inspect the site. 

The town consultant found the 
tests by Ferrari’s consultant 
inadequate, because no borings 
assessed the groundwater and no 
samples underwent complete chemi¬ 
cal analysis and characterization. 
They also called for tests of soil 
vapor (surrounding air). 

The earlier tests by Farrari’s con¬ 
sultant detected high levels of hydro¬ 
carbons and the presence cyanide, 
chlorinated benzenes and dinitroto- 
lulene, although providing insuffi¬ 
cient evidence to judge health 
hazards. Citing these results, the 
task force wants the summer’s

“The opening ceremony was remi¬ 
niscent of the Olympics,” said 
Ambrose Elementary school teach¬ 
er Martha Whitney. “Music played 
while flags were brought in from 
each state, Mexico and Canada.” 

Coach Whitney and her sixth- 
grade team journeyed to Ann Arbor, 
Mich, to take place in an internation¬ 
al competition — the 1989 Interna¬ 
tional Future Problem-Solving 
Conference. 

Previous efforts of classmates and 
teachers helped the Future 
Problem-Solving Team win the 
“State Bowl” at Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology (MIT) in 
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visit Michigan 

Cambridge, where employment pro¬ 
vided the problem solving topic. 
First place honors meant the trip to 
Michigan to compete in the interna¬ 
tional conference from June 10 to 14. 

Future Problem-Solving Team 
members were: Sarah Stevens, Sar¬ 
ah Rotondol, Andrew Fuller, Mark 
Gallagher and alternate Yatsushi 
Katsumi. 

“We did practice problems and 
were voted by the class to go,” said 
Rotondi during a group interview 
with the team. “There were 43 stales 
and one province,” .said Katsumi. 
“We were the only Bostonians,” 
added Gallagher. “W'e met people 
from Mexico and lots of people with 
different accents.” 

“We stayed in dorms but com¬ 
peted in a different building.” .said 
Rotondi. “The teams competed in 
separate rooms and could only bring 
a pencil, d i c t i o n a r y a n d 
Iheasaurus.” 

“The problem dealt with terror¬ 
ism,” explained Gallagher. “The 
University of Michigan was taken 
over by terrorists and 43 people were 
captured. We had to figure out how 
to get them back.” 

The students devised 20 answers to 
the problem and voted on one to 
submit. The answer was then eva¬ 
luated by judges and assigned a 
number grade. Team members 
declined to discuss their solutions, 
which did not receive any special 
recognition. 

Although the team didn’t place* in 
the competition, alternate team 
member Katsumi came up a winner. 
Katsumi had decided to compete 
individually, as well as to help his 
team in the “.solution selling” por¬ 
tion of the competition that allowed 
as many as seven team members.

“It’s not for everybody, but 
people in Woburn or Winchester 
who have spent a lot on landscap¬ 
ing find it’s a very economical 
way to (water outdoor.) ” say Bob

Selectman Judie Muggla is 
keeping one eye on the escalating 
water rates in Winchester — and 
the other eye on (he Massa¬ 
chusetts Water Resources 
Authority (MWRA) — all by tak¬ 
ing part in the MWRA Advisory 
Board as the appointed Winches¬ 
ter representative. 

Muggia stressed conservation 
in her report to the Board of 
Selectmen at their June 19 meet¬ 
ing and outlined the mechanics of 
Winchester’s water flow. 

She also reported Winchester is 
one of 11 communities (hat uses 
an infiltration system, leak detec¬ 
tion and leveled rate-paying to 
conserve water and bring equity 
to the system. 

The clean-up of the Boston Har¬ 
bor is taking its toll on water 
rates right down (he line to the 
communities dependent on the 
MWRA, said Muggia. 

Muggia asked board members 
and residents to lobby legislators 
to review the harbor clean-up 
fees and possible incentive rates 
for (he clean-up. 


Johnson of American Artesian 
Well Company of Woburn. 

Johnson says he’s been called 
to Winchester to dig wells for a 
few residences in the last few 
weeks and had recently com¬ 
pleted a well on the Winchester 
High School grounds for the town 
of Winchester. 

Health Director Joseph Tabbi 
agrees the number of people 
interested in installing wells has 
risen in the last few weeks. Tabbi 
said, “to date, eight or nine” 


She is one of 43 members of the 
MWRA Advisory Board, which is 
made up of one member from 
each of the communities that 
receive water and sewer services 
from the MWRA. Winchester 
depends on the MWRA for only 
half of its water, but the MWRA 
helps supplement the reservoirs 
and dispose of waste water. 

With the newly-instituted quar¬ 
terly payment plan for residents 
a bit of the burden of the rates has 
been eased, said Muggia, “but 
(the bill) still can mean big 
bucks.” 

The advisory board was recen¬ 
tly allowed to review the MWRA 
budget and reduced the final 
budget figure. 

Muggia mentioned that some¬ 
time in the future, through a bill 
initiated by Governor Michael 
Dukakis, local officials may be 
able to impose fines on residents 
who waste water. 

She encouraged residents to 
continue to conserve water and 
offered two helplines for resi¬ 
dents to call for questions on 
water; 242-SAVE and 721-7100. 


residents have come to the Board 
of Health to apply for permits for 
the installation of wells. 

At a recent Board of Health 
meeting, a list of well regulations 
was released to the public, set¬ 
ting guidelines for installation, 
location and usage. 

Resident Frank Moda of Hutch¬ 
inson Road recently had a well 
constructed on his land in 
response to problems (hat sur¬ 
faced after he had installed a 
second water meter last year. 
These second meters were origi¬ 
nally installed by residents who 
believed they would not be 
charged for sewer use on watei’ 
pumped through them, said 
Moda. Ultimately this did not 


happen, and a legal battle has 
since ensued. 

Moda says many of his neigh¬ 
bors are now resorting to install¬ 
ing pumps to ease their high 
water bills. 

On the economic side. Johnson 
noted that wells dug in the high¬ 
lands of Winchester could run a 
customer $6,000 to $7,000, which 
includes installation and the 
pump. These wells must be at 
least 500 feet deep, says Johnson. 

But residents in the low-lying 
areas of Winchester, where wells 
don’t have to be dug so deep, will 
pay $3,000 to $3,500 for a well, 
according to .Johnson. 

Information on well regulations 
are available at the Board of 
Health office in Town Hall.

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Mitsakos turns off ‘Channel One’

Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Charles Mitsakos wants no part of 
“Channel One," the program by a 
Knoxville, Tenn.-based company 
that introduces advertising into 
classrooms in exchange for a pack¬ 
age of sophisticated, free video 
equipment and public affairs 
programming. 

Mitsakos expressed disapproval of 
the program, offered by Whittle 
Communications Limited Partner¬ 
ship, a subsidiary of Time, Inc., 
during a recent interview with the 
Star. State Education Commissioner 
Harold Raynolds Jr. publicly urged 
all Massachusetts school systems to 
reject Whittle’s two- to three-year 
contract on the same day as that 
interview. 

"Whittle has not yet approached 
Winchester," said Mitsakos, "I feel 
it is not something to get involved 
with. Although current events and 
news is an important part of educa¬ 
tion, there are other sources for this 
information without advertising." 

Whittle spokesman David Gerard 
said the company started offering 
their 10-minute “Channel One" news 
broadcast last week to high schools 
across the country. The program is 
sponsored by four 30-second com¬ 
mercials from companies including 
Levi Strauss, Nike, M&M/Mars, 
Proctor & Gamble Co. and Ford 
Motor Co. 

Whittle will reportedly provide 
each participating school with 
$50,000 worth of TV monitors, VCRs 
and limited-access satellite dishes in 
return for daily classroom viewing 
of their program. "There are 16,000 
schools that already want our prog¬ 
ram. Whittle plans to reach 1,000 
high schools in March 1990 and to 
have at least 8,000 schools — 6.5 


million students — receiving Chan¬ 
nel One by late 1990," said Gerard. 

"Whittle is an ad agency, not a 
major news broadcaster," said Sue 
Edelman, Executive Director of 
Cambridge-based Action for Child¬ 
ren’s Television (ACT). "ACT 
doesn’t think it’s appropriate to sell 
off school time to advertisers, espe¬ 
cially when compulsory school 
attendance makes children a cap¬ 
tive audience." ACT forsees a possi¬ 
ble decrease in federal funding for 
education once advertisers step in — 
Whittle providing the first step tow¬ 
ard “privatizing" American 
education. 

"After the introduction of MTV, 
other channels began running MTV- 
like programs," Mitsakos said. "U 
makes sense to test Whittle, but I’m 
concerned about its long-term 
effects." 

Mitsakos suggested that options 
exist for educational news without 
advertising. The Public Broadcast¬ 
ing System (PBS) has an extensive 
instructional curriculum for school 
viewing. Both the Discovery Chan¬ 
nel and the Cable News Network 
plan to offer commercial-free news 
and, science programs that schools 
could tape and show for free in 
September, according to Edelman. 

But Whittle’s proposition is tempt¬ 
ing because it includes advanced 
equipment and programming paid 
for by advertising profits. 

"During field testing Whittle pre¬ 
sented schools with incredible tech¬ 
nology and equipment," Mitsakos 
said. “It costs Whittle almost 
nothing to put together the show — 
they simply edit out of films from 
other programs." 

Whittle conducted pilot tests last 
March at six schools nationwide. 
Billerica’s Memorial High School 
was a Whittle target school. News 
reports and a March 2 Boston Globe 


letter to the editor by Billerica Lan¬ 
guage Arts coordinator Damian Cur¬ 
tiss suggested that Billerica’s teach¬ 
ers expect to accept the program. 

Curtiss pointed out that Billerica’s 
teachers were the recipients of the 
1988 NBC Teachers’ Award for 
media use in the classroom and 
Billerica students were awarded 
1988 First Place by Columbia Uni¬ 
versity Press Association for their 
literary efforts. "For Billerica stu¬ 
dents Channel One news and infor¬ 
mation is more likely to be an appe¬ 
tizer, not a fast food,” wrote Curtiss. 

When interviewed by the Algon¬ 
quin Student Newspaper, however, a 
Billerica student said of Channel 
One, "... it was a little condescen¬ 
ding ... issues aren’t dealt with in- 
aepth. It’s for the kid who doesn’t 
read the newspaper." 

Whittle would agree. “News is a 
rarity of most of our student 
viewers," said Gerard. "Most of 
these kids watch MTV instead of 
Dan Rather." 

Whittle responded to teacher cri¬ 
ticism by offering two additional 
newscasts to schools that agree to 
show Channel One. In addition to 
Channel One, students could view 
the educational program "Class¬ 
room Channel." Teachers could 
receive education news from the 
“Educators Channel." But Channel 
One must remain as part of the 
package because it pays for equip¬ 
ment and provides Whittle’s 
expected $85 to 100 million advertis¬ 
ing profit. 

"There’s no way philanthropy is 
going to pay for It,” said Gerard. 
"We’re not introducing commercial¬ 
ism into schools. Kids are exposed to 
commercials in magazines and 
newspapers in their school libraries, 
to advertising on Coke machines and 
on T-shirts. Advertisers have been 
trying to reach the large adolescent 


audience for a long time. We're 
trying to do .something constructive 
with it." 

Edelman said groups including 
the Parent-Teacher Association, the 
National School Boards Association, 
the National Principals Association, 
and ACT refuse to accept advertis¬ 
ing as a feasible .source for Whittle’s 
funding. In a news release, Califor¬ 
nia State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction Bill Honig assured that 
the state would cut funding for any 
school that accepted the Whittle 
program. New York state education¬ 
al officials joined California by ban¬ 
ning the program on June 16. Rhode 
Island state law prohibits advertis¬ 
ing in the classroom. 

"Whittle is a special interest 
group. Schools should be a marketp¬ 
lace for ideas, not products,” said 
the Executive Director of the 
National Association for Secondary 
Schools Scott Thompson. “I don’t 
see how anyone could think that the 
classroom is the place for product 
advertising." 

But Gerard defined Whittle’s plan 
as a "teacher-created program." A 
June 5 front page Boston Globe arti¬ 
cle indicated that a recent telephone 
poll conducted by Gallup Organiza¬ 
tion found that 57 percent of teen¬ 
agers, parents and nonparents inter¬ 
viewed thought Whittle’s idea to be 
good or excellent. 

Whittle recently expressed its con¬ 
fidence in a full-page advertisement 
in the The New York Times tat 
warned critics in large print, "Last 
chance to criticize Channel One." 
Beneath the caption, the company 
continued: "Critics, of course, may 
still lobby against Channel One. But 
their case is becoming less and less 
convincing. Not only because it flies 
in the face of what voters want and 
what parents want for their child¬ 
ren. But because it flies in the face of 
reason."

Neighbors open up new local hardware store

The newest store in the Ace Hard¬ 
ware chain is less than a month old, 
but already its two owners, Rick 
Kimball and Shawn Donahue, are 
feeling right at home. 

Both Kimball and Donahue gre\\ 
up about a five-minute walk from 
one another — and their new hard¬ 
ware store on Swanton Street is less 
than a five-minute walk from that 
neighborhood. 

According to Donahue, it’s an 
advantage opening up the store in 
their hometown because both he and 
Kimball, "know most everyone com¬ 
ing in and out of here." 

Kimball added, "We love it. Ever- 
body knows either me personally, or 
my uncle, or Sean’s family." 


And Kimball and Donahue have 
used their longtime friendship as a 
stepping stone to their business 
relationship. 

Donahue, 30, grew up in a home on 
Washington Street. His mother is a 
lifelong resident of Winchester and 
his father has been a Winchester 
resident since the age of three. 

Donahue and his wife have two 
children and plan to stay in Winches¬ 
ter to raise their family. 

As for Kimball he, like both his 
parents, grew up on Nelson Street. 
Kimball is 28 years old, married and 
has a one-year-old daughter and 
many relatives who remain active 
within the Winchester community. 

Donahue later moved on to a car 
dealership where he worked as the 
vice president in charge of auto 
electronics, and Kimball soon fol¬ 


lowed as Donahue’s salesmanager. 

According to Kimball, having a 
friend for a boss took some time to 
get used to. 

Still, Kimball added, he and 
Donahue longed for their own busi¬ 
ness and that is how their partner¬ 
ship in Ace Hardware came about. 

Kimball said from the years of 
working within the business world, 
it’s hard to find people you can count 
on and that he and Donahue “trust 
each other like brothers" is a big 
advantage. 

Donahue agreed, placing special 
emphasis on the word trust. 
Donahue said, "There’s no ques¬ 
tions. We pretty much know what 
each of us are all about.” 

Kimball said one of the dangers of 
mixing a friendship with a business 
relationship is that it "can ruin a 


friendship.” Kimball added he felt it 
was important to have the ability to 
"yell at one another” at work and 
then still be able to “go out socially” 
afterwards. 

Currently the two owners begin 
their day at 6:30 a.m. and often are 
not home until after 11 p.m., Kimball 
said. 

The store is one of 5000 nation¬ 
wide, Donahue said, and it is a co-op 
as opposed to a franchise. 

Donahue said it is to the store’s 
advantage to buy their products 
from Ace but they are not required 
to do so. 

According to Kimball, the basic 
difference is that in a co-op the 
individual store owners are stock¬ 
holders and own the company. In a 
franchise the company owns the 
individual store owners.

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Recalling the first 
town Firemen’s Ball

If the centennial is an occasion 
of note in marking strident prog¬ 
ress in civil life, 1989 is a banner 
year for Our Town. 

There were many marvelous 
“firsts” for Winchester 100 years 
ago as citizens wondered at the 
new electric lights, the horse cars 
to Boston, the new Towm Hall, the 
first editions of the W'inchester 
Star not published in Stoneham, 
and the new fire alarm telegraph. 

One of the most exciting and 
colorful events, however, took 
place on a frosty Friday evening 
— January 18, 1889 — when a 
vibrant assembly of all Winches¬ 
ter fire companies, citizens and 
guests gathered at the new Town 
Hall to celebrate the incorpora¬ 
tion, by the state, of the Winches¬ 
ter Firemens Relief Association. 

This was die first “Firemens 
Ball” and it was hailed, at the 
time, as being the largest social 
gathering ever held in the town. 

As the gaslight danced over the 
great windows of the auditorium 
and spilled down onto the snow 
outside, couple upon couple 
arrived until a brilliant assemb¬ 
lage had filled hall and balconies. 

Following a sumptuous dinner 
and a concert played by Calnan’s 
Orchestra of Woburn, Chief Char¬ 
les T. Symmes led the grand 
march around the hail. Represen¬ 
tatives of surrounding towns 
paraded with our own well- 
appointed couples. 

Dancing the 25 figures on the 
program took until 5 a.m. and 
many couples left Town Hall as 


dawn lightened the eastern sky. 

Within this same atmosphere of 
optimism and change, during the 
last century, Winchester got its 
first fire alarm telegraph. 

It was a rather cumbersome 
system. The keys to each box 
were deposited at three different 
houses, nearby, on the theory 
that at least one house would be 
occupied when an alarm had to 
be rung in. 

Each box was connected to the 
big steam whistle atop the Loring 
and Avery Tannery (later Beggs 
and Cobb) at Main and Swanton 
streets. The deep moan of this 
whistle became a major compo¬ 
nent of fire safety in Winchester 
for years. 

Then as now, the Winchester 
Firemen’s Relief Association was 
committed to benefit the inter¬ 
ests of fallen brothers and their 
stricken families. 

In this year of celebration, the 
major fundraiser for the associa¬ 
tion has been the publishing of a 
Centennial Yearbook crammed 
with photographs, historic notes 
and current facts — along with 
local ads of interest. 

Free to residents, limited quan¬ 
tities of this book will be avail¬ 
able to the Fire Station, the 
library and the Office of the Town 
Clerk in September. 

As the Winchester Firemen’s 
Relief Association reaches the 
mid-point in the observance of its 
100th year, it might be well to pay 
a visit to Central Fire Station and 
get to know those who keep care¬ 
ful vigil around the clock, holding 
true to their major concern — 
your safety and mine. 


BEACON HILL ROLL CALL 


Beacon Hill Roll Call 
Volume 16 — Report No. 23 
Massachusetts House and Senate 
June 12-16,1989 

The House. “Beacon Hill Roll Call” 
records local representatives’ votes 
on seven roll calls from the week of 
June 12-16,1989. 

Zoos (H 5599) — House first rejected 
77-67, then approved 95-60 a bill 
creating a public, non-profit corpo¬ 
ration to manage the Franklin Park 
Zoo and Stone 2k)o. Supporters said 
the corporation will raise private 
funds to revitalize ailing zoos and 
will hire professional managers to 
improve the zoos so that they can be 
enjoyed by all citizens. Opponents 
said this creates another expensive 
and unaccountable bureaucracy 
which could cost millions of dollars. 

A “Yea” vote is for the bill. A 
“Nay” vote is against it. Both roll 
calls are listed. The first is 77-67 
rejection. The second is 95-60 
approval. 

Representative Paul Casey voted 
yes on both. 

Employees (H 5757) ■— House 79-64, 
rejected a bill creating a Massa¬ 
chusetts Commission on Employee 
Involvement and Ownership to 
actively coordinate efforts to prom¬ 
ote employee involvement and own¬ 


ership in the workplace. The House 
had overwhelmingly given initial 
approve to the bill by a 95-57 vote on 
May 10. Supporters said the bill will 
help employees and will generate 
state revenue. Opponents said the 
bill is another unnecessary and cost¬ 
ly state bureaucracy. 

A Yea vote is for the bill. A “Nay” 
vote is against it. Both roll calls are 
listed. The first is on 95-57 approval. 
The second is on 79-64 rejection. 

Casey voted yes on the first and no 
on the second. 

Health (H 5804) — House favored 
79-66, then rejected 78-70, a motion to 
discharge the rules committee from 
further consideration of a bill post¬ 
poning for one year the effective 
date of the universal health care 
legislation. Discharge supporters 
said the state cannot afford the cost 
of the health care bill and claimed 
the postponement will also set up a 
committee to study the situation. 
Opponents said the state has bigger 
problems to deal with before it deals 
with helath insurance again. 

A Yea vote is for discharge onto 
the House floor for debate and a 
vote. A “Nay” vote is against dis¬ 
charge. Both roll calls are listed. 
The first is on 79-66 approval which 
still fell short of the two-thirds mar-

Has Congress become America’s Politburo?

Now that House Speaker Jim 
Wright and Majority Whip Tony 
Coelho have resigned from the Con¬ 
gress in order to avoid facing a wide 
variety of political corruption 
charges it is appropriate that the 
nation step back and ponder what 
can be done to reform Congress to 
reduce the risk of future abuses of 
power. 

I submit that the nation must first 
recognize what is fundamentally 
wrong with the United States Con¬ 
gress. Congress has become corrupt 
because in the works of Lord Acton’s 
famous maxim, “power corrupts, 
and absolute power corrupts abso¬ 
lutely.’’ Politics and corruption are 
inseparable. Electing new people 
may bring a temporary respite, but 
human nature being what it is, the 
temptations created by the exercise 
of great power have inevitably 
created the climate for political 
corruption. 

Accordingly, the most thorough 
reform would be to reduce the size 
and scope of government. Unfortu¬ 
nately, with a population that has 
come to accept the alleged necessity 
of government action in a wide vari¬ 
ety of areas, it will take years of 
education before the political cli¬ 


mate changes sufficiently to allow 
such a dismanteling of government 
power. Even Ronald Regan, who 
came to Washington expousing rhe¬ 
torical opposition to big govern¬ 
ment, achieved few real reductions 
in the face of determined opposition 
from a Congress heavily influenced 
by special interest groups. 

Therefore, we are forced to con¬ 
sider substantial procedural 
changes which will increase the 
accountability of members of Con¬ 
gress thereby reducing the oppor¬ 
tunity for corruption. Simply pass¬ 
ing stricter ethical rules is not 
enough. The biggest problem with 
Congress is that most congressmen 
who ran for re-election in 1988 were 
re-elected, and such re-election 
rates are the norm. There is more 
turnover in the Soviet Politboro than 
the U.S. Congress! 

Such incredible re-election statis¬ 
tics are obviously not the result of 
stellar performances by 99 percent 
of the Congress. The problem is that 
Congress has so enhanced the pow¬ 
ers of incumbency that it is almost 
impossible to defeat an incumbent 
without a scandal, and even then it is 
difficult — witness the Massa¬ 
chusetts Congressional delegation! 

Elimination of the substantial 
taxpayer-financed benefits con¬ 


gressmen enjoy would go a long way 
towards reducing the incumbents’ 
advantage. One major abuse that 
crys out for elimination is the 
“franking privilege”. Congressman 
can send out virtually unlimited 
amounts of mail/newsletters to con¬ 
stituents, which amount to free polit¬ 
ical advertising. Last year congress¬ 
men spent substantially more solely 
on taxpayer funded mailings to their 
constituents than their challengers 
spent on their entire campaigns! 

Congressmen also receive cour¬ 
tesy of the taxpayers over $1 million 
worth of free offices and profession¬ 
al staffing every year which serve as 
full time re-election machine. The 
taxpayers even finance television/ 
radio studios on Capitol Hill to 
enhance the ability of Congressmen 
to receive the media coverage which 
helps their name recognition! 

These and many other benefits too 
numerous to list must come to an 
end if the Congress is to once again 
serve the American people rather 
than be the self-perpetuating elite it 
has become today. 

It will also be necessary to restore 
the essential balance between the 
executive and legislative branches 
of government. The president is lim¬ 
ited to eight years in office in order 
to reduce the possibility of abuse of 
power. Limiting the number of 


terms a congressman could serve 
would also to break the incredible 
stranglehold of powerful committee 
chairman in Congress and reduce 
the chances for corruption. Long 
serving members naturally develop 
relationships with special lobbiests 
and bureaucrats which are a fruitful 
source of corruption which would be 
disrupted by frequent changes of 
membership. 

The govenors of 43 states possess 
a line-item veto, while the President 
of the United States is forced to 
literally shut down the government 
by vetoing an entire multi-thousand 
page budget bill in order to stop 
objectionable special interest items. 
The president, who is the only offi¬ 
cial elected by all of the people, 
should be given the line item veto in 
order to combat the parochial inter¬ 
ests of individual members of Con¬ 
gress who serve special interests. 

These are but a few reforms which 
would go a long way towards making 
our government a government of the 
people, by the people and for the 
people. However, reform will only 
come if the people vent their outrage 
in a voice Congress cannot ignore. 
We cannot expect the beneficiaries 
of the present corrupt system to 
reform themselves unless they feel 
the heat of public pressure which 
will make them see the light.

Duffy warns of 
cutbacks in 
Fire Department 

TD THE EDITOR: 

.An open letter to taxpayers and 
voters of Wincliester, .Iiine 19, 1989. 

This to inform you that as of .Inly 
I, 1989 the W'inchestei Eire Depart¬ 
ment will place “out of service” one 
fire engine pumper. Additional cuts 
include the loss of four firefighting 
positions, three of whom will he laid 
off. Those laid off are placed on the 
top of all civil service fire depart¬ 
ment lists throughout the state. 

They are given first choice for new 
jobs at any other city of town. Your 
tax dollars were us«*d to train these 
firefighters. Now that may he lost. 
In addition, “on duty rirefighters” 
will he cut to the lowest levels in 
decades. 

Under these conditions the “health 
and safety” of your firefighters and 
their “working conditions” are in 
jeopardy. Oiir nnion picket(>d for two 
reasons: 

Eirst, for onr niisettled contract 
and second to make aware, the peo¬ 
ple, of the impending cuts in your 
fire and amhnlaiiee protection. We 
did not intend to "play political 
scare tactics" or give yon a stan¬ 
dard “h..s..“ We were serious! 

We are now fac<‘d with the possi¬ 
bility of removing the amhnlaiiee 
Iroiii the fire service. Tliis is very 
dislastelnl to ns. We know we can 
deliver the cheapest and best amhn- 
laiice service for the people of 
Winchester. Rnl how can we, when 
the town's admiiistralion has broken 


a long-standing agreement. The con¬ 
ditions for the transfer of amhnlaiiee 
service from the police department 
to the fire department had three 
main parts: 

1. The police would always assist 
ill response and share some of the 
coverage; 2. The town would hire 
some additional manpower to man 
the amhnlaiiee; 3. The level of ’on- 
duty firefighters” would remain at 
11 at all times. 

riie nnion allowed the chief to 
lower manpower, temporarily to Id 
“on-dnty firefighters” without a 
“fight.” This was several years ago. 
The town never returned the man¬ 
ning to previous levels. The "man¬ 
power study report for the Winehes- 
ter Eire Department" reports that 
the needs of onr department retjiiire 
that the level of firefighfers “on 
duty" should not go below Id fire¬ 
fighters. Enrther, this was without 
the amhnlaiiee duties added! 

Two additional firefighters per 
each crew or eight more firefigliters 
were needed to man the amhnlaiiee. 
rec|nired by state law! Where are 
they‘.» We never received tliiNii! 

I strongly urge yon to contact yonr 
selectmen and Town Meeting mem- 
hers and let they know yonr feelings. 
Voiir safety and that of the firefigh¬ 
ters are in jeopardy.

And “Professional female” (uh, is 
that what I think it is?) begins 
another: “Unencumbered. Wry. Sol¬ 
vent” (I dare say, solvent.) 

There was this, from the new-age 
realm: “Left-brained seeks right- 
brained woman...” (Dr. Frankens¬ 
tein called: says he’ll pick up the 
extra organs in the morning.) 

And finally, from the one man with 
a sense of humor: “Ivy-trained yet 
biodegradable male seeking a com¬ 
plex broth of a woman.”

Budget (H (5000) — House 133-11, 
gave final approval to a $394 million 
fiscal 1989 supplemental budget.

Q. What types of outdoor water uses are being banned by 
D.E.Q.E.? 

A. None. But the agency is restricting most outdoor water 
uses to between the hours of 10:00 A.M. to 6:00 P.M. 

Q. Will I be allowed to fill my swimming pool or fish pond? 

A. Yes. Even if your pool or pond has to be drained for 
repairs, you will be able to fill it. 

Q. What about washing my car or my driveway? 

A. You may wash your car, either at home between 6:00 P.M. 
to 10:00 A M. or at a commercial car wash anytime during 
the day. At home, D.E.Q.E. recommends that you use a 
bucket and garden hose with a shut-off nozzle, turning the 
hose off when it’s not in use. 

Q. When may I water my lawn, shrubs and trees? 

A. Outdoor watering will be allowed only between the hours of 
6:00 P.M. and 10:00 A.M. D.E.Q.E. recommends that you 
use a hand held hose for no more than one hour at a time. 

If you use a sprinkler, place a coffee can in the area being 
watered and shut off the sprinkler when there’s one inch of 
water in the can. That’s all most lawns and gardens need 
every week to remain healthy. 

Q. May I water newly-planted shrubs, trees or sod during 
restricted hours? 

A. Yes. But only on the day you plant them. After that, 
restricted hours apply. Gardens may be watered from a 
bucket or pan at any time during the day.

Tennants

Three members of the Westley 
Tenants’ Association (WTA) 
brought their group’s concerns 
and complaints about current liv¬ 
ing conditions to the June 12 
meeting of the Winchester Hous¬ 
ing Authority (WHA). 

Marion Hatch, WTA president, 
spoke on behalf of the senior 
citizens who reside in the Westley 
Street apartments. Hatch said 
tenants of the apartments have 
been concerned about various 
problems including illegal park¬ 
ing, minor theft, storage con¬ 
cerns and general maintenance 
of their buildings. 

Hatch, in addition to Betsy 
Coute and Emily Moore, both 
members of the WTA who were 
present for the meeting. 


explained that the parking situa¬ 
tion has gotten out of hand. 
According to Hatch, non- 
handicapped visitors and resi¬ 
dents park in spaces reserved for 
handicapped tenants, while non¬ 
residents park in spaces reserved 
for elderly residents. 

Residents of the apartment 
have been forced to park their 
vehicles in the firelanes and in 
the dirveways around the build¬ 
ings, said Hatch. This is a major 
violation of the fire code and 
Hatch said she is concerned that 
there may be a greater problem 
with the fire department down 
the road. 

Members of the Housing 
Authority said they sympathized 
with the residents, yet their only 
response was that the residents 
“take action on their own” 
because “(We) can’t be there to 


enforce the rules that (we) 
implicate” 

Moore, treasurer of the West- 
ley Tenants Association, said the 
upkeep and general landscaping 
of the grounds had not been main¬ 
tained as they (the residents) had 
expected. “The (grounds) were 
beautiful when we first came 
here. Why aren’t (they) now?” 
said Moore, who recently 
cleaned-up a portion of the lawns 
on her own due to what she 
referred to as a lack of time and 
effort on the part of the 
groundskeeper. 

Joseph Riga, a member of the 
Housing Authority, explained 
that the reason for the stringent 
upkeep when the complex was 
first built was that there was 
“very little work to be done. 

“Now seven years later,” said 
Riga, “the state has cut back and 


we don’t gel (as much as) we ask 
for.” 

Hatch presented a petition to 
the board in regards to the 
minutes from a June l.'i, 1988 
meeting also involving mainte¬ 
nance concerns. 

However, Jeremiah Keefe. 
Executive Director of the Hous¬ 
ing Authority, stressed that it 
was not possible for one grounds¬ 
keeper to maintain the 4.5 acres 
of land that the Westley Street 
apartments are situated on, in 
addition to the grounds of the 
Palmer Street apartments, at all 
times. 

“You’re not living in the Ritz 
Carlton, you’re living in subsi¬ 
dized state housing,” said Keefe. 
He added that available funds 
“go to safety first.”

assessment to evaluated under the 
state toxic waste law. 

But the reports will probably be 
handled by the solid waste office of 
the Department of Environmental 
Quality Engineering (DEQE.) 

“Under the solid waste law, Fer¬ 
rari would be able to cap the proper¬ 
ty, which would not protect neigh¬ 
bors,” said NETF member Peggy 
Schleicher. “The DEQE is being 
protective of this case because they 
did not assess it properly the first 
time. They’re trying to cover the 
mistake by keeping it under the solid 
waste law.” 

“The solid waste law acknow¬ 
ledges that solid waste definitely 
exists on the site and that the DEQE 
will be considering hazardous waste 
assessment. How the DEQE chooses 
to interpret the findings determines

Leary, of Alpha Construction Co. in 
Chelmsford, contracted with the 
state Department of Public Works to 
demolish and remove several build¬ 
ings in order to build the Transporta¬ 
tion Building at 10 Park Plaza in 
Boston. 

Morgan and neighbors claim that 
truckloads of liquid and oozing 
material began arriving at the site 
in the spring of 1981. 

That was eight years ago, and 
although Ferrari steadfastly main¬ 
tains the fill on his site is not danger¬ 
ous, the neighbors’ complaints and 
allegations continue. “We have 
worked long and hard on this,” said 
Schleicher, “and do not want to get 
shut out.”

Although the bill was the focal 
point of discussion, selectmen and 
legislators found it difficult to forget 
allegations made by both parties — 
by selectmen at the June 12 meeting 
— and by legislators in the pre.ss. 

Selectmen Chairman Thomas 
Schmitt apologized for the allega¬ 
tions made that charged local legi¬ 
slators were “having trouble coming 
before the board to talk about (the 
motion)” and added that scheduling 
the June 19 meeting had not been a 
problem. 

Later in the meeting Albano and 
Casey both emphasized that they are 
“accessible” to the selectmen and 
people of Winchester during fre¬ 
quent office hours at Town Hall. 
They said they regretted the public 
may have gotten the wrong 
impression. 

Albano stood by his comments to 
the press that the bill was 
“irresponsible. 


The motion, drafted by Town Mod¬ 
erator John Sullivan and passed 
with overwhelming support by 
Spring Town Meeting, calls for a 2 
percent cap on the growth of state 
spending with the exceptions of 
water and sewer charges and local 
aid. Town Meeting also asked that 
Casey and Albano file similar legis¬ 
lation on Beacon Hill. 

Casey has since filed the legisla¬ 
tion at the request of selectmen, and 
it now must be drafted into legal 
terms and numbered by the house 
counsel’s office. Casey also said the 
motion must go before the Joint 
Rules Committee and receive two- 
thirds approval of that committee to 
be debated on the House floor. 

Casey said discharging the bill to 
another committee, other than Joint 
Rules, would help the bill to survive 
on its way to debate. And because 
the bill was filed late, the Speaker of 
the House George Keverian (D- 
Everett) must intervene to dis¬ 
charge the bill.

For What’s UP 

The excitement of discovery in 
picture-making goes hand-in-hand 
with resolution of the finished work 
in the prints and drawings Selma 
Bromberg exhibits at Habitat Insti¬ 
tute for the Environment, 10 Juniper 
Road, Belmont. 

In images ranging from close-up 
examination of rocks and grasses to 
rather grand views of waters’ depths 
and breadth, the subject always 
appears to be seen anew, as if its 
vitality were dependent on the 
charged immediacy of response. 
The artist gives her materials equal 
play with her imagery and allows 
the dialogue between them to give 
form to that response. 

A line wraps itself tightly ’round a 
rock to describe its specific shape 
and place. In another work — 
another world — line drags itself 
blurred and slowly through a more 


mystical space where the romance 
and lyricism of nature are far more 
broadly stated. Color, likewise, 
localizes itself to heat the meeting of 
earth with its growth and to sharpen 
the crackle of tree branch against 
pale sky. In the other world, color 
diffuses itself across boundaries into 
rich atmospheric darks. Such are 
the “contrasts” of the exhibition 
Bromberg titles “Contrasts: Small 
Ponds, Ocean Depths.” 

In terms of the subject, the detail¬ 
ed passages of moments in observed 
landscape are in contrast to implied 
deep mysteries of a nature more 
universal. The common element to 
both is a sense of near- 
weightlessness. Volume and the pull 
of gravity play only minor roles in 
Bromberg’s work. Earth is often 
light as the feathery marks and 
wipes that describe its events. Aqua¬ 
tic creatures who tumble through 
ocean depths have strong ties to the 


trees and swaying reeds that reel 
through the landscape. 

It is motion that reigns over 
weight. The artist has a fine sense of 
how the spontaneity in monotype 
can give movement its voice and its 
space. Boldness in allowing mater¬ 
ials their independence of activity is 
wedded to delicate control in draw¬ 
ing, to strike a balance of quiet 
energy. Over and again it is that 
energy that sustains our interest in 
the work. 

Without repeating herself, Brom¬ 
berg searches out the emphasis in 
each work that provides its force. 
The diptych. Deep Sea Swell, is a 
notable example of how puddles and 
crevices in the ink’s joining with its 
surface describe both the process of 
monotype and the flux of nature 
depicted. Rock Metamorphosis has 
a musical exuberance that arises 
from its unpredictable, but thought¬ 
ful, organization. Rocks and trees 


take on a character all their own in 
forming an orb that encloses the 
landscape. 

It is to the artist’s credit that she 
does not overuse textural effects in 
her monotypes. The strength of 
drawing, color and adventurous 
interaction with materials carry the 
rhythm of nature’s tune more than 
adequately in almost all these 
works. 

Bromberg maintains a studio in 
Weston, and has been a member of 
Experimental Etching Studio, a Bos¬ 
ton cooperative studio of 26 profes¬ 
sional printmakers, for 20 years. She 
will give a public lecture on her work 
and techniques at 10:30 a.m. June 22 
in Habitat Gallery. The exhibition is 
on view through July 5. Gallery 
hours are 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. Monday 
through Friday and by appointment.

They 
also say male brains are more spe¬ 
cialized. If he is engaged in a verbal 
skill, he uses one side of his brain; if 
he is doing something visual, he uses 
the other. Women’s brains aren’t so 
sharply differentiated. Both sides 
have some visual and verbal 
functions. 

So if a man is the strong, silent 
type, he might want to encourage his 


mate to do all the talking while he 
d(K*.s most of the listening. 

One survey on relationships 
reported that 44 percent of the 
women they surveyed get an ego 
boost when someone listens to their 
problems. And almost half of the 
males in the same survey said help¬ 
ing their partner with problems was 
the most important factor in boost¬ 
ing their self-esteem. 

A line I read about 20 years ago 
always has reminded me of how 
important talk is to a relationship: 

"Infidelity is not having sex with 
someone else, it is saying everything 
you have to say to someone else.”

Now that we have come to the end 
of yet another school year, we can 
now look back and analyze the highs 
and lows of the past year. 

At the opening of the year, we 
reported the sudden rise of cafeteria 
prices (they were to rise again in 
later months).

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Drought-fighting tips for your lawn to 
help preserve it during summer months 


Last summer’s drought was the 
worst in a half century. With some 
areas still experiencing moderate to 
extreme drought conditions, home 
owners will be faced with the question 
of how to restore drought damage. But 
damage caused by drought doesn’t 
necessarily mean a death sentence for 
your lawn. 

Below are ten tips from re.scarch 
specialists at Ringer Corporation on 
how to preserve your lawn during up¬ 
coming summer months. Ringer is the 
nation’s largest producer of natural 
fertilizers and pesticides for lawns and 
gardens. 

1) Reseed using droughl-resistant 
grasses. Reseed dead or bare spots 
using drought-resistant grasses with 
deep root systems. Deep root grasses 
are more resistant to extended periods 
of reduced rainfall. 

Drought-resistant species include 
turf-type tall fescue, buffalograss, bah- 
aigrass, bermudagrass, zoysiagrass, 
St. Augustine grass and centipede 
grass. 

2) Prepare the soil before laying sod. If 
you sod, rather than reseed, first till the 
soil, removing all lumps, rocks and 
sticks for maximum soil to sod contact. 
Then lightly rake the soil. 

Immediately after laying the sod, 
give it a thorough soaking. 

3) Add living microorganisms to con¬ 
dition the soil. “Chemical fertilizers 
are like caffeine. They give lawns a 
quick high, but they don’t work on the 
soil itselL” says Fred Hundt, vice presi¬ 
dent of retail marketing for Ringer 
Corporation. 

Natural fertilizer 

Some natural lawn fertilizers are 
specifically designed to enhance soil 
quality. Ringer Lawn Restore, for ex¬ 
ample, adds living microorganisms 
with natural ingredients such as bone 
meal, feather meal and soya directly to 
the soil. 

The microorganisms and nutrients 
reduce soil compaction, which fosters 
better and deeper root development 
and reduces the need to v\ater. 

d) Don V overfertilize. When fertilizer 


is overused, it can lead to excessive 
gra.ss growth and reduced root growth. 
Excessive nitrogen from many chemi¬ 
cal fertilizers can cause burning and in- 
crea.se susceptibility to disease. 

The u.se of just enough nitrogen to 
provide small but continuous growth 
is proper for developing drought- 
resistant turf. Lawns need two to four 
pounds of actual nitrogen per thou¬ 
sand square feet of lawn annually. 

Contact your local lawn and garden 
center and a.sk about using a natural 
slow-release fertilizer that will elimi¬ 
nate these problems. 

5) Fertilize at the appropriate time. 
Fertilizing in the fall will provide turf 
with a growth spurt in early spring. If 
you fertilized last fall, turf specialists 
advise not to fertilize too early this 
spring. 

Deep roots 

The first of two applications should 
be made when the grass begins to grow 
and becomes green. For specifics on 
fertilizer application times in your 
local area, contact your county ag¬ 
ricultural extension agent. 

6) Remove heavy layers of thatch. 
Thatch is a layer of dead and living 
stems and roots that develops between 
the turf and soil surface. 

Lawns with heavy layers of thatch re¬ 
quire excessive amounts of water and 
are more susceptible to damage during 
drought. Why? Turf roots rooted in 
the superficial layer of thatch arc 
unable to tap deep soil moisture re¬ 
serves. 

Mechanical aeration and de- 
thatching can help relieve thatch prob¬ 
lems. 

To prevent further buildup, use a 
natural fertilizer, such as Ringer Lawn 
Restore, which adds living microor¬ 
ganisms to the soil and speeds the 
breaking down of heavy thatch layers. 

7) Raise the height of cut when mow¬ 
ing. Turf specialists advise to grad¬ 
ually raise the mowing height before 
the onset of high temperatures. Why? 
The higher the hcight-of-cut, the 
deeper the root system. 


A higher mowing cut also provides 
more leaf tissue, increasing the po.s- 
sibility for photosynthesis. Increased 
photosynthesis means more carbohy¬ 
drate production, supplying the turf 
with more energy to withstand severe 
stress caused by drought. 

At what height should you mow? 
Utilize this rule of thumb: Cut only 
one-third of the grass blade’s total 
height in any one cutting. 

Cutting more than one-third zaps 
energy reserves from the grass, making 
it more susceptible to stress. 

8) Use a mower that will give a good 
quality of cut. A poor cut can shred the 
top of the grass, leaving dying strands 
that turn brown and give a dead, straw- 
like appearance to the lawn. 

To combat the problem, make sure 
the mower’s blade is sharpened regu¬ 
larly. Also, choose a mower whose 
blade is designed to pull the grass 
blades straight up before cutting. 

9) Water deeply and infrequently. 
Lush, green lawns result from well dev¬ 
eloped root systems, and by watering 
deeply, you encourage the roots to 
grow deeper. 

“The lawn should be watered to a 
depth of seven to ten inches each week 
to keep the roots growing downward,’’ 
says John Doyle, research specialist for 
Ringer Corporation. 

Frequent light waterings cause 
shallow root systems. For best results, 
water in the early morning hours. 

10) Test to determine the effectiveness 
of watering. To tell if water has pene¬ 
trated to the recommended depth, wait 
12 hours after watering and then poke 
a screwdriver into the ground. If the 
screwdriver goes in easily to the six 
inch level, enough water has been sup¬ 
plied.

All-terrain bicycles define comfort

The current popularity of biking 
among those who wish to pursue less 
punishing methods of staying in shape 
has defined the latest trend in bicycle 
design: Comfort. 

The new biking converts don’t want 
a bike streamlined for breakneck 
speed f* ring their next triathlon— 
they’re looking for a bike that gives 
maximum physical fitness benefits and 
a comfortable ride. 

Murray, one of the nation’s oldest 
and largest bicycle manufacturers, an¬ 
ticipated the demand for more com¬ 
fortable features more than a decade 
ago. In 1978, Murray introduced the 
first mountain, or all-terrain bike, to 
the mass market. 

Designed for on and off-road cy¬ 
cling, Murray’s 1978 Baja model not 
only allowed the rider greater versatili¬ 
ty of terrain, but more comfort and 
control than were offered by the light¬ 
weight bicycles popular at the time. 


they wanted more comfort features 
from their bikes,” says Larry Cognata, 
Murray’s chief bic 7 cle designer. 
“They’d take the ram horn handlebars 
on their ten speed lightweights and 
turn them upright for greater visibility 
and control.” 

Today, flat or slightly upright han¬ 
dlebars are standard features on all- 
terrain, or ATB, bicycles. 

Other distinguishing features in¬ 
clude large, knobby tires, rugged 
frames, and double padded scats. For 
anyone who has spent more than a half 
hour on a conventional “lightweight 
bicycle” scat, the double padded seats 
on the all-terrain bicycles present a 
welcome change. 

Murray’s 1978 introduction of the 
Baja was not without precedent. In the 
early ’70s, off-road bike enthusiasts 
such as Gary Fisher had begun to ex¬ 
periment, modifying the heavyweight 


“new.spaper boy” bikes of the ’30s and 
’40s by adding the brake systems and 
multiple speeds of the lightweight 
bikes of the ’60.s. 

City bikes, such as Murray’s Street 
Cycle, are the newest all-terrain bicy¬ 
cle option. City bikes arc mountain 
bikes adapted to take on the potholes 
and uneven pavement of city strcct.s. 

Higher rise handlebars for better 
vision and safety, a lighter frame, and 
specially designed city tires arc the dis¬ 
tinguishing characteristics of the city 
bike sub-category. 

No one knows how long the popular¬ 
ity of ATBs will last, but as long as 
riders continue to demand more com¬ 
fort from their bicycles, it is likely to 
remain strong. 

“All-terrain bike riders aren’t look¬ 
ing for speed at any price; they want a 
bike they don’t have to be serious 
about. They want a bike that’s both 
comfortable and fun,” says Cognata.

A rose for all seasons is a delight for gardeners and tvildlife 


By CRAIG TUFTS 

Rose is a rose is a rose... sometimes. 
For the wildlife gardener, the word rose 
brings to mind wonderfully scented, 
beautifully flowering mounds of lush 
green foliage sustained only through min- 
ute-by-minute fungicide applications—or 
that much maligned, wonderful habitat 
resource, the rampant multiflora. 

The middle ground, however, a florif- 
erous, easy to care for, densely shrubby 
rose, is fairly barren. Yes, there are the 
rugosas and native species such as the 
prairie, swamp and pasture roses. They 
are not for everyone however. Rugosas 
are sometimes fussy and the natives are 
hard to come by. 


A rose introduced in 1987 has changed 
this. An All-America Rose selection, it 
offers lots of bloom over a period of 
months. It is very hardy, practically care¬ 
free, densely shrubby and bears heavy 
crops of hips through the fall and into the 
winter. This seeming miracle is the 
Bonica shrub rose. 

What does this rose look like? Think of 
a multiflora which stays fairly compact, 
four feet high by five wide. Add hun¬ 
dreds of pink flowers per plant, each two 
to three inches in diameter, fully double 
and slightly fragrant. Frame the flower 
against deep green, glossy foliage. That’s 
a rough sketch of the Bonica. 

The Bonica may not be a breakthrough 


plant for rose breeders, but its introduc¬ 
tion is very significant for residential and 
commercial landscapes. 

It’s the re.sult of crosses—an unnamed 
seedling of a climber, the evergreen rose 
and a named rambler. Mile. Martha Car- 
ron. pollinated by the well-known flori- 
bunda. Picasso. 

The original cross was made by the 
French rose breeder, the House of Meil- 
land. This new rose was tested for years 
here in the United States. It has flour¬ 
ished through severe winters, summer 
heat, drought and pestilence that would 
flave killed lesser plants. The Conard- 
Pyle Company introduced this rose into 
the American horticultural trade. 

For wildlife, this rose offers the cover 


density of the multilloia. In summer, the 
rose provides ideal nesting habitat for 
mockingbirds, song sparrows, cardinals 
and catbirds. 

In winter, a grouping of three or more 
Bonicas placed near your bird feeders of¬ 
fers safe harbor for many species of 
songbirds waiting their turn for a sun¬ 
flower. millet or niger seed snack. 

The abundant flowers will attract nec¬ 
tar and pollen diners, which, in turn, will 
entice insect-eating birds. 

The abundant half-inch long fruits or 
hips, the product of summer insect polli¬ 
nation. begin to color orange-red in Sep¬ 
tember. They hold their color well, 
providing winter landscape interest. 
These fruits provide birds and mammals 


with food through January. 

My own wildlife-attracting yard is be¬ 
ginning to bur.st at the seams. Bonica 
seems so goixl. however, that I know I'll 
find a spot for it. The birds will thank me 
in their own way. 

As you visit your local garden center 
this spring and summer, look for this 
rose —then find a home for it in your 
landscape. You’ll be glad you did.

the Gallop organization, which has con¬ 
sistently found over the years that re¬ 
modeling the home landscape has 
become a greater priority than renuxlel- 
ing the kitchen or a bathroom. 

Landscape designers have found that, 
while people of today are quicker to in¬ 
vest in a new landscape when they have 
both a rational and an emotional reason 
to support their decision, the types of im¬ 
provement and remodeling haven’t 
changed much over the years. 

A major area of focus by most home 


owners is the front of the home. People 
have great pride in the appearance of 
their home and they want to express that 
with a beautiful "face to the world." 
They also want a front entrance that is 
open and says "welcome" to their guests. 

Landscape designers have found that 
most families will delay landscaping 
other areas of the yard which would be 
more useful in favor of creating a proper 
“face to the world.”

Some of the more useful areas that re¬ 
ceive landscaping attention arc areas for 
entertainment.

Jeff Gar¬ 
rison of Arlington, Texas, believes that, 
in the future, people will be spending in¬ 
creasing amounts of their disposable 
income dressing up their yards and gar¬ 
dens for the purpose of entertaining and 
relaxing.

SOME HIGHLY MANEUVERABLE RIDING LAWN MO^TR MODELS allow you 
to trim as you mow, eliminating the time and hanHle required to trim around trees, 
shrubs, landscaping, fencing and buildings. 


More than 1.1 million riding lawn 
mowers will be .sold in ihe United States 
ihis year. Prices for premium models 
range from $1,(XX) to $1,800. Below are 
answers to the most frequently asked 
questions by riding lawn mower shop¬ 
pers, according to The Toro Company. 

How larf>f on engine do I need?Thc en¬ 
gine size should match your needs and 
the size of your lawn. Engines above 
eight horsepower are considered large 
engines and are ideal for property one- 
half acre or larger, for hilly terrain and 
for areas of tough southern grasses 
where frequent heavy bagging is re¬ 
quired. Engines eight horsepower or less 
may be more appropriate for yards less 
than one-half acre. 

What size cutting deck do I need? One 
of the most popular sizes, a 32" deck, 
can mow up to 1.5 acres per hour. One of 
the smallest riders available has a 25" 
deck. It can mow up to one acre per hour. 

IVhat type of starting systems are avail¬ 
able? Two types are available; Pull-type 
recoil start and key electric start. A re¬ 
coil starter is usually manageable for en¬ 
gines up to eight horsepower. For larger 
engines (those eight horsepower and 
above), an electric start is advisable. The 
electric start controls should be easily ac¬ 
cessed. 

Are various steering systems available? 
Most riders have either an automotive 
type steering wheel or bicycle-type han¬ 
dlebars. The steering wheel is more com¬ 
fortable and offers more solid control 
and ease of steering over rough terrain. 

In terms of steering systems, several 
options are available. Rack and pinion 
steering provides increased control and 
durability. A five-to-one steering option 
requires one-fifth the normal turning ef¬ 
fort and transfers only one-fifth of any 
shocks from ground resistance or obsta¬ 
cles back to the driver’s hands. 

Some highly maneuverable models al¬ 
low you to trim as you mow, eliminating 
the time and hassle required to trim 
around trees, shrubs, land.scaping, fences 
and buildings.

Toro Highly ManeuveraWe'Rider (HMR), 
as you turn the steering wheel sharply, 
the front wheels can pivot up to 80 degrees 
with power applied only to the outer 
wheel. The result: You can trim closely 
around a 4" diameter tree. 

What types of safety features should / be 
aware of? Three types of features are 
available to help ensure operator safety. 
A blade clutch stopping system stops the 
blade when the operator disengages it. 
An interlock starting system prevents 
starting except when the model is in neu¬ 
tral and the cutting deck is disengaged. A 
"deadman" switch immediately stops the 
engine if the operator leaves or falls from 
the seat. 

What features ensure a good quality of 
cut?T\\e actual cutting blade and the cut¬ 
ting deck system determine the quality of 
cut. A good cutting blade is made of tem¬ 
pered steel, is sli^tly angled to provide 
good lifting action and will not vibrate 
under any circumstance. 


Two cutting deck system features are 
available which ensure that the cutting 
deck evenly follows the ground. A pivot¬ 
ing front axle allows the deck to follow 
ground imperfections. Anti-scalp systems 
also are available. They provide a blade 
disc which prevents the blade from get¬ 
ting too close to the ground and adjusta¬ 
ble wheels at the rear of the deck. 

WTw/ type of bagging systems are avail- 
aNe? Three types of systems are availa¬ 
ble, including twin baggers that hold 
plastic lawn bags, grass catchers that col¬ 
lect all clippings in one large container 
that can be dumped from the seat and 
single bags of varying capacities. Try at¬ 
taching and detaching the bag or catcher. 
If it takes minutes, not seconds, you 
might consider another model. 

The best way to find out if the riding 
lawn mower meets your needs is to try it 
on for size. Ask the dealer for a test 
drive, either at their business or on your 
yard at home.

Unless you aspire to be crowned 
•Queen of Itch” at one of Northern Cali¬ 
fornia’s annual poison oak festivals, 
keeping up on the pesky poison plants 
becomes important as another season in 
the great outdoors beckons. 

Towns like Columbia and Forestville 
have displayed tongue-in-cheek artistry 
at these unusual events by reportedly 
awarding trophies to citizens with the 
best arrangements of the leaves and se¬ 
lecting as “queen of itch" the person who 
had the worst case of poison oak anyone 
could remember. 

Other festival high points have in¬ 
cluded tours of the area’s poison oak hot 
spots and t-shirts featuring the leaves in 
living color. 

Indeed, everyone may not be ready to 
celebrate the beauty of the Rhus family 
of plants-poison ivy. oak or sumac. 
Hut. at least 70 percent of the U.S. popu¬ 
lation would acquire allergic contact der¬ 
matitis if expo.scd to them, according to 
Charles Zugerman. M.D.. associate pro- 
lessor of clinical dermatology. North¬ 
western University Medical School, and 
consultant to Blistex Inc., makers of 
Barest poison ivy medication. 

While early recognition of the leaves is 
the first line of defense, immediate and 
proper treatment becomes a priority for 
an estimated 18 million cases of poison 
ivy rash expected this year. Dr. Zuger¬ 
man offers the following advice: 

• Wash exposed skin within approxi¬ 
mately 10 minutes of contact with a mild 
soap and warm water to remove toxins. 
Do not wa.sh to the point of irritation. 

• Remove toxins —namely, the oily 
substance called urushiol found in all 
parts of the plant, including roots, sap 
and fruit —from clothing by laundering 
separately. Beware of pets, camping and 
other sports equipment, as well as garden 
tools that may be spreading the rash as 
well. (Animals carry urushiol but arc not 
sensitive to the rash themselves.) 

• If itching starts, apply a medicated 
cream or lotion, such as Ivarest. that 
contains an astringent to dry oozing blis¬ 
ters and an anesthetic to relieve pain and 
itching—as well as an antiseptic to pre¬ 
vent secondary infection. Warm com¬ 
presses can be soothing. Try adding a 
little vinegar or oatmeal to the water. If 
the rash becomes severe, consult your 
physician. 

• Avoid caffeine and alcohol, which 
can increase itching. Keep hot water and 
rough clothing away from affected skin. 

• Use heavy duty vinyl gloves —rather 
than rubber—to remove the plants from

your garden. Spray with an all-purpose 
herbicide. Burning the plants can pro¬ 
duce severe poison ivy dermatitis in indi¬ 
viduals exposed to vapors carried by 
wind or smoke. 

Northern Californians—with their 
festivals to celebrate the Rhus family 
members—are not alone in their infatua¬ 
tion with the pesky plants. In Britain, 
poison ivy and poison sumac plants re¬ 
portedly are grown in gardens for their 
attractive autumn tints, and more than 
one American outdoors type has been 
fooled by the ornamental vines. 

Remember that poison ivy grows in al¬ 
most all of the United States; poison oak 


is found along the entire West Coast and 
from the Mid-Atlantic states down 
through Florida. Poison sumac grows 
east of the Mississippi from Canada to 
Central Florida. The fact that you never 
contracted the rash before doesn’t mean 
you are immune this season. 

So, beware the old adage, “Leaves 
three, let them be,’’ and head for the 
great outdoors armed with proper knowl¬ 
edge. equipment and products.

How to achieve lawn care without tears 


Make no mistake about it -a healthy, 
vigorous, weed-free, insect-free lawn 
doesn’t get that way In itself. It requires 
proper application of weed killers, insec¬ 
ticides and fungicides (if fungus is a prob¬ 
lem in your area). 

Herbicides (weed-killers) generally 
are most effecti\e if used when broad¬ 
leaved lawn weeds are growing actively 
(usually mid to late spring). They work 
by making the weeds “grow themselves 
to death.” 

Fungicides should be applied at the 
first signs of a problem. I'ungus is not 
easy to control—especially if the disease 
gets out of hand. 

In all cases, ahum follow the manu¬ 
facturer’s directions; he has gone to a lot 
of trouble to determine —for you —the 
most effective way to use his products. 

And don't make the mistake of think¬ 
ing that, “if a little is good, a lol must be 
better.” Plenty of lawns —shrubs. Powers 
and vegetables, too —have been badly 
damaged because of that reasoning! 

Find out where your County Agri¬ 
cultural Extension Service is located. 
Trained staff is there to advise and help 
you with your problems. Garden centers, 
too. have qualified people eager to help 
you. 

And of course, grass, being a living, 
grow'ing plant, needs fertilizing like any¬ 
thing else you grow. Inadequate feeding 
is the cause of more lawn problems than 
any other factor. 

When grass is fed properly for vigor¬ 
ous growth, it makes such a thick mat 
that it leaves no room for weeds to get 
started. Healthy grass resists disease and 
insect damage. 

A rule of thumb is to feed your lawn 
four times during the growing season. In 
sinithern areas, longer growing sea.sons 
require additional feedings. A most ef¬ 
fective way to feed your lawn is to use ;i 
complete, soluble lawn food such as 
Miracle-Gro.

goes to work in seconds. The balance

Introduce your child to the imnder^ 
pleasure of growing a simple garden 


Childhood development specialists 
have long understood the value of gar¬ 
dening. Gardening provides children 
with invaluable early life creative experi¬ 
ences. It also teaches a number of impor¬ 
tant life lessons, including a strong 
commitment to responsibility, and em¬ 
phasizes the rewards one gains from care 
and nurturing. 

The value of gardening has also been 
proven with older children. Many cities 
such as Dayton. Philadelphia and Wash¬ 
ington. D.C., have shown inner-city 
youth gardening programs pay big divi¬ 
dends in developing a sense of commu¬ 
nity and respect for property, plus the 
harvest payoff after a long season of 
tending the garden. 

Many experts believe that one of the 
most rewarding experiences a child can 
have is to reap the rewards of fresh 
llowers, fruits and vegetables grown in 
one’s own garden. 

Children as young as two years can be 
successful gardeners. The trick, however, 
is to start on a scale to match the young¬ 
sters’ physical capabilities and attention 
spans. It’s important to give children the 
IxMiellt of early success by allowing them 
an easily managed garden. In some 
cases, it might be just a bed of a few 
llowers, or one or two tomato plants. 

You will be amazed at how children 
thrill at the joy of discovery by watching 
their very own planting grow, mature and 
fruit. After a year or two of fairly easy 
success is the best time to lead them into 
more challenging and physically de¬ 
manding tasks. 

To get started choose an area where 
you know things will grow, or are cur¬ 
rently growing. Vegetables and annual 
flowers need a full day of sun and plenty 
of water. The area you choose for your 
beginning gardener should be level, to 
avoid seed or unestablished plants from 
running off after a heavy rain or water¬ 



ing. 

The time to get started is what garden¬ 
ers call the “last fear of frost.” Accord¬ 
ing to the Garden Council, the most 
reliable way to get this date is to phone 
the local agricultural extension agent who 
is listed in your phone book. You want 
the soil warm and dry enough to work 
easily with your hands. 

Next, clear the designed garden area 
of all vegetation. Many children seem to 


like having their garden staked and tied 
off with cord, making this their own spe¬ 
cial territory. Next spread compost or 
peat moss or shredded leaves on the 
ground at the rate of two to three inches. 
Add a good general garden fertilizer, 
about one pound to 10 square feet. Work 
this into the soil. 

The remaining preparation is to divide 
the garden into rows with stakes and 
string. Consult the seed packet informa¬ 
tion to determine how far apart rows 
should be and how deep to plant the 
seed. 

After the work of planting is done, the 
real lessons of gardening begin, because 
it is time for “tending" for long days be¬ 
fore any results are seen. The child 
learns that this responsibility is neces¬ 
sary if future results are to be realized. 

When the young plants reach two to 
three inches in height, “thin” out the gar¬ 
den by pulling out extra seedlings. Too 
many plants in one bed will rob all the 
plants of needed growing space and nu¬ 
trients. 

When plants reach three to four inches 
high, it’s time to sprinkle small amounts 
of fertilizer along the side of each row. 
Then water lightly. An alternative to this 
is to use a water soluble fertilizer which 
will allow you to feed and water at the 
same time. 

A weekly or twice-weekly weeding 
and watering is about the only care the 
new plants will need, until it’s time to 
pick the flowers for an indoor bouquet or 
to harvest the fresh vegetables for the 
dinner table. 

To teach a child gardening is to pro¬ 
vide that child with a skill that will last a 
lifetime. Senior citizens often describe 
their early gardening experiences under 
the watchful eye of a caring adult as some 
of their happiest memories. Begin now to 
build the joy of gardening your children 
will always cherish.

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Report finds 
high school 
air problems

Air quality problems do indeed 
exist in some parts ol Winchester 
High School, according to a draft 
copy of a consultant’s report circu¬ 
lated among school committee 
members just hours before the open¬ 
ing of their June 27 meeting. 

If more fresh air flowed through 
Winchester High School's class¬ 
rooms. a ‘feeling of well-being" 
could replace the stuffiness. nau.sea 
and drowsiness that now bother stu¬ 
dents and teachers. The school’s 
existing ventilation system, if 
beefed up, could provide the neces¬ 
sary relief. 

That’s the gist of the conclusions 
reached by consultant John McCar¬ 
thy of Knvironmental Health and 
Engineering, ( EllE) Inc. of Newton. 
McCarthy also recommended 
replacing water damaged ceiling 
tiles and carpets and taking steps to 
limit contamination of the school’s 
air from vehicle exhaust or chemi¬ 
cals within the building. 

The results of this report showed 
that although several of the rooms at 
the high school that were tested have 
“sufficient outside air supplied to 
them..." others “are in exceedance 


of the recommended standard, and 
steps must be taken to increase the 
volume of fresh air supplied to these 
units." 

McCarthy was hired by the school 
department to investigate air qual¬ 
ity at the school in answer to com¬ 
plaints of nausea, drowsiness and 
headaches from students and 
teachers. 

■^riie lesults have been extrapo¬ 
lated from air samplings taken from 
the high school by EHE to find the 
possible presence of fungal conta¬ 
minants that would make the air 
"stuffy" — as students and teachers 
have described — and to determine 
the effectivene.ss of the ventilation 
system. The samplings were taken 
during the first two weeks of June. 

Since the onset of these com¬ 
plaints, the presence of excessive 
amounts of carbon dioxide in the air 
has been tagged as the possible 
culprit. Hut McCarthy noted carbon 
dioxide at normal levels, as found in 
the high .school, is not a hazardous 
contaminant and is simply the by¬ 
product of human exhalation. 

However, by monitoring the car¬ 
bon dioxide levels in the enclosed 
spaces, and noting the number of

Town learns 
to dial ‘756’ 


The new 756 telephone exchange in 
Winchester was instituted back in 
March, but relatively few people 
know of its existence. 

Only a handful of users have the 
exchange, which went into effect 
when the 729 exchange was com¬ 
pletely filled with customers. 

Jack Gaunter, Winchester’s rep¬ 
resentative at New England Tele¬ 
phone. attributes the increased 
demand to businesses and residents 
adding new telephones, and to the 
rising popularity of facsimile (fax) 
machines. Gaunter says he does not 
believe development of new housing 
is a factor in the increase. 


Local merchant Shawn Donahue, 
co-owner of Winchester Ace Hard¬ 
ware. admits having a 756 number 
has caused “a little bit of a prob¬ 
lem" for his recently opened 
business. 

Some phone systems, says 
Donahue, must be re-programmed 
for the 756 exchange in order for a 
caller to dial his number. 

And since Donahue’s business is 
just a few weeks old, information 
does not yet give out the telephone 
number. However. Donahue says by 
next week, his number will be logged 
with the system.

School land eyed as possible 
affordable housing locations

Five parcels of land currently 
under the jurisdiction of the 
School Committee are being eyed 
by the Winchester Housing 
Authority as sites for combina¬ 
tions of mentally-handicapped 
(Chapter 689), elderly (Chapter 
667) and family (Chapter 705) 
housing. 

The authority hopes to present 
articles dealing with site acquisi¬ 
tion to the Fall Town Meeting. 

Housing Authority Chairman 
Dennis O’Malley explained his 
board’s intention to explore possi¬ 
ble sites for such housing at Tues¬ 
day’s meeting of the School Com¬ 
mittee. He said his organization 
wants to keep the school board 
informed of its actions. 

Winchester currently has no 
mentally-handicapped housing, 
112 units of elderly housing and 70 
units of family housing, of which 
more than 40 units are Section 8 
voucher rentals. Section 8 
vouchers are federaiiy- 
subsidized rental units adminis¬ 


tered by the state. No new Section 
8 units are currently being 
constructed.. 

O’Malley listed the nine town- 
owned sites that are currently 
being investigated by the housing 
authority for such use, five of 
which are school-owned land. The 
five are: 1) a parcel at Eaton and 
Highland streets, which would be 
suitable for 12 units of family 
housing, an eight-person resi¬ 
dence for the mentally hand¬ 
icapped and 24 units of elderly 
housing; 2) End of Sylvester 
Avenue, at Lynch School, a par¬ 
cel of approximately 4.5 acres 
suitable for 12 family units, an 
eight-person 689 residence and 24 
units of elderly housing; 3) 
Brantwood Road and Pond 
Street, at Lynch School, a site 
approximately one acre and 
would accommodate eight units 
of 705, and an eight-person resi¬ 
dence for the mentally hand¬ 
icapped; 4) Manchester Road 
and Mystic Valley Parkway, at 
McCall Junior High School, a par¬ 
cel suitable for 12 units of family 
housing, an eight-person resi¬ 


dence for the mentally hand¬ 
icapped; and 5) Bates Road at 
Muraco School, a site which could 
be used for sbe to eight family 
units, 12 to 16 units of elderly 
housing and an eight-person resi¬ 
dence under Section 689. 

School Committee Chairman 
Edward O’Connell pointed out the 
first parcel should be further 
investigated, because it was his 
belief the land was not under 
school jurisdiction. 

Overall, the meeting between 
the two boards was intended to be 
strictly informational. O’Malley 
noted however, that the authority 
hopes to put together an article 
for Fall Town Meeting regarding 
the acquisition of these lands. 

School Committee member 
Donna Brandt Landry added, 
“The bottom line is: Is this land 
necessary for us to run the 
schools?’’ She said this would be 
a question to be further explored 
by the School Committee before 
any action is taken. 

O’Connell pointed out that abut¬ 
ters of the properties and other 
residents must be given a chance 


to comment on the issue. 

“This is something that 
involves the entire community,” 
added Brad Bailey of the Housing 
Authority. “We want to work with 
all the boards." 

O’Malley further explained 
that although elderly housing is 
an important issue in Winchester 
— with a list of more than 70 
residents waiting to receive hous¬ 
ing —• the state requires an appli¬ 
cation to develop mentally- 
handicapped housing as a 
prerequisite to receiving funding 
for either elderly or family 
housing. 

“There is a need for mentally- 
handicapped housing in Winches¬ 
ter and we won’t move forward 
on elderly housing until we meet 
that need," said O’Malley. 

The Housing Authority also 
announced plans to hold a joint 
meeting on July 19 with members 
of the Planning Board, the Board 
of Selectmen, the Conservation 
Commission, the School Commi- 
tee and the Housing Partnership 
Board. All nine sites will be dis¬ 
cussed further at that meeting. 


Selectmen will wait until September 
to choose downtown parking option

Selectmen will wait until Septem¬ 
ber to make a final decision on a 
parking plan for the downtown area, 
even though representatives of the 
business community and residents 
expressed anxiety to get a program 
underway. 

Selectmen held a public meeting 
Monday night to discuss dow-ntown 
parking, a subject which has been 
debated for seven years. 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer outlined the four options 
recommended by the Traffic Advis¬ 
ory Committee this spring. These 
include: a) improving the ticket 
machines at the Aberjona and 
Waterfield lots; b) eliminating park¬ 
ing meters; c) developing a sticker 
program for town residents; and d) 
combining a sticker/machine prog¬ 
ram. The only option that would not 
provide revenue for the town w'ould 
be the elimination of parking 
meters. 

“I believe the worst thing we could 
do is make a half-baked decision 
now. This should not be done in 
haste," said Selectmen Chairman 
Thomas Schmitt. 

Downtown businesses are anxious 


to get a parking program underway, 
according to Chamber of Commerce 
Executive Director Catherine 
Alexander. 

“This is not a ‘we versus they’ or 
an ‘us versus them’ problem. The 


business community is as concerned 
about revenue for the town (as 
selectmen are,)" noted Alexander. 
“However, 1 do not quite understand 
your response when you say you do 
not want to respond in haste. This 
problem has been in existence for 
years and years. A lot of people are 
frustrated." 

Schmitt replied that summer is a 
slow time for businesses in Winches¬ 
ter. so he does not believe waiting 
until September to make a decision 
is a problem. 

Selectman Bill O’Leary favored 
implementing a sticker program at 


the Manchester Field lot and fixing 
the parking machine in (he Aberjona 
lot as soon as possible. 

Selectman Robert Deering. dis¬ 
agreed. “It doesn’t hurt to take 
another two to three weeks ... now 


that everyone has had their day in 
court," he said. 

Representing the Economic Deve 
lopment Committee (EDC), Doug 
Marmon noted the pressure on pai k 
ing in the center is a direct threat to 
future development in town. "It’s 
not going to get better." he said 

Marmon outlined the EDC’s 
recommendations, and said the town 
“needs to make parking in Winches¬ 
ter a little less attractive to 
outsiders." 

The recommendations included 
maintaining paid lots at Waterfield 


and Aberjona. using 30 spaces for a 
sticker program in the Manchester 
Field lot. keeping up enforcement of 
parking regulations and extending

Music in the open air—one of 
Winchester’s most pleasant summer 
traditions—an opportunity for com¬ 
munity and family entertainment 
and recreation, returns this summer 
with the Mill Pond concert series on 
Wednesday evenings this July and 
August. 

As usual, variety is a hallmark of 
the five-week series, which, this 
year, will run according to the fol¬ 
lowing schedule: 

July 12 — The Hal McIntyre 
Orchestra; July 19 — The Metropoli¬ 
tan Brass Quintet; July 26 — The 
Dixie Devils; Aug. 2 — Yankee 
Jack; Aug. 9 — Wickford Express.

two (i.OOO gallon tanks and one 5,000 
gallon lank. The station’s proposal 
involves changing those to three 
10.000-gallon fiberglass tanks. 

However, selectmen wondered 
why the sttttion owners sought to 
increa.se its capacity by so much 
when it has operated with only a 
12,000-gallon capacity for some 
time. 

Colella noted that it is a marketing 
decision. “It will enable the station 
to have fewer deliveries,” said Col¬ 
ella. With the increased capacity, 
Colella said the station will be able 
to carry three grades of unleaded 
fuel. 

“We don’t think it’s overzealous,” 
said Colella. “We think it’s appropri¬ 
ate lor the business we have.” 

Colella noted that replacing the 
tanks would take two to three weeks. 
“We want to replace them before we 
have any difficulties,” said Colella. 

Selectman Hill O’Leary asked 
what steps are taken in the event of a 
gasoline spill. 

Michael Zecco of Zecco Inc., the 
company which will remove the 
tanks, noted that there must be an 
overflow capacity in the tanks, 
according to slate regulations, and 
that there is a monitoring and 
supression system. In the event of a 
spill, the fire department would be 
notified, he said. He also noted that 
the fire department will monitor the 
removal of the tanks. 

When asked at what level a spill 
must be reported, Zecco said. “One 
gallon should be reported. A few 
years ago, we were told one drop of 
gas should he reported.” However, 
Zecco said he did not believe that 
this is widely practiced by gas sta¬ 
tion owners. 

“Normally, we report to a lot of 
spills. Anywhere from five gallons to 
hundreds of gallons.” added Zecco. 

The Old Colony station lies on 
07,000 square feet of land at the 
intersection of Pond and Cambridge 
Streets. Roughly 55 percent of the 
land is dedicated to the station, 
while the remaining land is leased 
by HayBank.

No more ticket tag 


The parking problem in downtown Winchester has nagged merchants, 
consumers and town officials like a toothache for nearly seven years. 
Some say the problem goes back even further. During that time the town 
commissioned numerous studies; the issue has been discussed again and 
again. 

But the pain just won’t go away. 

You can drive circles around the town before finally finding a spot to 
park for that quick errand or visit to the hairdresser. And the situation 
will only get worse when construction on the Central Artery drives more 
commuters to Winchester. 

Now selectmen hope to implement a plan that will finally ease the 
pressure on that aching tooth. The options before them, as recommended 
by the Traffic Advisory Committee, include fixing the parking meter 
machines in the Waterfield and Aberjona lots; instituting a sticker 
program; eliminating the machines; or combining stickers and 
machines in some way. 

As Selectman Robert Deering said, “machines break — stickers 
don’t .” The machine on the .Aberjona lot has been broken for the past two 
years. If it gets fixed, there is no guarantee it will remain that way for 
any length of time. 

A sticker program seems like a pretty good option. Designating 
parking areas for merchants, commuters and residents should help keep 
violators out of the one- and two-hour parking spaces. And the town will 
gain some revenue in the process. 

But who are the biggest violators of existing parking restrictions? 
Those who work in the downtown area. 

Some who work in Winchester Center can come and go with ease, 
seldom parking longer than two hours at a time. But most downtown 
workers have to be willing to accept the selectmen’s decision. They have 
to start walking that extra three minutes to the office, parking in areas 
designated for them — sticker program or no sticker program. 

Merchants and downtown employees have got to stop playing tag with 
the policeman on the beat and learn to police themselves. Until they do, 
no parking program will succeed.

Work on the Main Street bridge continues — sort of. The concrete has 
been poured for the deck of the bridge. According to Selectmen Chairman 
Tom Schmitt, the concrete will take approximately a month to solidify, 
during which time little activity will be seen in the vicinity of the bridge. 
Schmitt said the waiting period was part of the original plan, and that 
reconstruction is actually 10 days to two weeks ahead of schedule. 

Selectman Steve Powers pointed out the state has put a hold on 
approximately $100 million in bridge repairs across the state. Winches¬ 
ter’s funding is unaffected and the project is moving in the right 
direction. 

Reconstruction of the Main Street bridge hasn’t affected business at the 
Winchester Star office, but it did cause some technical problems 
recently. When digging trenches to the new bridge, workers apparently 
cut into the leased cable line that connects the Star’s computer modem to 
its production workshop in Framingham. The accident resulted in some 
problems transmitting copy for all four of Century Publications newspap¬ 
ers (The Star. Arlington Advocate, Belmont Citizen-Herald and Water- 
town Sun) via computer modem to Framingham during the earlier part 
of the day June 14. but was later rectified. We’re happy to say our paper 
still went to press on time. 

Town Moderator John Sullivan’s proposed bill to limit state spending 
now has an identity on Beacon Hill. Sullivan’s bill has been given a docket 
number, and can now be referred to as House Bill 5979. Anyone interested 
in helping the bill along in the process should write to Senator Sal Albano 
or Rep. Paul Casey and refer to that number. 

Winchester resident and Star columnist Terry Marotta was recently 
recognized for her writing by the National Society of Newspaper 
Columnists. Marotta won one of three awards in the Humor Over 65,000 
(circulation) category. Marotta’s submissions included “Perfume Giving 
Ken,” about her son’s Ken doll and the violence done to him in the 
hurly-burly of backyard play; “Amo Finitum; Love that Latin!”; and 
“Ha Ha Bonk,” about the time her husband cut himself and nearly bled to 
death in the middle of the night while Marotta took time out to faint 
repeatedly in the course of dressing his wounds and readying him for the 
hospital. Congratulations, Terry.

Counsel Douglas Randall Monday night at a reception at Town Hall. 
Randall has served the town as legal advisor for the past 16 years. Best 
wishes in your retirement, Mr. Randall.

The colorful plantings 
in the traffic islands, and in the 
barrels on the sidewalks flourish 
beautifully due, in large mea¬ 
sure, to the wet spring. 

Local observers, however, 
have noticed an obvious detail 
mi.ssing on the downtown scene in 
the continued absence of the old 
police box. 

The once strong police pre¬ 
sence in the center is no longei 
evident, and the wet spring - 
while keeping, the plantings fresh 

- has not been kind to any offieei 
unfortunate Liiough to have duty

there. 

Good public safety demands a 
visible central point where, in an 
emergency, an officer can be 
quickly reached by the public — 
where at least one officer can 
remain a central presence in foul 
weather — where information 
can be dispensed conveniently to 
the public — and where aggres¬ 
sive visibility remains the best 
deterrent. 

Last year, when the box was 
removed. Officer Doug Wilkinson 
stated that the box also served as 
a central base for officers on duty 
there, and was an aid in the 
execution and storage of paper¬ 
work necessary during the shifts. 
He mentioned, too, the shelter it 
provided during inclement 
weather. 

At pre.sent. our police officer.s 


must cower under the railroad 
bridge like brigands, during wet 
weather — or sit, almost invisib¬ 
ly, in a cruiser on a downtown 
street — or slog up and down 
Main Street in weather gear 
more appropriate to the decks ol 
a Gloucester fishing trawler than 
the streets of Our Town. 

There is no (luestion that the 
former police box was an 
eyesore. 

However, its role as a supposed 
safety hazard versus the police 
pre.sence and citizen convenience 
it provided leaves much to be 
debated. Even now, one year 
later, a trip through the square 
leaves one with the feeling that 
something is missing. 

Even those selectmen who vot¬ 
ed to remove the police box as an 
eye.sore, last July, did so with 
some hope that one with a more 
pleasing appearance would soon 
lake its place. 

A new box integrated into its 
old site by the addition of a circu¬ 
lar pad on the upper portion of the 
island is but one possibility. 


Notliing, however, is remotely 
about to happen until we citizens 
of Winchester petition the Board 
of Selectmen to restore this 
necessary central element in 
downtown law enforcement. 

We need it more than ever 
considering the cuts in manpower 
recently approved by Town Meet¬ 
ing — which, in themselves are 
going to have a great effect on 
mere physical presence of our 
police officers. 

Most probably, funding will 
have to come from private sour¬ 
ces, for a town which accepts — 
without a whimper — the cutting, 
by Town Meeting, of its public 
safety employees to below the 
nationally recommended man¬ 
power levels, will not willingly 
fund a more visible and effective 
police presence downtown either! 

As former Chairman of our 
Board of Selectmen, Bob Deering 
said while removal of the box was 
being debated last year, “Maybe 
the best way of getting something 
there is to take it out.” 

He didn’t mean the flowers, 
Winchester, so lei’s get on with it.

Vin would agree with this “The 
aspect of the job I’ve enjoyed 
least is the administrative. You 
become an administrator and 
then you don’t have the time to he 
an educator." He tried to do both. 
Vet the administrative details — 
budgets, a leaking building, air 
quality problems, affendanee 
problems, student drinking, sche¬ 
duling, Prop 2 'l-, declining enroll¬ 
ment. cutbacks, union battles — 
eventually got him down, locked 
him into his office, “very much 
alone” it seemed to his office 
staff. 


Vet Vin has always been the 
antithesis of the technocrat, the 
bureaucrat, the man on the 
move, the media man, the educa¬ 
tional reformer. Promoting per¬ 
sonal goals, his own achieve¬ 
ments, a personal agenda, his 
own image, never mattered to 
him. Vin does not need his ego 
fed. He abjures the fanfare, gets 
satisfaction from quietly giving 
help and advice. From the begin¬ 
ning. he has viewed his job as a 


Ties (juite progre.ssive about 
women." admits a progressive 
female guidance counselor. 
“He's no male chauvinist." 

“\Tn has always stood up for 
the individual spirit, the individu¬ 
al soul, often at cost to his reputa¬ 
tion as administrator." says a 
teacher. “(Qualities we are 
always saying we want, that we 
need more of, Vin has. If you 
want to talk about Uhristian 
values-comhatting the negative, 
humility, unselfish concern for 
others-well, Vin lives them." 

A staff member comments. 


On the other hand. Vin’s face 
lights up when he talks of his role 
as an educator. “Being an educa¬ 
tor is something that is extremely 
special. ” he says. He loves to 
think about education, to philoso¬ 
phize. to dream. And in spite of 
tedious administrative duties, 
VTn had time to be an educator. A 
major achievement is the senior 
Humanities program. It is unique 
in the state and possibly the 
nation. It is an outstanding model 
of innovative curriculum. Yet, he 
■ never takes credit for it. It is 
those involved in its inception 
who say. “Vin is the administra- 
tor who deserves full credit for 
the program. He saw the value of 
it, smoothed political waters for 
it. presented it effectively to the 
school eommittce, and supported 
it in every way once it was 
implemented." 

Vin also must be applauded for 
never losing sight of the first 
mission of the school as an educa¬ 


tional institution. He has always 
maintained a good sense of 
balance. “T’hanks to him," says a 
depjirtment chairman, "we now 
have a school with strong 
academies, a strong athletic 
program, and strong extra- 
aetivity involvement. He effec¬ 
tively prevented the loss of con¬ 
trol to any special interest group, 
and this is clearly a result of his 
stand on i.ssues." 

And just as his role as admini¬ 
strator locked him into his office, 
his role as educator brought him 
out. “We see a lot more of Vin 
when he’s happy," his staff 
agrees. When it’s hu.sy. active, 
running, productive. Vin is con¬ 
tent. He loves to see everything 
humming. 

At those times he loves to stroll 
around the building and watch 
what's going on. It’s then that 
he’s kihhutzing with kids in the 
halls and in the front office. 
“Cheeking out your competi¬ 
tion?" he imiuires a student eye¬ 
ing the box of nomination papers 
in the front office” “Do you hoys 
have something to do?" he asks a 
group in the hall. With interest 
and amusement he hears their 
response. “Mr. Larocco’s fair," 
they agree. “And he never passes 
the buck. Fven though someone 
el.se has caused a problem, he 
tries to deal with it as liest he 
can." “He’s not a dictator l)Ut 
things get done. " “We have a 
kinder and gentler school, thanks 
to him." "He leads by example. 
He actually {piit smoking for us." 
“He’s really laid hack, hut 1 
remember at the end of the ’HG 
season, after the pep rally, the 
day before the Thanksgiving 
game, he came into the locker 
room. It was a really important 
game because if we won. we 
would go to the superhowl. He 
talked to us. in the beginning just 
like an administrator, hut then he 
got louder, more vehement, 
ending with an exhortation we 
didn’t expect to hear from an 
administrator. We saw a diffe¬ 
rent side of him. ”

Ventilation can correct air problems

occupants, McCarthy said “a very 
good approximation of the amount of 
outdoor air being supplied to the 
space can be obtained.” 

McCarthy said in order for all the 
classrooms to meet the accepted 
standard of the American Society of 
Heating, Refrigeration and Air- 
Conditioning Engineers (ASHRAE), 
which is a level of 1000 parts per 
million (ppm) of carbon dioxide, the 
school must attempt to allow more 
than 10 cubic feet per minute (cfpm) 
per person of fresh outdoor air into 
each classroom. This standard of 10 
cfpm is currently adhered to by the 
school under state regulations. 

McCarthy recommended the 


school instead follow the guidelines 
of ASHRAE that call for 15 cfpm per 
person of fresh air, which would be 
the maximum amount that the 
design of the ventilation system at 
the high school could handle, accord¬ 
ing to McCarthy. McCarthy said the 
system can be adjusted to allow for 
this. 

“That would get rid of the stuffy 
feeling and would promote a feeling 
of well-being (among students and 
faculty,)” said McCarthy. 

The highest recorded level of car¬ 
bon dioxide, and therefore lack of 
fresh air, in a classroom was a 
reading of 1350 ppm in a third floor 
room taken when 25 students occup¬ 
ied the room and all the doors were 


closed. 

The lowest recorded testing inside 
the school was 500 ppm in an unoc¬ 
cupied classroom with two doors 
opened. 

Additional recommendations from 
McCarthy would reduce microbio¬ 
logical contamination or fungi and 
bacteria. “This is not a large con¬ 
cern, but some poeple can be 
affected,” said McCarthy. 

These recommendations included 
replacement of water-damaged ceil¬ 
ing tiles and repairs to ceiling leaks 
to eliminate further damage. 
McCarthy noted these moist envi¬ 
ronments could harbor fungi that 
could affect air quality. Also, 
McCarthy recommended water- 


damaged carpeting and the under¬ 
layer be removed — a task that was 
already underway as of the Tuesday 
night meeting. 

Also, McCarthy recommended iso¬ 
lating local sources of contamina¬ 
tion such as spirit duplicators, sol¬ 
vents and other materials found in 
science labs and art rooms. 

McCarthy suggested reducing 
external sources of contamination 
such as the exhaust from idling 
delivery trucks and fumes from the 
school incinerator. 

School Committee members 
agreed they hope to find a solution 
by September. The committee will 
further investigate the cost and time 
required to implement these 
recommendations.

Teachers present 
conference talk 

“Celebrate Reading: The Lifeline 
of the Future,” was the theme of the 
spring conference of the Massa¬ 
chusetts Reading Association held 
recently at the Sheraton Conference 
Center in Sturbridge. 

More than 1200 teachers and admi¬ 
nistrators statewide attended the 
conference which reflected educa¬ 
tors belief that highly developed lan¬ 
guage skills are essential for the 
future of the individual and society 
a$ a whole. 

Some of the presentations were; 
Reading and Writing through Whole 
Language; Current Trends in 
Assessment; Building an Effective 
Reading Program for the Compu¬ 
ter; and Comprehension and 
Reasoning. 

Beverly Cronan and Miriam Reid 
of the Winchester High School Engl¬ 
ish and Reading departments were 
presenters at the conference. Their 
shared topic was “Successful Read¬ 
ers and Writers: What Works with 
Reluctant Students on the Secondary 
Level.” 

Both teachers emphasized the 
importance of building relationships 
with students before establishing a 


structure for the development of the 
language process. They underscored 
the need for prior knowledge as a 
base from which both student and 
teacher operate. This base provides 
the confidence that is the key to a 
student’s success with language. 
Cronan and Reid stressed that good 
reading and language instruction 
depend primarily on what is done 
before and during the task rather 
than on what is done after comple¬ 
tion of the task. 

The reading/writing process 
demands much from the student, so 
individualized instruction is often 
necessary. Both teachers accented 
the use of specialized questioning 
techniques, graphic organizers and 
modeling as essential components of 
language instruction. Their presen¬ 
tation was well attended, and sam¬ 
ples of teacher and student written 
materials illustrating the use of such 
techniques were shared with the 
conference participants.

Contractors seek to reopen 
transfer station on Mondays

Contractors’ concern about the 
transfer station being closed on 
Mondays has forced town officials to 
rethink the hours of operation at the 
facility. 

Because of reductions in the sta¬ 
tion’s overtime budget enacted by 
the Spring Town Meeting, Monday 
hours are scheduled for elimination 
beginning July 1. The facility has 
operated for a half day on Mondays. 

The transfer station will be open 
Tuesday, Wednesday, Friday and 
Saturday from 8 a.m. to 4 p.m., and 
from 12 noon to 8 p.m. on Thursday. 
The facility will remain closed on 
Monday. These hours will be regular 
hours as of July 10. 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 


Maurer told selectmen at their June 
26 meeting he has received tele¬ 
phone calls from a number of con¬ 
tractors and residents requesting 
the transfer station reopen at 8 a.m. 
Tuesday morning, if it is to he closed 
on Mondays. 

Hut, because the transfer station 
normally operates from noon to 8 
p.m. on Tuesdays, Maurer said an 8 
a.m. opening time would create a 
12-hour day at the station, requiring 
overtime pay for employees. And all 
overtime money has been taken 
from the transfer station budget. 

Maurer instead proposed keeping 
the facility open until 8 p.m. on 
Wednesdays to permit the early 
Tuesday morning opening. 

However, Maurer noted members 
of the Sons of Italy were worried the 
traffic could cause a problem with 


their Wednesday night bingo. 

Maurer said the change in the laic 
night was made to Thursday due to 
the inconvenience for the Sons of 
Italy as well as a safely factor. 

“1 don’t think there’s an ideal 
.solution. The only ideal solution is lo 
get the money back,” said Maurer. 

Selectman Steve Powers said he 
also received a number of calls from 
Sons of Italy members who 
requested the late night at the trans¬ 
fer station not be Wednesday, or that 
the town provide police coverage if 
the dump is open late on their bingo 
nights. 

Selectman Robert Deering 
requested that the public safety 
department monitor traffic on a 
Wednesday night to determine the 
impact of keeping the station open 
that night. 


Hospital parking ^horrendous’

Winchester Hospital’s neighbors 
are troubled by recent reductions in 
the number of parking guards on the 
hospital’s security force, which they 
say could adversely affect the 
already mounting parking and sec¬ 
urity problems in the area. 

Members of the Neighborhood 
Study Group (NSG), which was 
formed about a year ago to explore 
hospital issues affecting the neigh¬ 
borhood, brought their concerns 
about the parking and disturbance 
problems to the Board of Select¬ 
men’s meeting on Monday. 

“The parking around the hospital 
has become horrendous,” said NSG 
member Sally Kincaid, who told the 
board she believes many of the cars 
parked around the hospital belong to 
employees and volunteers. 

Kincaid also asserted there have 
been cars “squealing” around the 
parking garage. “The reduction of 
security has brought more activities 


of drinking and parties,” Kincaid 
said (o the selectmen. 

Two months ago hospital officials 
eliminated security guards from the 
10 a.m. to 4 p.m. shift in an effort to 
put three hospital guards on duty 
during the peak morning hours of 6 
to 10 a.m., according to Ted Brooks, 
assistant vice-president for support 
service. The hospital has three park¬ 
ing lots. 

Brooks acknowledged the over¬ 
loaded parking situation in the area 
and the “ongoing problem” of dis¬ 
turbances at the garage. But he also 
said the hospital has virtually no 
control over the number of people 
who come and go each day. Catching 
those who cause disburbances in the 
garage has proved difficult, he 
acknowledged. 

“We feel very strongly that we 
want to be a good neighbor,” said 
Brooks, “On the whole we feel the 
relationship (with the neighbors) 
has been positive.”

the police ride through the garage 
and the parking lots at the hospital 
on a regular basis to watch for 
trespassers. But, he pointed out that 
the garage is private property and 
much of the responsibility for securi¬ 
ty lies with the hospital. 

Mawn said that the streets abut¬ 
ting the hospital have strictly 
enforced parking regulations. “The 
police are up there every 
day ... giving out tickets.”. 

Additional restrictions are 
expected to be placed on Alben 
Street, near the hospital, at a July 10 
hearing at Town Hall, according to 
Mawn. 

Kincaid told selectmen she has 
become frustrated by the situation 
and by the apparent gap in jurisdic¬ 
tion between the hospital security 
and Winchester police. 

“There seems to be a big crack in 
the middle,” said Kincaid in refer¬ 
ence to jurisdiction. “We as neigh¬ 
bors would like to see if there is 
something we can do.” 

She also requested that speed 
bumps be installed in the garage. 

“The neighbors really think the 
hospital should be more forceful,” 
she said. “There has to be some 
procedure to enable the police and 
the hospital to work together.” 

However, Brooks said the hospital 
and police force have been working 
together on the parking and garage 
issues. 

To help alleviate parking prob¬ 
lems the hospital recently instituted 
a satellite parking program, using 
rented space at the crossroads of 
Rte. 128 and 93 in Stoneham, a mile 
and a half from the hospital. A 
shuttle bus from the lot brings 
employees to the hospital in the 
morning and evening hours. 

Although Brooks said employees 
are encouraged to park at the lot, 
only about 35 spaces are regularly 
occupied in the 65-space facility.

The vitamins and minerals are synthetic, poorly- 
absorbed and cheap Brewers rice is a by-product 
o( Ihe brewing industry with Ihe bran layer remov¬ 
ed and the chemicals retained And whal about the 
infamous "meal-by-products"? This catch-all in- ■ 
eludes ground hair, leathers, cartilage, tendons, 
claw nails and anything else that can be passed 
off I realize that it may be ditticull lo accept that 
some o( Ihe newer scientitically developed balanc¬ 
ed pel (oods contain these ingredients but my in¬ 
vestigations have shown this lo be true There are 
also artificial colors, sugars, artificial flavors, ex¬ 
cessive wheal products in most commercial pro¬ 
ducts Once again quality is a word that has been 
thrown away and wo are contronted with numbers 
and percentages, eg lowest in sodium, highest in

I believe that the increase in pel diseases and 
Ihe increased suseplability of our pels lo intesfa- 
lion by (leas, ticks and other vermin can certainly 
bo traced to Ihe poor quality diet that they are 
consuming

sumers who insist upon Ihe best qualify food lor 
llioif pel -IJck Your Chops" is the name of (tie only 
pel food company I fiavo found that uses USDA 
inspected and approved beef, chicken and lamb 
They also use cold-pressed oils, whole brown rice, 
fish fillets, naturally derived vitamins and chelated 
minerals for high digestibility Both canned and dry 
food are available al Arlington Health Foods and 
we have some samples o( dry food available

Last call for ‘Boys’ at Danforth

In the late 1800s a group of Ameri¬ 
cans studying art in Munich, Ger¬ 
many, formed a loosely structured 
community around the gifted and 
personable Frank Duveneck. The 
artists came to be known as “The 
Duveneck Boys.” Their influence on 
American art was felt through both 
their work and their teaching. In the 
first exhibition of Frank Duveneck 
and his circle since a gallery show¬ 
ing in 1920, The Danforth Museum 
presents the work of 33 artists who 
worked, studied and traveled 
together in Europe during the 1870s. 
Explorations in Realism, 1870-1880: 
Frank Duveneck and His Circle 
From Bavaria to Venice, was organ¬ 
ized by Danforth Museum curator 
Elizabeth Wylie and is on view at the 
museum through July 2. 

The group dynamic is evident 
right away. With sophistication and 
obvious enthusiasm the artists 
painted one another’s portraits in 
the style of the sitter, and shared 
subjects and landscape views. A 
love of paint itself, an ease with line, 
a flair for drama, and a sense of 
experimentation in stretching the 
use of mediums and materials char¬ 
acterize the works. If the artists’ 
aesthetic similarities are apparent, 
so too, are their individual styles 
and strengths. And if there is one of 
the group that takes us by surprise 
with the sheer force and presence of 
his work, it is the artist Wylie calls 
the show’s “sleeper.” J. Frank Cur¬ 
rier. 

In landscape paintings and draw¬ 
ings packed with emotion and illu¬ 


minated by light caught at its most 
dramatic moments, Currier takes us 
right into the 20th century. Born in 
Boston in 1843, Currier spent the 
years between 1869 and 1898 in 
Europe. He enrolled at Munich’s 
Royal Academy shortly after the 
arrival of Duveneck and of Walter 
Shirlaw, who later helped establish 
the American Artists Club in Munich 
— the beginning of the circle that 
would expand and sustain its com¬ 
munal nature over the years. Cur¬ 
rier’s influence as a landscape 
painter was felt early on. He led 
groups into the countryside for plein 
air painting and was sought out by 
others in the circle for his advice 
and instruction in the expressive 
depiction of the landscape. 

The large and stunning oil. Even¬ 
ing Landscape at Schleissheim, 
establishes Currier’s authority not 
only as a leader of landscape paint¬ 
ing in the group, but as a painter of 
great vision, whose work has no less 
power and beauty in the context of 
art made a full century after it was 
painted. A spacious, darkened earth 
moves toward the horizon of trees, 
silhouetted in carved chunks against 
a sky slit open with hot horizontal 
waves of light. The experience of the 
landscape is timeless, elemental 
and awe-inspiring. 

Currier’s small works in pastel 
and charcoal are equally impress¬ 
ive. One charcoal drawing, a fine 
example of the artist’s ability to 
express thorough broad marks and 
strength of form the fragility of 
landscape, in a recent purchase by 
The Danforth. 

Other German landscapes in the 
show that are notable in both their 


formal realization and feeling are 
Duveneck’s fluid, lovely oil. Pool at 
Polling; and Sion Longley Wenban’s 
etchings, Schleissheim and Moon¬ 
light. Many of the exhibition’s land¬ 
scapes, however, are from the 
group’s years in Italy. 

Duveneck’s pupil, Boston-born 
Elizabeth Boott, lived in Italy and 
traveled to Munich to study with the 
well-liked and respected teacher. 
The development of a friendship and 
romance (Duveneck and Boott 
would later marry) between the two 
influenced Duveneck’s move to 
Florence in the late ’70s. The Boys 
followed. The Duveneck School in 
Florence held winter classes, and 
the “Charcoal Club,” under 
Duveneck’s leadership met weekly. 
In summers the group went to Ven¬ 
ice. 

Predictably, the landscapes from 
Italy have a different light and look 
from the German paintings. William 
Merritt Chase, who later returned to 
New York to become an influential 
teacher at the Art Students League, 
shared an apartment in Venice with 
Duveneck and John Twachtman. 
His small oil. In Venice, is alive with 
limpid light and shimmer. .The spe¬ 
cificity of Venice’s light observed is 
also beautifully stated in two small 
oils by Twachtman and Joseph 
DeCamp. The two paintings are 
grouped with the other works from 
Italy in The Danforth Museum’s 
Lawrence Gallery. 

Members of the Charcoal Club 
became involved with etching in 
addition to their drawing. Wylie 
speculates in her catalogue essay 
that the group possibly began exper¬ 
imenting with monotype during 


their sessions. 

The alliance of the circle with the 
colorful James Abbott McNeill 
Whistler, who was born in Lowell, 
Mass., in 1834 and moved to London 
in 1859, was significant in their 
involvement with printmaking. 
Whistler’s 14 months in Venice aft^r 
the public humiliation of a printed 
attack of his work by John Ruskin, 
coincided with The Duveneck Boys’ 
presence there. 

Three etchings by Whistler are 
among the works in the show. One of 
The Boys, Otto Henry Bacher, 
became known as an etcher and 
author of With Whistler in Venice. 

Duveneck returned to the United 
States and taught at the Art 
Academy of Cincinatti. Several of 
the works in the show are on loan 
from Cincinnati Art Museum. While 
the ties of artists in Duveneck’s 
circle to Boston and Cincinnati will 
be a point of interest to many 
viewers, the real strength of the 
exhibition is in its presentation of a 
cohesive group of artists whose 
attitudes toward their art were in 
synch with one another and came to 
be reflected in their work and teach¬ 
ing.

It has been a long time since 
the Sheild System began the sea¬ 
son at 2-4, and fans were left 
wondering how a team so deeply 
talented could underachieve so 
badly.

All student extracurricular activi¬ 
ties please Vin, an unobtrusive fan, 
chaperone, audience. Mis wife 
remembers a romantic moonlight 
cruise around Boston Harbor, tbe 
kids on the top deck, and they on the 
lower deck all by themselves. A 
coach remembers the days when one 
of Yin’s own sons was on an opposing 
Reading team. “Coaches on both 
sides respected Vin,” he said. “A 
teacher recalls an image at a prom, 
Vin and his wife smiling, at their 
table — a table right next to the 
drums. At the plays, the musicals, 
the concerts, he sits near the back, 
never drawing attention to himself. 
On the other hand, he beams like a 
proud father on Scholastic Awards 
Night each year. 

Vin is responsible for making 
Winchester High School a kid- 
centered school. His wife says. “He 
has always dreaded the idea of beng 
principal of a school that is there for 
all but the kids.” At WHS he set the 
lone and he should take pleasure in 
the result. WHS is a school where 
kids come first. As one guidance 
counselor said, “Kverybody here, 
the teachers, the custodians, the 
guidance counselors, the support 
staff, all try to make it as nice as 
po,ssible for the kids.” 

Vin, although he would demur, can 
also take credit for the excellence of 
the WHS staff. “I'm thrilled when 1 
plant something and it thrives,” he 
says, speaking of his flower garden. 
One senses the same pleasure when 
he’s talking about his faculty. “Vin's 
heart is with his teachers.’’ many 
staff members agree. He sees him¬ 


self as a gardener, tending his 
plants, providing conditions of sup¬ 
port for all the richly diver.se ele¬ 
ments. He is always accessible. He 
gives teachers the opportunity to be 
creative. And he never tries to take 
credit for their achievements. Said 
one, “You knew he felt things, you 
knew he would listen, yon knew he 
would back you. and you knew you 
could count on his emotional sup¬ 
port.” And another. “I'd go into his 
office in a mad rage about some¬ 
thing. screaming, yelling. He could 
diffuse the emotion. ‘Sit down, let’s 
work it out,’ he’d say. He would 
listen and come back with some¬ 
thing to make me feel different.” 

Vin believes that the adults in a 
school are models: the principal for 
the teachers, the teachers for stu¬ 
dents. “If you hold a door open for a 
kid, he will hold a door open for 
someone el.se,” he says. “Kids will 
respond. We must never forget our 
roles as models.” WHS students will 
never forget a principal who gave up 
smoking so that they would give up 
smoking. 

And Vin is one principal who 
believes his teachers expect too 
much from themselves. “In their 
own specific teaching assignments," 
he says, “they are looking for per¬ 
fection, which is unattainable, 
rather than excellence, which is. 
()ur faculty is outstanding, and they 
constantly beat themselves down 
because they are not better. That is 
wrong.” 

He has a dream for his teachers. 
Instead of more striving for indivi¬ 
dual perfection, he would like to see 
individual intelligence, curiosity.

should read more outside their dis¬ 
ciplines, develop, more interest in 
other areas, experience life beyond 
their own classroom. Ther(! needs to 
be more interrelatedness among 
departments, more interdisciplin¬ 
ary endeavors, more engagement 
with others in cooperative efforts, 
more appreciation of the worlds out¬ 
side one’s own. To broaden you must 
expose. Exposure well done opens 
new worlds. Teachers need to lake 
the time to look out and .see the 
beauty in life .so th^y can convey it to 
kids. How tbe hetk can anyone walk 
by a pond and not be impressed by 
the development Of a tadpole? This 
is poetry, art, and science.” His 
greatest failure as a leader. Vin says 
with regret, iS^thal he could not 
convey this vision,‘“Was it an articu¬ 
lation problem? A lack of time? I 
don’t know,” he muses. 

Vin’s personal life is the embodi¬ 
ment of his own vision. He is an avid 
reader. “Books. What a joy! ” he 
says. He reads two to three books a 
week-historical itovcls, biography, 
fiction, best-sellcris, and anything on 
Lincoln, his favofile person in his¬ 
tory. He also reads everything in the 
Smithsonian and the Boston (Robe, 
even the ads. 

Vin loves music and his tastes are 
like wise eclectic-certain kinds of 
rock, light classical, pop music, 
jazz, opera arias, and old .Sousa 
military band music; the 1812 Over¬ 
ture, Bolero, and Messiah; Mario 
Lanza. Kenny Rogers, Barbara Stei- 
sand. Ray Charles and Louis 
Armstong.

He also makes model boats. He 
mak^s (urniture bookcases, 
cabinets and he restores it.

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Feeding boby right

I lave you ever wondered how much 
simpler life would be if ytmr baby could 
talk? b’or example, a thirsty four- 
year-old can ask for a glass of water in 
the middle of the night. A four-day-old 
or a four-month-old cannot. ITiat poses 
a potential problem, becau.se water is 
critically important for the healthy de¬ 
velopment of young babies. 

A four-month-old needs only about 
eighteen grams of protein a day (about 
one-half an ounce). However, he or she 
needs 500 to 1000 grams of water a day 
(17 to 34 ounces), depending on what 
kind of milk or formula is being fed-a 
lot more for his or her size than an adult 
would need. 

It is often hard to tell how much 
water your baby is consuming, because 
most of a young baby’s *^food” is a 
liquid—milk or formula. Here arc some 
tips to make certain that your baby is 
getting enough water, whether you arc 
feeding him or her breast milk, formula 
or cow’s milL 

Breast milk, of course, is perfectly de¬ 
signed for feeding babies, so it provides 
enough water. 

Many babies arc fed infant formula. 
Infant formulas generally provide as 
much water as breast milk but a little 
more protein and mineral salts. Protein 
and mineral salts help determine how 
much water baby net^. 

llierc is a real problem if formula is 
prepared incorre^y. For example, if 
you give your baby concentrated for¬ 
mula without any added water, it con¬ 
tains twice as much protein and salts as 
it should. I'his is dangerous because a 
baby’s immature kidneys cannot easily 


handle the extra load. 

Powdered formula creates u similar 
risk if it is not diluted properly. Making 
up formula a little extra strung dues 
>our baby no good. Follow dilution in¬ 
structions carefully’. 

Young infants arc not mature 
enough for cow’s milk. One of the rea¬ 
sons that doctors tell new mothers not 
to use regular pasteurized milk for 
babies less than six months old is the 
high level of protein and salts it con¬ 
tains. 

The young infant’s kidneys find it 
difficult to handle this load if another 
stress, such as summer heat or fever or 
diarrhea, reduces the amount of water 
available to the kidneys to do their job. 

Also, many mothers boil milk or for¬ 
mula before feeding it to their babies. 
Remember, the steam that you sec 
rising from the pot is the water your 
baby needs. 

What water should you use to give 
your baby or to prepare formula? Most 
of the hrmies in the United States have 
good water right from the tap. Howev¬ 
er, there arc certain situations where 
tap water may pose a risk to your baby’s 
health. 

In some rural areas, c^cially in 
farm states, fertilizer or farm waste 
“run-ofT get into the ground water. 
High levels of nitrates can get into the 
family’s well water. The risk is to the 
newest and youngest member of the 
family: Babies less than four to six 
months of age, who turn blue around 
the mouth, the feet and the hands. 

Most mothers know that water is one 


way their babies get lluoride. which can 
protect baby’s teeth from cavities. 
Water should contain one part per mil¬ 
lion (I ppm) of fluoride. More than this 
creates a risk to the teeth, called mot¬ 
tling, or fluorosis. This is something you 
.should talk to your dentist or your 
baby’s doctor about. 

But, first call your water department 
or take a sample of your well water to 
your local health department to find out 
exactly how much fluoride you have in 
the water in your home. 

Babies perspire and need more water 
in the summertime, just like we do. In 
the winter time a hot, dry house can in¬ 
crease water needs, 

A baby loses water from the lungs by 
humidifying the air he or she breathes 
in and out. Dressing your baby too 
warmly in winter also increases water 
needs because it can cause a lot of 
sweating. 

The easiest way to know if your baby 
is getting enough water is to check how 
many times a day he or she wets the 
diaper. Anywhere from four to eight 
times a day is normal. Of course, if you 
arc using a super-absorbent disposable 
diaper, it may be hard to tell! 

Giving your baby extra water is easy. 
A four-ounce serving of water or juice 
provides over 10 percent of your baby’s 
daily water requirement.

BmUIing abetter scarecrow: Challenge 


The faithful scarecrow that keeps 
birds at bay and protects crops is a fixture 
of the American landscape. 

According to an article in National 
Wildlife magazine, however, high-tech 
bird-scaring contraptions arc replacing 
scarecrows, as farmers seek innovative 
tactics in their age-old war against their 
avian enemies. National Wildlife is a bi¬ 
monthly publication of the National 
Wildlife Federation. 

The reason for the switch is obvious: 
The U.S. Department of Agriculture esti¬ 
mates that birds destroy about $100 mil¬ 
lion worth of corn, wheat, sunflower and 
fruit crops annually. 

While the damage represents less than 
one percent of total crop production in 
the United States, to the individual 
farmer, it can render a year’s hard work 
worthless. 

As long as people have farmed, they 
have tried to keep scavenging birds away 
from their crops. The scarecrow, which 


was probably first used in central Europe 
centuries ago. was imported to the New 
World by the early colonists. 

F^rly version 

Apparently, however, some native 
Americans already had their own ver¬ 
sions. One early American graving, 
dated 1590, depicts a scene indicating 
that Indians indigenous to the Southeast 
were using scarecrow-like figures long 
before the first Europeans arrived. 

Though the wardrobe may have 
changed over the centuries, the effective 
ness of the traditional scarecrow has not. 
Stick it in the middle of a cornfield, and 
within hours the place will be fiill of hun¬ 
gry birds. Today, farmers realize that it is 
sound and movement that keep birds 
away. 

Simple trick 

Many farmers have discovered a sim¬ 


ple device that will keep most waterfowl 
away from their wheat and barley crops. 
A black plastic garbage bag nailed to a 
post A small breeze will set the bag sail¬ 
ing, scaring away birds by its sudden 
movement and enlarged size. Other 
farmers will vary this theme by propping 
up tires on posts scattered throughout 
their fields and hanging streamers from 
the tires for movement. 

Increasingly, however, people are 
adopting a newer, more effective and, 
unfortunately, often more intrusive way 
of keeping the birds at bay. These days, 
farmers u.se a propane-powerCd cannon 
to scare off birds. 

The loud blast that emits from this 
cannon can be heard a half-mile away. 
Not only is this bad for neighborly rela¬ 
tions, but the birds themselves eventually 
become accustomed to the sound, and 
therefore the cannon loses most or all of 
its effectiveness. 

Recently, researchers have learned 


is still with us 

that the human figure is not necessarily 
the most frightening image to birds. Mi¬ 
chael Conover, associate scientist at the 
Connecticut Agricultural l•xpcrimenl 
.Station in New Haven, suggests devices 
that play upon the birds’ innate fears of 
predators. 

Conover has found that the shape of 
figures resembling "a short head and 
broad, thick wings are more terrifying to 
nestlings than a long-necked goose 
shape." 

Conover has developed an adaptation 
of the traditional stationary plastic owl 
for use specifically against crows. He 
produced an owl model which appears to 
be clutching a crow in its talons. The 
crow’s wings (lap in the wind, as though 
the bird is fighting for its life. 

“It works very well against crows in 
the small vegetables plots, but its effec¬ 
tiveness against other .species is dubi¬ 
ous," the researcher concedes. "Crows 
apparently learn a great deal from watch¬ 
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ing other crows. Hut *)ther species |usi 
aren’t as attuned to what other birds are 
doing." 

W'hat’s the best solution? 

Ultimately, however, birds will be¬ 
come habituated to any device, unless its 
movement or sound is truly random. As 
Jeff Marley. founder of a Calgary-based 
company that sells wildlife control de¬ 
vices. points out. “Everything works and 
nothing works." 

Thus, in the long run. no single bird¬ 
scaring apparatus, no matter how high- 
tech, has really got that much over the 
old stuffed shirt.

When Henry Ford invented the Model- 
1. he probably had no idea how much im¬ 
pact the automobile would have on the 
popularity of outdoor entertaining in 
America. 

According to Charlotte Frieze, author 
of Social Gardens: Outdoor Spaces for 
Living atui Entertaining, Americans used 
to sit m their front yards, catching up 
with friends or simply watching the 
world go by. Bui when horses were re 
placed by cars. Americans retreated to 
the backyard, away from all the dirt and 
noise of passing automobiles. “Today, the 
backyard is the place to relax and enter¬ 
tain.” said Frieze. 

George Dunn, vice president of mar¬ 
keting at Tropitone Furniture Co., a lead¬ 
ing manufacturer of high quality 
aluminum outdoor furniture, agrees.

Wildflowers turn yards into meadows 


Willi more latul cleared lor ajiriciiltiire 
atul urban development every day. wild 
places are becoming harder to (Ind. Hut 
in sowing a crop of wilddowers. home¬ 
owners can transrorm their yards into 
blooming meadows that will attract binls 
and animals. 

In an article in Notional Wildlife maga¬ 
zine. author l.aura Martin described how 
w'ildllower meadows are timeless win¬ 
dows on the natural world. 

Moreover, unlike the typical Kentucky 
bluegrass lawn, native plants are well 
suited to their local climate and environ¬ 
mental conditions. As a result, wildllow- 
er meadows need little watering, an im¬ 
portant advantage over thirsty lawns and 
I'ormal garden beds. 

National Wildlife is a publication of the 
National Wildlife Federation. 

Although the popularity of meadow 
gardening is glowing, writes Martin, 
misconceptions abound. One is that 
meadows require wide expanses of land. 
According to Martin, however, yard- 
si/ed areas of 2.(XX) square feet and even 
less can be planted effectively. 

Another misconception is that wild- 
flowers are hardy enough to tlourish 
without preparation or care. Although 
many species of wildllower can with¬ 
stand drought and other adverse condi¬ 
tions, it takes careful sowing and hard 


Ninety-three percent of all U.S. house¬ 
holds participating in lawn and garden 
activities (65 million households) pur¬ 
chase one or more types of lawn and gar¬ 
den products, according to a nationwide 
survey. 

The “hit parade" of products pur¬ 
chased are:

Five steps to wildllower meadows 

Mere are live basic steps that people 
can take to create wildllower meadows; 

1. Cluiosiiifi a site: Wilddowers need 
plenty of sunlight. Plants traditionally in¬ 
cluded within a meadow need at least six 
to eight hours of good, hot sunshine eaeh 
day to bloom well. .Shade-loving plants, 
however, can be included at the mead¬ 
ow’s borders, serx ing as a transition zone 
between woods and open areas. 

2. Clioosinji seeds and plants: Wild- 
llowcrs native to your own region will 
give the best results. Plants from other 
regions or countries often do not adapt, 
or they adapt so well that they overtake 
native vegetation and become serious 
pests. 

Consequently, the best results come 
from a seed mixture designed for a spe¬ 
cific geographical region. Reputable nur¬ 
series and mail order companies can give 
you information on which species are na¬ 
tive to a region, their growing conditions, 
and their germination. 

Luring unimul species 

Almost any wild (lower meadow will 
attract birds, butlerllics and other wild- 


cent or 13 million households), super¬ 
markets/drug stores (15 percent or 11 
million), and home centers (16 percent 
or II million households); mail order ac¬ 
counted for eight percent or six million, 
and other retail sources accounted for 
purchases of three percent or two million 
households. 


life. Hut speeifie animal species can be 
lured by planting tlie right kinds ol 
wildllowers. 

Hummingbirds, lor example, are .it 
iracted by Indian paintbrush ;iiul reil 
penstemons. Iiiseet-attraeting llowers 
that grow near the boumlary between 
meadow and woods are effeetixe in lur¬ 
ing kingbirds, great crested llyealehers. 
ehiekadees and doxxnx xxoodpeekers. 
Putlerilies. including monarch and sxxal- 
loxvtail. are atlraeled by milkweeds 
(including butterlly-weed and Joe-pye- 
xxeed). 

3. Planting the meadow: In most parts 
of the countiy. people can seeil in the 
spring or fall. In either ease, proper soil 
preparation xvill save time and effort 
later on. By tilling an area carefully, you 
will gel good germination conditions for 
the seeds. 

.Small areas can be tilled to a depth of 
six to eight inches with a rotary tiller, and 
then left alone for three to four xxeeks to 
allow xveeds to begin groxving. Then, the 
xxeeds should be killed by tilling again or 
by uprooting them by hand. 

Once the seedbed has been prepared, 
seeds should be mixed xvith sand, evenly 
distributed and tamped doxvn. Mulch is 
helpful in keeping seeds in place if plant¬ 
ing is done on steep hillsides. 

4. Manaf'ini’ the meadow: Like other 
seeds, wildllower seeds need xvater to 
germinate. After seeding, if rainfall is in- 
sulTicient, xvater the area. The only ma¬ 
jor chore xvill be moxving the area to 
prevent trees and shrubs from invading 
and to help disperse seeds for the next 
groxving season. 

Mowing can be done in the late fall or 
very early spring, and should leave the 
plants about six inches tall. Moxving in 
the spring will leave seed heads intact 
during the winter to provide food for 
birds. 

5. Reseeditiff the area: Theoretically, 
perennial w-ildfloxvers xvill groxv and 
bloom year after year.

Most aluminum lawn and patio chairs 
come with plastic polypropylene 
wehbing that seldom lasts lor more than 
a season or tw»). The webbing dries out. 
becoming brittle and breaking in two. 

You can bus replacement webbing and 
reweave the chair, hut why go through all 
that when it may not last you through the 
summer?

Following these simple instructions, 
you can make your old chair like new 
again. 

1. Remove webbing fasteners from the 
chair frame for reuse with Better Bottom. 
.Should you need additional screws, pur¬ 
chase them from the merchant who sold 
you the Better Bottom. If the fasteners 
have small heads, metal washers may be 
used. 

2. If the chair frame needs cleaninf>, the 
appearance can be improved by rubbing it 
with .solvent and light steel wool. Or, a 
cleaning powder designed for use on 
metal surfaces may be used. 

3. Align fabric on the chair until it is 
evenly placed over the frame. Position fab¬ 
ric to cover as many fastener holes as 
possible.

Again, be sure to fold 
the fabric so the fastener will penetrate 
two thicknesses of material. 

5. Repeat the above steps on each side 
of the chair at tlw top and bottom. 

6. IVIwn the fabric is prKsitioned evenly 
on the chair, install the remaining fa.sten- 
ers. Should the fabric need repositioning, 
remove the fasteners and readjust.

Compost—nature’s soil buUder Thoreau Tennis 


If you have done much reading of gar¬ 
dening books and articles, you will have 
read, over and over, the advice to add 
“plenty of organic material" to your soil. 

What is “organic material?" It is any- 
diing which is. or once was. alive. 

Practically, it is vegetable material- 
grass clippings, fall leaves, weeds pulled 
from the garden, dead leaves and plants, 
even vegetable kitchen wastes. You can¬ 
not add too much organic material—the 
more, the merrier! ‘ 

The easiest way to get organic material 
is to buy bagged humus or composted 
manure (usually cow manure). This is 
also the most expensive way. 

When you’re spreading the stuff two. 
three, four or more inches thick, and 
mixing this into your soil, a 40 pound bag 
diK-sn’t go very far. How. then, do you 
get plcniy of material? 

Make it! Build a compost pile of all the 
vegetable materials mentioned above 
(you can include sawdust, wood chips, 
and the like). All your good friends re¬ 
siding in the soil (bacteria, beneficial in¬ 
sects and fungi) will help decompose 
these materials into loose, friable stuff, 
which, when mixed into the soil, will 
hold air, moisture and nutriments —all 
important to plant welfare tind vigor. 


A compost pile should be moistened as 
you build it. If. instead of simply sprin¬ 
kling it with the hose, you add a soluble 
fertilizer —.such as Miracle-Gro—you’ll 
l-ie adding the three major plant nutrients: 
Nitrogen. Phosphorus and Potassium, or 
Potash. .. _ — 

In addition. Miracle-Gro contains im¬ 
portant trace elements: Iron, Boron. 
Copper, Manganese, Molybdenum and 
Zinc—all necessary for vigorous plant 
growth. 

If you’re in no hurry to get usable 
compost, just leave it for six months to a 
year. If you want quicker results, use a 
spading fork or shovel to turn the pile-
